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To the Legislature: 
It is my duty to make known to you the general condi- 
tion of the State, and to recommend to you such matters 
as I judge expedient. 
STaTE DEBT. _ 

The unpaid principal of the war bounty debt was, on 
the 30th September last ($16,887, 206.57), sixteen millions 
eight hundred and eighty-seven thousand two hundred 
and six dollars and fifty-seven cents. This portion of 
our debt will, by the annual tax provided by the terms of 
the act authorizing the loan, be paid in full in about five 
years. It was contracted and is to be paid in our present 
legal-tender currency. | . 

The residue of the State debt, which amounts to 
($12,595, 495.95) twelve millions five hundred and ninety- 
five thousand four hundred and ninety-five dollars and 
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ninety-five cents, was contracted before the war, in gold, 
and the honor of the State and good faith demand that it 
shall be paid, both principal and interest, in gold coin. 
It is to be paid (except $48,860.11 loan of credit to the 
Long Island Railroad) out of revenues pledged for the 
purpose, and not by taxation, unless the sinking funds 
‘* shall prove insufficient to enable the State, on the credit 
of such funds, to procure the means to satisfy the claims 
of the creditors of the State as they become payable.” 
Of this last-mentioned species of debt ($2,257,900) two 
millions two hundred and fifty-seven thousand and nine 
hundred dollars of principal will be due on the Ist of 
July next, and ($847,500) eight hundred and forty-seven 
thousand and five hundred dollars of principal will be 
‘due on the 1st of January, 1873. The Comptroller is of 
the opinion, in which I concur, that there will be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining the means of meeting these payments, 
-on the eredit of the sinking funds, as authorized by the 
Constitution. 
The entire State debt was, on the 30th of September last, 

($29, 482,702.52) twenty-nine millions four hundred and 
eighty-two thousand seven hundred and two dollars and 
fifty-two cents, the amount of principal paid in the last 
“year being ($2,926,441.74) two millions nine hundred and 
twenty-six thousand four hundred and forty-one dollars 
and seventy-four cents. 


TAXES. 
The State tax levied the past year is five mills and 


seventy-nine one hundred and twentieths of a mill. Of 
this tax, two mills were required for the annual payment 
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on the war bounty debt, one mill anda quarter for the 
support of the public schools, three-eighths of a mill to 
meet payments for work on the new Capitol, seventy- 
nine-one hundred and twentieths of a mill for canals, 
and one mill and three-eighths of a mill for general pur- 
poses. The total yield of the State tax is eleven millions 
six hundred and thirteen thousand nine hundred and 
‘forty-three dollars and sixty-one cents. _ 


NEw CaAPIrou. 


The new capitol commissioners report to me that of 
the six hundred and fifty thousand dollars appropriated 
by the Legislature at its last session, they have expended 
three hundred and forty-three thousand six hundred and 
thirty-one dollars and thirty-one cents up to the twenty- 
second day of November last; making, with what has 
been previously reported, about two millions thus far 
expended on the construction of the building, indepen- 
dent of about six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
paid for land. 


SALT SPRINGS. 

The quantity of salt from the Onondaga salt springs, 
inspected during the last fiscal year, was eight millions 
five hundred and seventy-nine thousand one hundred 
and ninety-three bushels. This shows a decrease of pro- 
duction, compared with the previous year, of two hun- 
dred and seventy-two thousand and fifty-four bushels. 
The net revenue to the State has been twenty-six thou- 
sand six hundred and fifty-six dollars and seventy-nine 
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cents, which is seven thousand two hundred and fifty- 
four dollars and twenty-eight cents less than that of the 
previous year. 


BANKS. 
On the 1st of October last, sixty-nine banks were doing 
business under the banking law of this State. During 
the fiscal year circulating notes to the amount of forty- 


_. seven thousand seven hundred and seventy-seven dollars 


have been destroyed by the department. Twelve banks 
have been credited with lost circulation to the amount in 
all of sixty-four thousand seven hundred and twenty-five 
dollars; the time for redeeming the same, after the usual 
legal notice, having expired. 

The amount of circulation outstanding, including that 
of incorporated banks, banking associations and indi- 
vidual bankers, was, on the Ist of October last, 
two millions one hundred and forty-one thousand four 
hundred and thirty-five dollars and fifty cents. Of this 
amount, the sum of one million three hundred and eighty- 
three thousand five hundred and twenty-five dollars is 
secured by deposits of stocks, mortgages and cash. The 
residue, being circulation issued by incorporated banks 
in existence prior to the passage of the general banking 
law, is, of course, not secured by any deposit in the 
bank department. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 


There were, on the ist of July last, one hundred and 
forty-three savings banks doing business in the State, with 
assets to the amount, in .the aggregate, of two hundred 
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and sixty-six millions, two hundred and fifty-three thou- 
sand five hundred and ninety-four dollars. These assets 
may now be estimated, upon the ratio of increase of 
the year before, at two hundred and eighty millions of 
dollars. The number of persons having deposits in these 
institutions was, on the Ist of January, 1871, seven hun- 
dred and twelve thousand one hundred and nine. 

Task your especial attention to the necessity of being 
very cautious in the enactment of charters for savings 
banks. Some failures have occurred among this class of 
institutions during the past year. Being intended to 
induce saving habits among those of small means, by 
enabling them to obtain interest on the sums which they 
can, from time to time, lay aside from their daily earn- 
ings, it is the duty of the Legislature to provide in their 
charters every possible safeguard for the protection of 
the depositors. The object kept in view should be secu- 
xity more than high interest. 

At my instance (Senator Palmer, then chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Banks, cordially co-operating with 
me), a law was passed at the Legislative session of 1869 
{chapter 213 of the Laws of that year), requiring that all 
persons desiring to organize a savings bank should 
execute a certificate, setting forth the name of their 
projected institution, its intended place of business, the 
name, residence, occupation and post-office address of 
each member of the association, and containing a decla- 
ration from each one of them that he is willing to accept 
the duties of a trustee in such institution ; and requiring 
that such certificate, with a copy of the proposed 
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charter, be filed with the Superintendent of the Banking 
Department, at least sixty days before the annual ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The law provides also that 
notice of intention to organize such an institution, giving 
the particulars contained in the certificate, shall be pub- 
lished in a newspaper of the neighborhood where it is 
proposed to be established, for six weeks. It then makes 
it the duty of the Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
ment to transmit to the Legislature at its next meeting, a 
report concerning the expediency of incorporating each 
one of such proposed institutions. Every legislative com-. 
mittee to whom a bill for incorporating a savings bank 
shall be referred, which has been introduced otherwise 
than in the manner and with the preliminaries above 
described, is, by the terms of this law, required to report 
against the passage thereof. Of course, this law may be 
disregarded by a subsequent Legislature ; but I recom- 
mend a strict compliance, on your part, with its provi- 
gions, as calculated to avoid a needless increase of these 
institutions and to guard against carelessly framed char- 
ters. I recommend to your consideration the propriety 
of restricting, by a general law, applicable to all savings 
banks, the amount which may be held on deposit for any 
one depositor, to a moderate sum. Those who deal in 
large amounts are usually capable of providing invest- 
ments for themselves. It is not right that the funds ot 
this latter class of persons should be mingled with those 
of less means, whose circumstances require a peculiar 
class of institutions, and for whom, specially, savings 
banks were created. | 
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The tendency of late years to careless legislation im 
respect to savings banks and other moneyed incorpora- 
tions, is shown by the fact that during the three years of 
my administration, I have found myself obliged to refuse. 
my signature to sixty-eight bills for the incorporation of 
or increasing the powers of savings banks and other: 
moneyed institutions under various names. 

In connection with this topic, I call your attention to 
article 8, section 1 of the Constitution providing, that 
‘‘corporations shall not be created by special act, except 
for municipal purposes, and in cases where, in the judg- 
ment of the Legislature, the objects of the corporation. 
cannot be obtained under general laws.’’ Of late years 
there has been a great tendency to overlook the intent of 
this limitation upon legislative power. It is true, the 
judgment of the Legislature is to decide whether, in any 
special case, they are justified in disregarding the general 
prohibition. This discretion, however, should be exer- 
cised not arbitrarily, but in harmony with the purpose 
and intent of the whole section ; which was, obviously, to 
take away from the Legislature the right of creating 
corporations by special act, except where it was very clear 
that the object could not be obtained under general. laws..

The superintendent of the insurance department esti- 
mates that, toward reimbursing the loss by the fire at 
Chicago, companies organized under the laws of this State 
(not including those of other States and countries doing 
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business in this State) will contribute over twenty millions 
of dollars. 
STATE PRISONS. 

The Comptroller’s report will show, in detail, the 
earnings and expenses of the State prisons during the 
past year. The condition of our prisons is not satisfac- 
tory. Improvement can be secured, in my judgment, 
only by an amendment to the Constitution, which shall 
concentrate responsibility for their management. 

I visited, as usual, all the prisons during the past 
year, for the purpose of hearing applications from the 
convicts for pardon or commutation of punishment. 
More than eight hundred applications for pardon or 
commutation have been made to me during the year. 
Highty-four (84) pardons, twenty-nine commutations and 
five reprieves have been granted. I shall, in a few days, 
submit to you, as has been my practice every year, a 
statement of the particulars of these cases, including 
the reasons which, in each instance, have influenced 


my action. 


CHARITIES AND ASYLUMS. 


The Annual Report of the Commissioners of Charities 
will give detailed information of the condition of the 
several State charities. JI trust you will continue to 
provide for the early completion of the State lunatic 
asylums now being constructed, so as to afford addi- 
tional room for the insane poor; to the end that, within 
a short period, all of this class may be removed from 
the county poor-houses. I again recommend, as I did 
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last year,, an inquiry into the condition of pauper 
children in the several counties, with a view to pro- 
viding for their removal, if found expedient, to proper 
asylums. 


EDUCATION.

For particulars and for suggestions relating to the 
administration of our Common School system, you are 
respectfully referred to the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, under whose care the edu- 
cational affairs of the State have been so ably admin- 
istered. I ask for the schools the most liberal legisla- 
tive encouragement. 
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STATE MILITIA. 


The State Militia, known, now, as the “National 
Guard of the State of New York,’ numbers about 
twenty-four thousand officers, non-commissioned officers 
and privates. The details will be made known in the 
report of the Adjutant-General. This valuable force, 
essential to the security of public order, ought to be 
generously sustained by the Legislature. A contract 
has been made, in accordance with authority vested in 
the Governor by the law of last session, for supplying 
the force with breech-loading rifles. 

The Adjutant-General has made very satisfactory pro- 
gress in obtaining the adjustment and allowance of claims 
of the State against the general government for expendi- 
tures in the late war. At the time he came into office, the 
balance of the claims which had then been presented to 
the accounting officers of the treasury of the United States 
and were on file with them, unsettled, was $932,132.82, of 
which it had been estimated not more than fifty per cent 
could be recovered, owing to informalities of vouchers, 
and irregularities occurring in the hurry of the times when 
the expenditures were made; and it was suggested that 
the Comptroller should employ a special agent for the 
adjustment of these claims, to be compensated by a per- 
centage upon the amount which should be recovered. 
The Adjutant-General, with my approval, placed the 
matter in the special charge of Colonel Stonehouse, the 
Assistant Adjutant-General, who was familiar with the 
origin of the claims, and detailed Captain Butler, of 
the Inspector General’s Department, to assist him. There

has been recovered already the sum of $622,279.10, with 
the well assured prospect of an early adjustment of the 
whole balance left unsettled on the 1st January, 1869 
(except certain items of interest on temporary bonds 
issued by the State which will require Congressional 
action), and the prospect also of establishing the validity 
of further claims upon the government. Additional 
claims to the amount of $364,107.07, have already been 
presented to the treasury department, and others to about 
the same amount will very soon be ready for presentation. 
The. Legislature, at its last session, passed a concurrent 
resolution, authorizing me to appoint a special agent to 
prepare and collect these claims, and to award to him 
such a per centage of the amount collected as I might 
deem just and proper. I have done nothing under this 
resolution, being satisfied that the claims can be adjusted 
and collected quite as rapidly through the clerical force 
of the Adjutant-General’s office, and, of course, at much 
less cost to the State. 


QUARANTINE, ETO. 


During the past year, 227 vessels arriving at the port 
of New York have been quarantined on account of sick- 
ness which had occurred on board of them. Upon these 
vessels, at their port of departure, on the passage, and 
after their arrival at quarantine, there were 729 cases 
of contagious and infectious diseases and 109 deaths. 

During the quarantine season, to wit, from the first 
day of April to the first day of November, 466 vessels, 
which arrived from ports infected with yellow. fever, 
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were detained in the lower bay for observation. Dur- 
ing the same period, 542 vessels from suspected ports 
were examined at lower quarantine, and placed under 
observation for a period of from two to five days. 

These constitute the total numberof vessels detained 
during the year beyond the time actually necessary for 
examination. Out of this number seventy-five dis- 
charged their cargoes under quarantine, being but little 
over one per cent of the whole number of arrivals 
from foreign ports during the year. 

Seventy of the vessels thus detained were found to 
have had cases of yellow fever on board, and from these, 
eighteen patients were sent to West Bank Hospital. 
Besides these, 205 cases and fifty-one deaths from this 
disease had occurred on board of these vessels, either at 
their port of departure or during the passage. 

For the five years, ending December 31st, 1870, the 
total number of vessels which arrived with small-pox 
on board, was one hundred and forty-two; while, 
during the past year, there have been one hundred 
and forty-seven vessels, having on board an aggre- 
gate of 80,428 persons who had been exposed to this 
disease during the passage. The number of cases of 
small-pox reported to have occurred on these vessels, was 
three hundred and forty-two, of which two hundred and 
ninety-three were taken to hospital from quarantine. Of 
these, owing to the crowded state of the municipal insti- 
tutions on Blackwell’s Island, it was found necessary to 
send a number of patients suffering from small-pox to 
West Bank Hospital.

Seven vessels only have had cases of ship-fever on 
board during the past year. On these the number 
of persons exposed to the disease was 3,778, of whom 
cight were sent to the fever hospital on Ward’s Island. 

Three vessels from infected districts have had cases of _ 
cholera on the passage to this port; and from these, fifty- 
two patients suffering from the disease, were treated at 
the West Bank hospital. The total number of cases of 
cholera occurring among the passengers and crews of 
these vessels, was 156; and the number of persons 
exposed to the disease, 1,432. Of these, forty-three died 
at sea and twelve in quarantine. | 

At the West Bank hospital the total number of patients 
suffering from cholera, small-pox and yellow fever, 
received during the past year, was 132, of whom 109 
recovered and twenty-three died. 

The absence of buildings upon the upper structure at 
West Bank, for the reception of persons who have been 
exposed to contagious and infectious diseases during the 
voyage to this port, was temporarily provided for by the 
transfer of the steamships Delaware and Albany, from 
the general government to the quarantine department. 
These vessels were anchored at quarantine in the month 
of September, and in the case of the steamship Franklin, 
which arrived on November 11th, with cholera on board, 
were of the greatest utility in affording facilities for the 
immediate transfer of the well passengers from the infec- 
ted vessel. The favorable results which followed this 
transfer, are said by the health officer, to prove the 
importance of completing at once, the structures contem. 
plated at West Bank. 
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The foregoing statistics demonstrate the necessity for a 
therough administration of quarantine laws. The immu- 
nity which the city and State of New York has enjoyed 
during the past year from the introduction of conta- 
gious and infectious diseases from abroad may justly be 
ascribed to the precautions adopted. All abuses, if any 
be found, should be remedied, but the inconvenience to a 
few, by the detention imposed upon only one vessel out 
of a hundred, is not to be weighed against the protection 
afforded to the people in the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, and of the State, against infectious diseases. 

There have been for many years, and under all admini- 
strations, complaints in the press against the Health 
Officer, and also against the Harbor-Masters of the Port 
of New York. No proof has been adduced before me 
of maladministration on the part of the present officers. 
In one instance, prior to December 15, 1871, charges 
were preferred against a harbor-master, which were with- 
drawn. On the 15th of December, 1871, charges were 
preferred in another case, which are now under exami- 
nation. In the case of the Health Officer, one complaint 
has been laid before me. Although the law gave me 
no power in the matter, the Health Officer promptly 
responded to my request for explanations ; the complaint 
was found to be connected, net with his office proper, 
nor with his fees, but with certain rates established for 
contributions to the support of the hospitals at quaran- 
_tine; and the injustice complained of was promptly 
cured. Under the law, as it was established in 1863, and 
as it now stands, the Governor has no power to remove 
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the Health Officer (and appoint another), even after a 
formal investigation, during the recess of the Senate ; the 
period of the year when, if ever, abuses are likely to 
occur. I recommend that the Governor be empowered 
to appoint the Health Officer and Harbor-Masters, includ- 
ing the Captain of the Port, without the consent of the 
Senate ; and to remove them, or any of them at pleasure. 
A prompt remedy would then be provided against abuses 
without the delay incident to a formal investigation. 

In the single instance of the presentation to me of 
charges against the health officer, I took the occasion, in 
referring the matter to the Commissioners of Quarantine, 
to request them to inquire into alleged abuses in quaran- 
tine administration, giving merchants and others opportu- 
nity of being heard. I have received their report, dated 
December 11th, 1871, which, with a communication from 
the health officer relating thereto, will be duly transmitted 
to the Legislature for its information. | 

It is proper to say, that if citizens who know of and can 
prove official misconduct on the part of public officers, 
fail to present the charges and proofs to the Governor, 
the responsibility for continued abuses rests upon them. 
The Governor, in such matters, acts in a quasi-judicial 
capacity, and he cannot, any more than can a court, 
entertain charges made simply through the public press. 

Nor should it be forgotten, that if extra compensation 
is paid to harbor-masters, it may be too often due to the 
eagerness of owners and consignees of vessels to get 
the advantage, one over another, in the occupancy of 
wharves. 
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The Governor is always ready to do his duty, and to 
remove a guilty party when he has the power. Mer- 
chants and others fail to do theirs, when any of them pay 
2 bribe to a public officer, or neglect to expose and bring 
to justice whoever demands or accepts one. 

I recommend a thorough examination of the official 
acts of the health officer and harbor-masters, and such 
amendments to existing laws, aS may be necessary to 
put an end to such evils as may be shown to exist. 


IMMIGRATION. 


The number of arrivals of immigrants in the port of 
New York this year is two hundred and twenty-nine 
thousand, an increase, aS compared with last year, of 
seventeen thousand. 


REVISION OF STATUTES. 


A report from the commissioners for revising the stat- 
utes may be expected at an early day in the session, 
showing what progress has thus far been made in their 
Work. | 

CANALS. 


The surplus revenues of the canals, for the past year, 
have been nearly double those of the previous year, 
although, for four months of the year 1870, the former 
higher rates of toll prevailed; the contribution to the 
sinking fund, for the fiscal year ending 30th September 
last, being $981,588.68 against $569,974.61 contributed the 
year before. The expenditures have been very materially 


reduced. The official reports of the Comptroller and

— 
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Auditor will show the details of expenditure and revenue. 
It is the unanimous testimony of those engaged in busi- 
ness upon them that the canals are in better order than at 
any previous period. My opinions as to the true policy 
of the State, with reference to its canals, have been so 
fully expressed in three successive annual messages, that 
it is not necessary here to repeat them. The policy of 
low tolls, which, when first recommended, met with strong 
opposition, is now, by general consent, admitted to be 
wise. The season of navigation of 1871 was fifteen days 
shorter than that of 1870, yet there was an increase of 
tolls to the extent of $487,722.78. | 

I have received a letter from the President of the United 
States calling my attention to the twenty-seventh article 
of the recent treaty between Great Britain and the United 
States, which article is in these words, to wit : 


“ ArticLE XX VIL—The government of her Britannic majesty 
“engages to urge upon the government of the Dominion of 
“Canada to secure to the citizens of the United States the use of 
“the Welland, St. Lawrence, and other canals in the Dominion, 
“on terms of equality with the inhabitants of the Dominion; and 
“the government of the United States engages that the subjects 
“of her Britannic majesty shall enjoy the use of the St. Clair 
“Flats canal on terms of equality with the inhabitants of the 
“United States, and further engages to urge upon the State 
“governments to secure to the subjects of her Britannic majesty 
“the use of the several State canals connected with the naviga- 
“tion of the lakes or rivers traversed by or contiguous to the 
“ boundary line between the possessions of the high contracting 
“ parties, on terms of equality with the inhabitants of the United 
“States.” 


The President requests such legislation on the part of 
this State as may be necessary to carry out, on our canals, 
this provision of the treaty. My impression is that nothing

exists in our State laws, now, to forbid the subjects of 
another country using our canals onterms of full equality 
with the citizens of the United States. I recommend an 
inquiry on your part on this point, and the prompt pas- 
sage of any laws which may be necessary for the fulfill- 
ment of the undertaking made by the federal government. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The disastrous fire at Chicago destroyed the valuable 
public law library of that city. It was always open to 
the free use of members of the bar from other States, 
and contained complete sets of the Reports of. this 
State and of its Statutes, as well as those of other 
States and of Great Britain. Upon being informed of 
this loss by a committee of the bar of Chicago, engaged 
in the work of restoring the library, and upon their 
application for such assistance as this State could give, 
I took the responsibility, in view of the intimate busi- 
ness relations existing between the States of Illinois and 
New York, of causing to be sent to them the Statutes, 
the Reports and the Digests of this State, complete, as 
a donation from New York, knowing that the need was 
pressing for the work of restoration being promptly 
effected. In doing this, I was careful not to incur any 
hability in behalf of the State. I, nevertheless, respect- 
fully ask that you make an appropriation to cover the 
cost of this gift. Some of the books having been fur- 
nished by the State Library, from extra copies in their 
possession, the total amount expended will not exceed 
sixteen hundred dollars. 
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Full rights of inheritance are accorded to the children 
of American male citizens, without reference to the nation- 
ality of the mother, although the children be born abroad ; 
while the children of an American woman married to an 
alien, are, if they be born abroad, denied like rights. I 
recommend that the disability of the latter class of per- 
sons to inherit be removed by Statute. 

I recommend, for your careful consideration, especially 
in view of the several treaties made between the United 
States and foreign governments, in respect to naturaliza- 
tion and expatriation, whether it would not be wise to 
remove all disabilities of aliens relating to the acquisition, 
possession and transmission of real estate. In several of 
the States of the Union these disabilities no longer exist, 
and in England they were removed by statute passed May 
12, 1870, the day before the date when the treaty between 
England and the United States, relating to naturalization, 
was signed. If youshould pass a law removing all these 
disabilities, the suggestion last made, with reference to 
children born abroad of American women, will have 
become unimportant. 

I recommend to your consideration the subject of 
alleged abuses under the referee system in our courts, 
with a view to providing a remedy, by law, for such 
abuses as may be found to exist. | 

The Statutes providing for the election of Senators, 
in case of vacancies occurring otherwise than by expi- 
ration of term, are defective. The defect was brought 
to public notice by the death of Senator Blood, just 
before the last session of the Senate. I called the atten- 
tion of the Legislature in my last Annual Message to the 
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necessity of amending the laws in this respect, but they 
failed to. supply the defect. I recommend prompt action 
by you on this subject. , 

IT recommend, as I did last year, the putting an end, 
by law, to the hardships and injustice frequently inflicted 
upon persons who are detained as witnesses to the com- 
mission of crime. The suffering resulting from this, 
especially in cities, is very great and extends to many 
unfortunate persons, who are too poor to give security 
for their appearance to testify. The law should pro- 
vide that no person shall be detained in prison as a 
witness in criminal cases beyond a specified time, and 
that, if the trial be postponed beyond that time on the 
motion of the prisoner, it shall be only on condition of 
his consenting that the testimony of the witness may be 
taken de bene esse, as in civil cases. It may be urged 
that the people may not be ready to bring on a trial, and 
may thus, in some cases, lose the benefit of the witnesses 
altogether. It is better so than to have innocent persons 
suffer imprisonment in order that even the guilty may be 
convicted. | 

I recommend, for the third time, that power be con- 
ferred upon the Oyer and Terminer, or upon the Supreme 
Court at General Term, to grant new trials upon the 
merits or upon newly discovered evidence, in cases of 
conviction before the Oyer and Terminer. The courts of 
sessions, which are inferior tribunals, have this power in 
cases of conviction before them. A person wrongfully 
convicted in the Oyer and Terminer, no matter how clear 
his innocence may be shown by newly discovered evi- 
dence, has no remedy save a pardon from the Executive. 
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I recommend that the laws relating to the insane be 
revised. As they are now, any two justices of the peace, 
upon the certificate of two physicians, may deprive a 
man of his liberty on the ground of lunacy, and order 
him to be confined in a lunatic asylum. A bill was 
passed, at the last session of the Legislature, upon this 
subject, but some of its provisions seemed to me to be 
objectionable, and it was generally objectionable, in that 
its operation was limited to the city of New York. For 
these reasons I withheld my approval from it. There 
can be no doubt that there is room for great abuses under 
the law, as it stands. I recommend that all physicians 
~ who may grant certificates of lunacy, and all magistrates, 
who issue an order of commitment to an asylum, be 
required, under heavy penalties, to report their action at 
once to the county judge of the county within which the 
order was made, and that all superintendents of public 
and private lunatic asylums, be required, under like pen- 
alties, to report forthwith the arrival of every patient af 
their respective establishments, to the county judge of the 
county whence the patient was sent; that the county 
judge be required to investigate the case, summarily, and 
confirm or annul the proceedings; and that he be 
empowered, at any time, on his own motion or on the 
application of any one interested in an alleged lunatic, to 
re-open the hearing of a case, and to conduct such 
rehearing, with or without the aid of a jury, as to him may 
seem best, and thereupon, in his discretion, to discharge 
the alleged lunatic. Whether any amendments to exist- 
ing laws relating to the State Asylums for the Insane be 
found necessary by you or not, I recommend that private

lunatic asylums be brought under some system of licens- 
ing by the public authorities. The Legislature should 
provide for their supervision and frequent visitation. 
Inasmuch as the State permits the detention of insane 
persons in such private institutions, it is right that the 
same watchful care should be exercised over persons 
confined in them as over those in our public hospitals. 
For the fourth time, I recommend an amendment of 
the laws relating to murder. Instances of homicide 
occur where intent to take life is proved, but where the 
facts are such that the jury are unwilling to find a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder in the first degree, because the 
peculiar facts do not warrant the extreme penalty of 
death. They cannot, under our present statutes, define 
the case as one of murder in the second degree. They 
are driven, therefore, to either acquit or render a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter in the third or fourth degree, 
although conscious that the light penalty awarded by 
the law to these two degrees of crime is very inadequate. 
Lrecommend that either the maximum punishment for 
manslaughter in the third degree be made much greater, 
or that when the degree of premeditation does not, or 
other facts do not, in the judgment of the jury, justify 
punishment by death, they be authorized to render a 
verdict of murder in the second degree, to be punished 
by imprisonment for life, or for a term of years, in the 
discretion of the court. It is no valid objection to the 
above amendment that, under it, juries would have too 
great discretion in the matter of enforcing the death 
penalty. They exercise that discretion now, in many 
instances, and do so with the law as it stands, at the cost 
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of rendering a verdict not satisfactory to themselves, 
and of allowing a very serious crime to go unpunished, 
except by the ight penalty attached by the law to one of 
lower grade. 

I respectfully suggest that all bills, making large 
appropriations of money be passed by you at a period 
of the session early enough to enable me to return them 
to you with objections, if I have any to make; so that I 
shall not be obliged to consent to items not, in my judg- 
ment, proper, as the only means of avoiding the defeat of 
other just and necessary appropriations. The Supply 
Bill, as itis commonly called, has always been sent in 
for approval after the Legislature had adjourned, leaving 
me no alternative but to approve of it as a whole, or to 
let all the appropriations made therein go over, many of 
them being required at once for the support of the vari- 
ous departments of the government. The practice has 
¢erown up of inserting in this bill items of appropriations 
of money which have no proper connection with the 
general purposes of the bill as indicated in its title ; 
many of which items, I am satisfied, would not, if 
proposed in separate bills, receive the sanction of the 
Legislature. This practicc has become a great abuse. 

i recommend the immediate repeal of the general town 
bonding act. Without discussing the policy of this law, 
I suggest that aid has already been given to railroads, 
upon the credit of municipalities, to quite as great an 
extent as is wise, and, in some instances, to the oppres- 
sion of tax-paying communities. Its early repeal is, in 
my judgment, important to the general welfare of our 
people. 7 , 
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Erent Hour Law. 


In 1870, what is commonly called the eight hour law 
was enacted by the Legislature and approved by me. It 
provided, among other things, that eight hours should 
constitute a legal day’s work upon all the public works 
of the State, and that any public officer, who should vio- 
late or evade its provisions might be removed by the Gov- 
ernor, or by the heads of departments to which such 
officer was attached. By this act the Legislature intended 
to hold out the promise, on behalf of the State, to the 
laborers who might be employed on any public work, that 
they should receive a full day’s wages, at current rates, 
for eight hours’ work. The spirit of the promise has not 
been kept; yet no case has arisen where a removal of a 
public officer could legally be made. The laborer under- 
stood the law to provide for a reduction of the hours, but 
not of the wages of labor. The State ought not, under 
the forms of law, to deceive any portion of its people. 
Its practice should be in accord with its professions. It 
demands a general obedience to its statutes, and should 
itself set the exampie of strict conformity with its own 
laws. While the law stands upon the statute book, the 
professions embodied in it should be made good by such 
amendments to it as will render the fulfillment of its pur- 
pose certain. 


Tax REVISION. . 


Under the provisions of a joint resolution of the Leg- 
islature passed April 25, 1870, I appointed David A. 
Wells, George W. Cuyler, and Edwin Dodge a commis- 
sion ‘‘ to revise the laws for the assessment and collection 
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of taxes ;’ which commission, in the discharge of its 
duties, presented a report in February, 1871. The report 
was so important and exhaustive in its character, and so 
novel in its suggestions, that although I[ had supplied 
copies thereof to the Legislatures of the other States, 
and to municipal bodies in this country and in the 
British Provinces, yet, notwithstanding the very large 
edition issued by the State, the Report has been twice 
‘reprinted, at private cost, in order to meet the demand for 
it among the general public, to wit, once in this country 
and once in Kurope; the latter reprint being issued, 
with a preface by the Secretary of the British Board of 
Trade, by an association of gentlemen for distribution 
among the people of Great Britain. 

In respect to personal property, the report of the 
commissioners shows that the whole amount thereof 
assessed and taxed is not as much as thirty per cent of 
the real estate assessment, or not in excess of the railroad 
and banking capital alone of the State; while the proba- 
ble proportion of such property assessed to its true value 
is not more than fifteen per cent. The commissioners, 
furthermore, present a large amount of evidence tending 
to show that not only is such a result unavoidable under 
existing laws, but that the tendency of things (through 
recent court decisions, the offsetting of indebtedness 
against assets, and the exemption of United States and 
other securities from taxation), is to become worse; and 
that at no distant day, the present system of taxation 
in this State will be brought down, practically, to an 
exclusive tax on real estate and bank capital. 
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Another matter of great importance, to which 
the commissioners call attention, is the circumstance 
that during the last few years the legislation of 
contiguous States, in respect to local taxation, has 
been of a much more liberal character than that of New 
York; and that, in consequence, the interests of New 
York have suffered, and are likely to continue to suffer 
unless remedial or reciprocal legislation is provided. 
Thus, for example, the States of Maine and Vermont, 
and also the British Provinces which border upon New 
York, have either wholly, or for an extended period, 
| exempted manufacturing industry from all taxation. 
The new territory of the District of Columbia exempts 
all evidences of debt, that is, bonds, mortgages, negoti- 
able instruments, etc.; the State of Maryland, all bonds 
and mortgages for the city and county of Baltimore ; 
New Jersey, bonds and mortgages for a large part of 
her territory contiguous to New York; while Penn- 
sylvania, proceeding much farther in this same direction, 
has exempted the machinery and capital of manufac- 
tures from local taxation, and, practically also in a 
great degree, her banking capital, evidences of debt, 
and all vessels engaged in foreign and comestic com- 
merce. , 

New York is soon likely to be forced, by considera- 
tions of self-interest and self-defense, into giving this 
whole subject of State taxation careful attention. 

The system recommended by the Commissioners, and 
of which an outline code has been already submitted 
to the Legislature, is substantially as follows: 
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First. To tax real estate in like manner as under 
existing laws; provisions for enforcing valuation accord- 
ing to a common and well defined but moderate stand- 
ard being at the same time prescribed. It is under- 
stood that the Commissioners favor the creation of an 
office, whose incumbent shall be especially charged 
with the enforcement of the laws relative to taxation, 
and be invested with all necessary powers for accom- 
plishing such object, and insuring, so far as possible, 
equity and uniformity. 

Second. To tax moneyed corporations of the State in 
conformity with existing laws. 

Third. All experience, and especially the experience 
of New York, shows that the attempt to tax, directly, 
property other than such as is embraced under the two 
before enumerated classes, affords little revenue ; it fails 
in execution, and is certain to yield less of revenue in 
the future than in the past; and above all it discrimi- 
nates against the industry of New York in comparison 
with other States. The commissioners propose as a sub- 
stitute and equivalent for all such defective taxation, Zo 
tax the occupier, be he owner or tenant, of any and 
~ every building used as a dwelling, or for any other 
purpose, on a valuation of three times the rental or | 
rental value of the premises occupted ; but not including 
under such assessment, any land except such as the 
building stands on, or is essential for access thereto. 

All property not embraced under one of these provi- 
sions, as above stated, is to be exempt from taxation. 

The principles on which the commissioners have 
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founded this part of their system, are stated by them as 
follows : 


“That the market value of real estate is always proportional 
“to and dependent on the amiount of personal property, or rather 
“productive capital, placed upon it, or in its immediate vicinity. 

“Only, therefore, as personal property or productive capital 
“is brought in connection with real estate, does its value become 
“appreciable and augment. 

“‘ Applying, practically, to New York the proposed system 
“for taxing personal property, through buildings or rentals, as 
“its representative, the commissioners say, that examination will 
“show that the aggregate of taxation, according to the new sys- 
“tem, on the occupiers of buildings, will be the lowest in the most 
“ sparsely settled agricultural districts of the State. Property here 
“is mainly in land, and the value of buildings is generally much 
“less than the value of this land with which they are connected. 
“As we leave the sparsely settled agricultural districts, and rise 
“through the more densely populated portions of the State, from 
“the towns to the villages, from the latter to the cities, and from 
“the cities to the great metropolis of the continent, we shall find 
“that the value of land, of buildings, and the aggregate of-taxa- 
“ble valuation will increase as the amount and accumulation‘of 
‘“‘nersonal property increases, until land and buildings attain 
“their greatest market and tax valuation in Wall street, Broad- 
“way and Fifth avenue, where the accumulation of personal pro- 
“nerty is the greatest. It is also to be observed that, starting at 
“the bottom of the scale, with the value of land greatly in excess 
“of the value of the buildings connected with the land, that this 
“‘ difference, as we progress upward through the more densely 
“ nopulated districts, gradually diminishes, until, as is the case 
“very frequently in the cities, the value of the building greatly 
“ exceeds the value of the land in which tt is situated.” 

“ And yet, while under the proposed system, the agricultural 
“districts would, as now, pay the smallest proportion of the 
‘“agoregate taxes, and the villages and cities as now also the 
“largest, there would be no injustice, but on the contrary, one 
“uniform, equitable rule of valuation and assessment.” 

“The sum of three times the rent or rental value is taken as the 
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“substitute for personal property, other than what is invested in 
“the stocks of moneyed corporations, on the assumption that no 
“person can occupy any building, who is not possessed ‘of such 
“property, at least to the extent of the valuation adopted; an 
“assumption fully sustained by evidence and investigation.” 

The Commissioners allege, in regard to their proposed 
new system, that, under the jirst and second provisions, 
nearly all the property now subject to taxation will be 
embraced ; and that, under the third provision, property 
additional, or rather ability to contribute to the expenses 
of the State, commensurate to the protection which the 
State accords to the person assessed, will be embraced to 
the extent of from jive hundred to seven hundred millions ; 
thus reducing the rate of taxation all over the State, and 
especially relieving the labor and capital invested in 
agricultural and manufacturing industries, and in ship- 
ping, which it ought to be the object of the State espe- 
claliy to favor. 

When the report of the commissioners was presented 
in February, 1871, it seemed to me and to the Legislature 
advisable, that on account of the novelty of the views 
presented, the consideration of the whole subject should 
be postponed for another year in order to allow of the 
fullest discussion and consideration on the part of the 
public, and pending all action the Legislature instructed 
and authorized the commissioners to prepare a code in 
accordance with their recommendations. This code, 
with a further report, will be ready at an early period of 
the present session, and I should fail in my duty if I did 
not ask for it in advance the most careful consideration 
from both the Legislature and the people. 
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STREET PROCESSIONS. 


The subject of the regulation and control of processions 
in public streets has been made one of special interest by 
unhappy occurrences in the city of New York in July 
last. The occupation of the public streets by bodies of 
men for the purpose of civic as well as military proces- 
sions has been permitted under a custom so long estab- 
lished that it has come to be looked upon as a common 
right. The local police must have, of course, great dis- 
cretionary power in the matter of regulating such proces- 
sions. It has been the practice of New York city to 
afford them protection by the presence and escort of part 
of the police force, without reference to the occurrences 
which the demonstrations were designed to celebrate, or 
to the race, color or sentiments, political or religious, of 
those engaged in them. Our respective political 
parties. have been in the habit, on the eve 
of an election, of getting up such demonstrations, not 
only in New York but throughout the country, with 
banners and mottoes indicative of their own views and 
not unfrequently reflecting with severity upon those of 
their opponents; all which are looked upon, usually, 
by the by-standers of either party, in good humor and 
perfect toleration. Noted events in our own history have 
been commemorated by great public demonstrations in 
the streets, and, in like manner, men of foreign birth 
or descent, have celebrated occurrences remarkable in 
in the civil, military or religious record of the country 
from which they sprang, or of the faith and church in 
which they and their fathers were educated. This right 
of procession has been considered to be established by 
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custom as firmly as the right of free discussion and as 
is the right of the people ‘‘ peaceably to assemble” by 
the Constitution of the United States, and may be 
regarded, in some sense, as a practical exercise of those 
rights. | bi 

A procession had been proposed for the 12th of July 
last, to which objection was made by persons holding 
views adverse to those to be celebrated, and they 
resolved to prevent it by violence, if necessary. Oppo- 
nents of the first proposed procession organized an- 
other for the same day, with substantially the same 
line of march. The police of the city, deeming it 
almost certain that a serious breach of the peace 
would ensue, and in order to prevent it, forbade both 
of the proposed demonstrations. The order forbiding 
the processions was not submitted to me by the Police 
Commissioners, for consideration or approval, nor did 
they ask my advice upon the subject. The order was 
made by them in the exercise of their exclusive discretion 
and lawful power, and it was not my lawful right, on my 
own motion, to interfere with that discretion. On the 
afternoon of the day on which the order was issued and 
published, which was the day before that proposed for the 
processions, I received, while at the capital, information 
that the local authorities thought my presence in the city 
was desirable. Lrepaired thither, immediately, and advised 
that the police order be revoked. I was satisfied that 
it would be generally regarded as having been made by 
those in authority in submission to the demand and 
dictation of those who were not, and as subversive 
of the equal rights of men of all races, creeds and 
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sentiments to protection, and would tend to permanent 
strife and bitterness, and to the disturbance of the peace 
of the State, perhaps, for many years to come. In 
deference to my advice, the order was revoked by the 
same authority which had issued it. My duty, then, 
was plain, to wit, to sustain, by the whole power of 
the State, the local authorities in repressing threatened 
disturbances, and by so doing, to assert the equal rights 
of all citizens. The loss of life that ensued from the use 
of military force is a matter for great regret. It is clear, 
however, that whatever may be the cost, the rights and 
privileges of all classes of men must be alike protected, 
or none are safe ; and that the prohibition of a procession 
representing one class of sentiment to-day, upon the 
demand of its opponents, or otherwise, would be taken 
as a precedent for interference, on another occasion, with 
one representing the opposite views, to the constantly 
recurring disturbance of the public peace, and to the 
abridgment of the privileges of all. I submit to your 
judgment, whether any new provisions of law are 
required regulating this matter of street processions and 
public demonstrations, which, good temper being pre- 
served, have, heretofore, been harmless recreations for 
those engaged in them and for great numbers of look- 
ers-on. Whatever laws you may pass on the subject 
should secure equal privileges to all men of whatever 
religion, of whatever politics, of whatever race, color, 
or creed. 
Unirep Srates SENATORS. 


I recommend that you pass a joint resolution request- 


ing the Senators and Representatives from this State in 
3 
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the Congress of the United States to use their efforts to 
have the following amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States proposed by the Congress, to wit: 

“ After the adoption of this amendment, Senators from 
each State shall be chosen by the people of the several 
States, and not by the Legislatures thereof ; whenever the 
term of a Senator is about to expire, his successor shall 
be chosen by the people of his State at the general elec- 
tion for members of the House of Representatives in such 
State, oecurring next. previous to the expiration of such 
term ; and whenever a vacancy shall happen, otherwise 
than by expiration of term, such vacancy shall be filled 
at the first general election for members of the House of 
Representatives which shall take place in the State in 
whose representation in the Senate the vacancy shall 
have happened, not less than three months after the 
vacancy shall have occurred, and in the meantime the 
Governor of the State may make a temporary appoint- 
ment of Senator until the expiration of one month after 
the election at which the vacancy shall be permanently 
filled.”’ 

The Legislature of a State has its own proper duties to 
perform, to wit: that of providing good laws for the 
internal government of the State, with which the choice 
of a Senator of the United States has no natural connec- 
tion ; and the members of a State Legislature should be 
chosen solely with reference to these, their proper duties, 
and not with reference to their probable votes for this or 
that candidate for Senator. 

It is obvious, too, that the distribution of Assembly 
and Senatorial districts in the State may, at times, be 
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such that a majority of the members of the Legislature, 
although freshly chosen, do not represent the popular 
majority in the State. In such instances, a Senator may 
be chosen who is not in accord with the majority of the 
people, and who, in such case, does not represent the. 
State at large, as he properly should do. Ican see no 
good reason for devolving the election of a Senator upon 
the Legislature ; while the arguments against doing so 
are many, and, it seems to me, unanswerable. The peo- 
ple are quite as capable of electing a Senator by their 
own direct vote as they are of electing a Governor; and 
there is no need of delegating the important power of 
choosing a Senator of the United States to any electoral 
body. 


New York Crry. 


The recent exposure of great wrongs in the administra- 
tion of the local government of the city of New York, 
has aroused public attention, to an extraordinary but 
wholesome extent, to the necessity of a reform in the 
conduct of public affairs. In that city especially, the 
people have spoken in a way which must not be mis- 
interpreted. They demand an improvement in the con- 
dition of their local government through legislation, 
which shall have in view neither party nor personal ends, 
but the permanent general good. The limits of this mes- 
sage forbid a discussion of the causes which, for a long 
time, have been contributing to the results recently laid 
bare. For many years the city had not had a charter 
under which it was possible for its people, even if they 
had been willing to attend to their own interests, to have 
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secured an efficient and faithful local government. 
At one time governed under local laws which failed to 
fix responsibility anywhere, at other times under varied, 
disconnected and irresponsible commissions, created to 
enable minorities in the city to exert political control ; 
confusion, mismanagement and extravagance were appa- 
rent to every one, but the responsible authors thereof 
were concealed under the complicated machinery which 
was unwisely substituted fora simple government of the 
people. In my first annual message to the Legislature, 
while calling attention to evils then existing, I said: 
‘“Every dollar paid for taxation should draw with it 
direct responsibility, and every officer should feel himself 
at all times on trial for his public acts. No party could 
then long maintain local ascendency which did not nomi- 
nate its best men for office, and did not by economy and 
good government, make their control of affairs consistent 
with the interests of the people; and Iadded: ‘‘No 
good government can be secured to any great city unless it 
shall have one responsible head, in whom shall be vested 
all executive power, and to whom, as the elected repre- 
sentative of the people, all departments charged with 
executive duties shall be directly and summarily respon- 
sible and accountable. If, with this as the fundamental 
idea, a plan shall be devised which will give to the politi- 
cal minority within the city a just representation in its 
councils, we shall, doubtless, secure better results in 
municipal government than have ever before been 
attained.”’ 

The same views, excepting those upon minority repre- 
sentation, had been, on several occasions, in nearly the 
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same language, urged by me while Mayor of New York, 
and were reiterated in my second Annual Message, as 
Governor, in 1870. 

During the session of 1870 the present New York 
charter was enacted. It received very extensive favor 
from the press, and passed by a nearly unanimous vote 
of both houses of the Legislature ; another form of char- 
ter, submitted to them previously at the same session, 
having been, by a decided vote, rejected. As a whole, 
the charter adopted was a great improvement on the then 
existing condition of things. By its provisions and those 
of a jaw passed almost simultaneously with it, the former 
Board of Supervisors, the members of which had been 
designated in such a manner as to leave the people prac- 
tically no choice in the selection of them, and against 
whose management of public affairs the complaints had 
been, for a long time, many and loud, was abolished, and 
aldermen, elected by the people at large under the new. 
charter, were substituted. It broke up the irresponsible 
district commissions in which the city government proper 
had been .substantially merged, and provided for new 
departments embracing every branch of public duty, to 
be organized by the Mayor of the city. It restored to 

the people of the city their constitutional right of local 
| self-government, of which they had been for many years 
deprived. It defined the responsibility of those in 
authority ; so that, in case of wrong-doing, the people 
could tell at once upon whom to cast the blame. 

It was a first step in reform, casting aside, as it did, a 
very vicious system of government, the evils of which 
had long been manifest to many, and are now manifest — 
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to all. It was not an unusual mistake, that in providing — 
a remedy for then existing evils, others, likely to come 
out of the remedy itself, were overlooked. This was the 
fatal error in the legislation which, many years ago, 
transferred the’ government of the city from the people 
to irresponsible commissions. It will need great caution 
to avoid like mistakes in framing a new charter. 

The chief defect of the present charter is In recognizing 
the mistaken doctrine of the Congressional tenure of 
office law, whereby a subordinate in administrative duties 
is made independent of the appointing power, instead 
of being subject to summary removal by the chief execu- 
tive officer for cause satisfactory to him. The length of 
term of office assigned to some of the departments would. 
not have been found, in practice, objectionable, if the 
power had been given to the Mayor to remove, summa- 
rily, for miscondnet. As a substitute for this wholesome 
power of removal, it was provided, in harmony with the 
erroneous doctrine so prevalent of late years—that good 
administration is to be secured by scattering instead of 
concentrating responsibility —that the Mayor should 
have no power over the subordinate officers, in case of 
misconduct, except to accuse them before the court of 
Common Pleas, as the means (and the only means), of 
removing them from office, while the Mayor himself was 
not made subject to removal by the Governor. 

A somewhat lengthened tenure of office in some depart- 
ments of the city government, such as are created to 
carry out, or to administer some special work, may be, 
for many reasons, desirable ; and is not objectionable, if 
the power be given to the Mayor to remove, for cause, to 
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be publicly assigned by him. The parks of the city and 
the Croton Aqueduct have been thus administered from 
the beginning. All officers connected with the general 
administration of the city affairs, the Comptroller, the 
Counsel to the Corporation, the Chamberlain and others, 
should be appointed by the Mayor, with or without the 
consent of the Aldermen, be removable by him, and go 
out of office with him at the end of his term, as a matter 
of course. | 

My judgment is not in favor of requiring the consent 
of the Board of Aldermen to appointments. To do so 
leads to a division of responsibility and opens the way 
for bargains whereby one appointment may be dependent 
for its confirmation upon the consent of the Mayor to 
give other places to favorites of the Aldermen. 

Though the charter was not all it should have been, it 
was the best that could then be obtained, and it promised 
relief from great and long continued wrong, under which 
the people of the city had been suffering, and from a sys- 
tem of government, the abuses under which are now com- 
ing to light. The misconduct, recently exposed, was not 
a consequence from any of its provisions. 

The responsibility for the wrong-doing, which has very 
justly aroused public indignation, does not rest so much 
upon the charter as upon individuals who held office 
in the city before the charter was passed, and took office 
also under it. The difficulty with the charter, in this con- 
nection, is that it provided no means for summary 
removal from office. The auditing of the alleged claims 
against the former county government to the extent of 
six millions of dollars and upward, to which the public

attention has been chiefly directed, was made not under 
the charter, but under a clause in the bill commonly 
called the New York county tax-levy ; a clause, perhaps 
not objectionable in itself, if the powers which it conferred 
had been faithfully and carefully executed. The annual 
tax-levy of New York should no more be made up by the 
Legislature than that of any other county. It has been the 
practice for many years, to have the city tax-levies passed 
upon by the Legislature, and this has been the occasion 
of great abuse ; the estimates of the city authorities being 
almost always largely increased by the Legislature. One 
of the good results looked for from the enactment of the 
present charter and other laws passed at the same time, 
was the abolition of the practice of bringing the city tax- 
levies into the Legislature. 

T allude to these facts not because I would recommend 
retaining the present charter, but because I think they 
ought to be known and understood. Many of the pro- 
visions of this charter cannot, in my judgment, be 
improved upon, but it is under popular disfavor, and I 
recommend its'repeal and the enactment of a new one in 
which all that is good of the old one may be retained, all 
that is evil rejected, and all that is defective remedied. 

The people of the city have, by their recent concerted 
and intelligent action, proved their capacity to manage 
their own affairs, and to redress their own wrongs. They 
demand of the Legislature now, not a return to systems 
which have upon trial proved to be failures, but the 
establishment of the wisest and best form of a strictly 
local government ; the prominent features of which shall 
be executive power and responsibility in its Mayor, 
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clear and well defined accountability of all officials 
and frequent opportunities for the people to rid them- 
selves of a local administration not faithful to their 
interests. It would not be wise for the State to take any 
part of the responsibility for the management of the local 
affairs of New York city. Itis the duty of the State to 
give to the city a good organic law under which its peo- 
ple can manage their own affairs and protect their own 
interests, and then let them understand distinctly that 
success depends on their own willingness to attend to 
their public duties. If they will not give attention to 
their own affairs, no form of charter nor provision of law 
can secure to them good government. Municipal wrongs 
are not to be cured by the mere passage of a new law, 
however perfect in its structure ; and it is certain that any 
charter framed to promote personal or partisan interests, 
will have, as it deserves to have, a brief existence. 

New York city needs a permanent charter, as well 
as a good one; one, which cannot be nullified or sub- 
stantially repealed by the surreptitious insertion of a 
clause In a tax levy, or some other bill, or even by a 
specific law, with any and every change in the persons 
composing the Legislature. The charter of a city of a 
million inhabitants should be as well considered, as 
permanent and almost as sacred as the Constitution 
of a State. It should not only provide for the organiza- 
tion and conduct of the various departments of the local 
government, and clothe it with power to raise by annual 
tax the moneys necessary for its maintenance, but it. 
should limit and restrict its power to create debts, 
except, by the consent of its people, expressed in a 
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formal and authoritative manner. In this respect it 
would be well if we could imitate in part at least our 
own State Constitution, which, after providing Sinking 
Funds for the payment of existing debts, forbids the 
creation of any new indebtedness, except with the 
express consent of the people, for some single work or 
object to be specified in the law, which must provide 
also for a direct tax to pay the interest every year, and 
the principal in a specified period. This permanent 
character cannot, however, be secured to a charter, 
without an amendment to our State Constitution. 

In framing a new charter, now, the following, points 
should be kept prominently in view: 

ist. Fixing the responsibility for good administration 
of all city affairs upon the Mayor; and to this end giving 
him full power of appointment and removal of all 
heads of departments, except the police. 

2d. Giving the people an early opportunity for a new 
election of local officers. | 

3d. Making the Mayor subject to removal by the Goy- 
ernor, for malfeasance in office or neglect of duty. 

4th. Providing for a police department, with three com- 
missioners, to be appointed as follows: one by the Mayor, 
one by the chief judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 
and one by the chief judge of the Superior Court, to be 
removable, any of them, as in the case of sheriffs, by the 
Governor for cause. A board thus constituted and so 
subject to removal would be, as it ought to be, a strictly 
local board, subject to the same State supervision as 
sheriffs, who are_conservators of the peace in their respec- 
tive counties, and as free as any board could possibly 
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be from the danger of improper personal or partisan 
influence. 

5th. Requiring full monthly publication of all receipts 
and expenditures, and of all bonds issued, and frequent 
publication also of all contracts made by any depart- 
ment, with a statement of the general operations of each 
department and of their pay rolls. 

6th. Concentrating the responsibility of those com- 
posing what may be termed the legislative branch of the 
city government, by constituting this of only one board, 
a Board of Aldermen not toonumerous; this Board, with 
the Mayor, acting as Supervisors, levying all taxes. A 
second Board is not necessary. The Common Council 
is not called upon to pass laws, but to manage the 
affairs of a corporation. To divide it into two 
Boards has the effect simply of scattering responsibility, 
weakening the sense of responsibility and dividing the 
watchfulness of the public. Making the Board to con- 
sist of too many members will tend to the same evil 
results. If any plan can be devised for giving in the 
legislative branch of the city government, by election, a 
just and proportionate representation to the minority, it 
would be a wholesome improvement. In carrying out 
such a purpose, great- care must be exercised lest the 
choice of their representatives be, practically, taken out 
of the hands of the people, as in the instance of the late 
Board of Supervisors, which was the worst device of 
modern times in connection with local government. The 
candidates named by either party were sure of being 
returned. The proper purpose of minority representa- 
tion is to secure to the minority the opportunity of being 
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heard in the public councils, without nullifying the 
rightful control of the majority or relieving it from its 
just responsibility. 

7th. Providing that there shail be no debt created 
except for some single work or object by authority of 
law, and also under an ordinance to be submitted to or 
approved by the people of the city ; every ordinance and 
Jaw authorizing a debt to contain a provision for the 
extinguishment of the same within a fixed period; or 
else, giving to the Mayor an absolute veto upon all ordi- 
nances creating or increasing the city debt. Upon all 
other ordinances, his vote should not be overruled 
except by the vote of three-fourths of all the members 
elected to the board of Aldermen; and in the case:of 
ordinances containing several items of appropriation 
of money, he should have power to veto some of them 
wiile approving of others. 

8th. Giving compensation to all officers and appoint- 
ees of the city government by fixed salaries and not 
by fees. 

9th. Providing some well-defined, summary and effec- 
tual remedy in the courts for tax-payers against abuses 
of trust by municipal officers, with the right also given 
to them, under proper restrictions, to examine from 
time to time, the affairs of any of the departments. 

10th. Providing that the acceptance of any office in, 
under or connected with the State government or the 
Federal government shall vacate any office held by the 
same person in or under the municipal government, 
and that no person shall hold more than one office, at 
the same time, in or under the municipal government. 
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These suggestions, although made with especial refer- 
ence to New York city, will apply generally to all 
large cities. City charters must, of necessity, according 
to population and circumstances, differ more or less in 
detail. -What is needed in a city of a million of peo- 
ple, would not be required in one of fifty or a hun- 
dred thousand; and a general law aiming at entire 
uniformity in such charters is, in my judgment, not 
desirable. The people of any city, with a charter 
embracing the general provisions to which [ have 
referred, can, if they choose, keep up a simple, honest 
and efficient local government ; and under such a charter, 
if they will frown down corruption among the seekers 
as well as the holders of office; if they will condemn 
the lavish expenditure of money before election to 
secure office as earnestly as the stealing of it afterward ; 
if they will make those who ask their suffrages under- 
stand that the candidate who by money demoralizes 
the elector is as much a criminal as the representative 
who takes a bribe; if they will bear in mind that 
spasmodic reform movements work no permanent good, 
but that a.persistent attention to public affairs, on their 
part, is necessary to ensure a faithful administration 
by their representatives; they can secure all that is 
possible under any law or system of laws. 

Simplicity is one great requisite in the charter of a 
city. Without it, responsibility can never be clearly 
and unmistakably defined and fixed. All complicated 
schemes which aim to secure to the minority an equal 
or unequal portion of the executive and administrative 
offices of a municipality, and so to make it share with 
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the majority the responsibility of government will 
prove failures. | 


Purity oF ELECTIONS. 

At its last session, the Legislature adopted concurrent 
resolutions proposing an amendment of the Constitution 
relative to bribery. They have been duly published, and 
will, I trust, be favorably acted upon by you, so that 
they may be submitted to the people for their approval 
at the next general election. The proposed amendment 
relates to the corrupt expenditure of money to influence 
electors in voting, and, if it shall be adopted, laws may 
be enacted which will, if rigidly enforced, tend to check 
an evil which has assumed proportions of great magni- 
tude. If I may believe current rumors, men of otherwise 
good repute are in the practice of standing at the polls in 
many portions of the State—even in this city, the seat of 
government—with money carried openly in their hands, 
and of paying it, on the spot, to electors for their votes. 
No such open and shameless use of corrupt means has 
been charged in the city of New York, much as is said 
of election abuses there. | 

The fact that large sums of money are expended 
throughout the State at every election is well known. 
Much of it must be spent for corrupting the electors. In 
city and in country, men are nominated to office because 
they have been able to purchase a majority in nominating 
conventions in the first instance, and because it is known 
they can expend large sums, afterwards, to promote their 
own election and that of their associates on the same ticket. 
Men, not candidates, but who take an interest in public 
affairs, are called upon to contribute, and do contribute lib- 
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erally toward securing party success. Individuals and par- 

ties are aided by moneyed corporations, who hope in this 

way to secure favorable legislation for their own interests, 

or to buy the countenance and support of the government 

from which they receive their privileges. In this way the 

moneyed power of the country is brought in to control 

elections and secure to itself what it deems strength ; but 

it does so at the risk of its own safety; for it thus 

debauches the moral sentiment of the community. The 

love of money, we are told, is the root of all evil. It is, 

assuredly, the root of all evil in free governments; and 

the lavish expenditure of money in elections is the chief 
cause of the corruption in our politics. A man who 

expends large sums of money to secure an office is apt 

to seek to make it up to himself when in office. I do not 

doubt that the multiplication of officers to he elected by 

the people has had much to do with introducing or increas-_ 
ing this corruption of our politics. The struggle between 

candidates for local offices is apt to be more intense than 

the competition for higher place before larger constituen- 

cies. It is easier, too, to calculate the influence of corrupt 

means, and it is easier, by them, to effect the election of 
candidates, when the constituency taking part in the elec- 

tion is limited in number. The amendment submitted to 

you wiil enable the Legislature to deprive of the right of 
suffrage every one who shall be convicted of receiving a 

bribe for his vote or of bribing an elector; and to pass 

laws providing that any candidate guilty: of bribing the 

electors shall be deprived of the office to which, at any 

election where he was guilty of this offense, he may have 

been chosen, 
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The inconvenience occasioned to the electors, by reg- 
istry laws, is not to be counted against them, if, by their 
means, we can ensure pure elections. I have little faith 
in them to prevent fraud at the polls. They have been 
tried and have failed to preventit. More frequent charges - 
of fraud, and of frauds of a grosser character, have 
been made since registry laws were put in operation than 
before. Many who have watched their working insist. 
that they can be easily made, and have been made, a 
convenient cover for frauds, which, without them, could 
not have been committed. They have this effect, cer- 
tainly, that the vigilance necessary to detect illegal vot- 
ing has to be extended over several days, instead of the 
one day of election, requiring more time for this purpose 
than men will spare from their private business; and so 
the watchfulness over the poll list is, ordinarily, less 
general and probably less complete than under the sys- 
tem of challenging on the day of election. 

Upon principle, a registry law, if any be passed, should 
apply to all parts of the State alike. Yet I am satisfied 
that intelligent public opinion in the rural districts, 
among men of all parties, does not favor one there. The 
inconvenience and expense to the electors in such dis- 
tricts, from such a law, are very great, with no adequate 
good result in compensation. The conviction, however, 
prevails extensively among intelligent men that, in large 
cities, registry laws can be made useful in securing the 
purity of the ballot; and this conviction is so strong that 
the continuance of the system in the larger cities may be 
advisable. All laws requiring a registry of the electors, 
previous to an election, should be made as little vexa- 
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tious and oppressive to honest voters as is possible, con- 
sistently with securing proper identification of the person 
claiming the right to vote and due examination of his 
right. It must be borne in mind that it is not the pro- 
vince of a registry law to define the qualifications of voters, 
or to confer or restrict the right of voting. That right is 
conferred by the Constitution, and cannot be taken away 
by act of the Legislature, except in the few cases speci- 
fied in the Constitution. Any law which you may pass, 
therefore, ought not to be framed so as to work the actual 
disfranchisement on the day of election of any elector 
who, for good reasons, such as sickness or. absence from 
home, or his not having arrived at full age until after the 
last day of registry, was unable to have his name 
registered, 

The complaints with regard to the late election in New 
York and Brooklyn, made through the press, are chiefly 
of false counting of ballots and false returns by inspect- 
ors of election. The general suspicion of the existence 
of such an evil is almost as injurious as the practice 
itself; our people, if led to believe that it is carried on 
extensively, will neglect to vote, and will lose their habit 
of submitting quietly to the result of an election. The 
crime is, under our form of government, one of the worst, 
in its nature and in its effects, and should be punished 
accordingly. Itis a practice which, persisted in, is more 
likely to overturn our government than any open war 
that can be levied against it. We have wisely, in our 
statutes, restricted the definition of the crime of treason 
to acts of open war against the State government, and to 
combinations of one or more persons to overturn it by

force. The crime of making false returns of votes cast 
at an election is, nevertheless, of the nature of treason ; 
for it seeks to take away the lawful power and destroy 
the rights of the true sovereign in our government, the 
people. 

You have the power to attach what penalty you think 
necessary to any species of offense against the laws ;.and 
those imposed should be sufficiently severe to deter men 
from committing crimes, yet notso extreme as to be likely 
to protect them from conviction. 

Effectual laws against bribery of the electors and. to 
take away an office obtained by bribery, thorough pro- 
tection of the right of challenge on election day, severe 
penalties against miscounting of votes and against illegal 
voting, ought to suffice for the protection of the ballot, 
and will suffice if citizens, juries and public officers will 
do their duty. 
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The people cannot be too fully awakened to the dangers 
inseparable from the growth of moneyed power in this 
country, whether wielded by individuals or corporations. 
It makes itself felt everywhere in our politics, and aims 
to control, anc too often does control, legislation in Fede- 
ral and State capitals. We cannot directly strike at it in 
other States, or at Washington, but we can begin at the 
capital of our own State, and set an example to others. 
There is a popular belief that much important legislation, 
in past years, here, has been intluenced by the direct use 
of money. This belief is so general and wide-spread, 
that it is due to the people that there should be a prompt 
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and thorough legislative inquiry to ascertain whether it is 
well founded. If it be so, guilty men should be brought 
to justice under existing laws, if that is possible. If not, 
then proper laws should be passed to meet cases which 
may hereafter arise. The people will be slow to obey 
laws which, they believe, are enacted by a corrupt Legis- 
lature. Their demand to-day is not for municipal reform 
only, but for reform in every department of government, 
State and Federal, in which abuses may be shown to 
exist. Authority, whether executive or legislative, to be 
cheerfully obeyed, must be respected and honored. 


CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM. 


A few years ago the people of this State voted in favor 
of holding a Convention to frame a new Constitution ; 
thus expressing their dissatisfaction with the existing 
Constitution. The Convention was held; but, on the 
result of its deliberations being submitted to a vote, the 
people rejected the proposed new instrument, with the 
exception of one article, to wit, that relating to the judi- 
clary. It is not a fair inference from this action of the 
people that they desired a Convention for the single end 
of amending the judicial system of the State. That could 
have been done by the simple process of submitting, after 
due consideration by the Legislature, a single amend- 
ment, covering the one subject. The vote of the people 
calling a Convention indicated that they recognized many 
defects in our existing Constitution. The vote rejecting 
the substitute proposed by the Convention indicated that, 
in the popular judgment, the remedies suggested for 
these defects were not sufficient or satisfactory. 
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In my opinion the present Constitution of the State is 
very defective as a frame work of efficient Republican . 
Government. In considering this subject, it must be 
borne in mind that the population of this State is now 
larger than that of the whole Union when the Constitu- 
tion of the United States was put into operation, and that 
our State has, in fact, in the number of its people and the 
great interests protected by its laws, the proportions 
of a nation. It must also be remembered that the com- 
fort, welfare, and happiness of the people are affected 
in a very much greater degree by the laws of the State, 
and the manner of their enforcement, than by the opera- 
tions of the general government. The title to property 
and the rights of, and the restraints upon, the owners of 
property, are regulated by State laws. The enforcement 
of business contracts of every nature are, in the main, in 
the hands of the State courts. The detection and repres- 
sion of crime are dependent, except in a few rare 
instances, upon the enactment of proper criminal laws 
by the State Legislature and their due enforcement. The 
order of the community is under the guardianship of 
State laws, and dependent upon State authorities for its 
preservation. The powers of our Municipal governments, 
whose action influences still more sensibly the peace and 
comfort of every man’s home, are conferred and defined 
by the State government. It is obvious, therefore, that 
it is a matter of transcendent importance to every citizen 
of this great Commonwealth, that it should possess a 
wisely constructed frame-work of government, adapted 
to secure the most wholesome legislation, the most 
efficient enforcement of law, the most faithful adminis- 
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tration of its affairs, and an uninterrupted maintenance 
of order. 

I do not recommend the calling of another Convention 
to revise the constitution, at this time. The attention 
of the people will be much engrossed this year by 
the Presidential election ; but I trust that, immediately 
after that event, the efforts of our best citizens, of all 
parties, will be united to effect a thorough revision. Nor 
am I sure that a Convention is a necessary or the best 
means by which to attain the end. | 

A commission of thirty-two (82) eminent citizens, to be 
made up by selection of an equal number from each of 
the two great political parties, would, it seems to me, be 
as likely to work out a good result as a larger body. 

Such a commission could have all the benefit of the 
debate incident to a larger body through intelligent dis- 
cussions in the press and the voluntary suggestions of 
thoughtful citizens ; and would bealmost certain to agree 
upon amendments which would secure the popular 
approval. 3 

If you should be of the opinion that it is wise to 
appoint a commission, there can be no objection to your 
creating it at this session. Its report would not be 
made until after the Presidential election, when the pub- 
lic mind would be in a condition to examine calmly, 
and to decide wisely. | True, it is not the mode pro- 
vided in the present Constitution for a revision of that 
instrument, but it cannot be doubted that a Constitution 
prepared by such a commission and submitted by them 
to the Legislature and by the Legislature submitted to 
the people in due form, would, if approved by a vote of 
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the people, be regularly established and become substi- 
tuted for the present Constitution. 

You have, moreover, the constitutional power to ori- 
ginate any amendments to the existing Constitution, and 
if the seme shall be concurred in by the Legislature to 
be chosen in eighteen hundred and seventy-three (1873), 
they may be submitted to a direct vote of the people, and 
if approved by them, will become a part of the Consti- 
tution. | 

My convictions are so strong that the present organic 
law of this State is full of serious defects, that I feel jus- 
tified in calling your attention to the subject and pointing 
out the particulars in which, in my judgment, it fails as 
a means of securing to us the best possible administra- 
tion of our public affairs. 

The Constitution of the United States was constructed 
by a convention made up of the wisest and ablest men to 
be found in the thirteen States which then composed the 
Union. Each of these States had been obliged, some years 
earlier, to frame a constitution for its own government. 
The delegates from the several States did not, therefore, 
come together as men inexperienced and new to the work 
they were called upon to perform. They brought with — 
them, from their several constituencies, varying and 
indeed conflicting ideas of the powers which ought to be 
conferred upon the new government about to be estab- 
lished, and the manner in which those powers ought to 
be distributed among its several departments. 

There is, of course, this difference between that instru- 
ment and the Constitution of a State: that the former origi- 
nated a special government and conferred on it certain 
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powers and none other, while in the State government all 
the powers of government inhere, except such as, by the 
Constitution of the United States or by its own Constitu- 
tion, it may be forbidden to exercise. This difference 
does not affect the question of how the powers of govern- 
ment may wisely be distributed among the different 
departments, Executive, Legislative and Judicial, nor 
that of how to provide the instrumentalities through 
which the government is to be administered. In most of 
these particulars the Constitution of the United States 
may wisely be followed. 

Under the existing Constitution, the executive depart- 
ment of the State is not so organized as to insure the most 
efficient administration of affairs, and the most com- 
plete and direct responsibility. The dvty of the chief 
executive officer, the Governor, is to see that the laws are 
faithfully executed. It is obvious that in the selection of 
the subordinate officers upon whom, within their 
separate departments, the duty is devolved of executing 
the laws of the State and administering its affairs, tue 
chief Executive ought to have a controlling voice. The 
experience alike of public affairs and of private business 
prove the expediency of a single Executive. The laws 
and the rules under which public or private business is 
to be managed are to be carefully laid down and pre- 
cautions taken against their violation ; but, when, subject 
to these rules and within their limits, the chief direction 
of affairs is given to one person, the best safeguard for 
faithful administration is provided, by concentrating 
responsibility. The Governor ought to be held respon- 
sible for every branch of the actual administration of 
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the State’s affairs. Under our present Constitution, all 
the important departments are separated from his control. 
in the management of the finances of the State, of the 
Canals, of the State Prisons, in the prosecution of crime, 
the chief Executive of the State has not, as he should 
have, the directing power. In order that responsibility 
may be full, direct and unmistakably fixed, and 
that the people may always know who is to blame 
for any maladministration, all the heads of adminis- 
trative departments should be subject to the supervi- 
sion and the correcting power of the Governor. The 
duties of the Secretary of State are so directly con- 
nected with the details of executive action, especially in 
the matters of appointment to office and the issuing of 
pardons, that he ought to occupy the position of chief 
assistant and adviser of the Governor; and ought to be 
selected by him. The Attorney-General is the legal 
adviser of the Governor. The chief-executive officer of 
the State should be allowed the privilege which all men 
exercise, of selecting for a legal adviser such person as is, 
in his judgment, the most competent. The Attorney- 
Genera! ought to have supervision over and be responsi- 
ble for the conduet of all that class of officers, throughout 
the State, which is charged with the duty of prosecating 
for crime and other violations of State laws. Prosecuting: 
officers for offenses against the laws of the State, now 
erroneously called District Attorneys, should not be 
county officers but be the deputies of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, appointed by him or by the Governor on his recom- 
mendation. In this way responsibility for the due 
enforcement of the laws could be brought home, as it 
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should be, directly to the Governor, upon whom the duty 
is devolved to see that the laws are faithfully executed. 

t appears to me proper that the Secretary of State and 
the Attorney-General should be appointed by the Gover- 
ernor without the intervention of the Senate, and hold 
office during his pleasure; and that the Comptroller, a 
Superintendent of Canals, and a Superintendent of Pris- 
ons, should, with or without the consent of the Senate, 
be appointed by the Governor to hold office during his 
own term, but removable by him at any time for cause. 
These officers would form a valuable council to the Gov- 
ernor. ; 

On the Superintendent of Canals should be devolved 
all the duties now performed by the three Canal Commis- 
sioners and the State Engineer. 

‘The management of the prisons of the State needs great 
reform which cannot be secured by a mere change of 
officers ; the system is at fault. A Constitutional amend- 
ment has been suggested putting these institutions under 
the charge of a Board of Citizens who are not to 
be paid for their services. While that would be 
an improvement on the present system, reflection upon 
the subject has convinced me that a better amend- 
ment would be to supersede the present commission 
of three Inspectors (elected one every year by the 
people) by one Inspector of State Prisons to be 
appointed by the Governor and to be removable by him. 
An advisory or examining board of citizens might be 
valuable in addition; but for the actual administration 
of prison affairs and the appointment of all subordinate 
officers, it would be better to have the responsibility 
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concentrated upon one man, that one man being account: 
able to the Governor, than to have this responsibility 
divided among the members of a board or a commission. 

It might be well that the State Treasurer, being the 
actual custodian of the public moneys, and perhaps the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, should be appointed 
by joint ballot of the two houses of the Legislature ; but 
all other administrative officers of the State, in addition 
to those heretofore named, should, in my judgment, be 
appointed by the Governor, with or without the consent 
of the Senate, so as to make his responsibility for the 
good management of the public affairs complete. In 
connection with this part of the subject, I would recom- 
mend that the term of office of the Governor be 
extended to three years, which was its duration under 
the first Constitution of the State. If these changes 
could be made in the Constitution, the people would 
have an opportunity once in three years, of putting 
out of power the entire administration and bringing | 
in a new set of men, whereas now they can make 
only a. partial change every year. It has occurred 
more than once in consequence of a part of them going 
out of office each year, that some of the administrative 
officers of the State have been of one party, and others 
of the opposing party ; a condition of things that bewil- 
ders the popular judgment when seeking to fix responsi- 
bility for maladministration. | 

In the Legislative department there is great need of 
providing additional safeguards against faulty and special 
legislation. For twenty years past, the laws passed 
exceed an average of five hundred a year; for the last 
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six years they average over eight hundred a year, and it 
requires now two very bulky printed volumes of above 
two thousand pages to record the acts of each session. 
There can be no necessity for this mass of legislation. 
More than one thousand bills are now passed in a session ; 
as the session lasts only about one hundred days, it will 
be seen that at least ten bills a day have to be passed 
through both houses, and as three readings should be 
had of each bill in each house, it is plain that delibera- 
tion by the members of the two houses over proposed 
laws is impossible. . | 

Notwithstanding the deference which it is natural that 
the Executive should pay to the Legislature in matters 
pertaining to their special duty, that of law-making, I 
have found myself obliged, in the course of three ses- 
sions, to withhold my official approval from an aggregate 
of three hundred and ninety-one bills. In addition, more 
than one hundred bills have, after being delivered at the 
Executive chamber, been recalled by the Legislature for 
reconsideration, in order to correct inaccuracies or strike 
out objectionable provisions, discovered in my examina- 
tion of them. It is not right to rely solely upon the Gov- _ 
ernor to review proposed legislation. It must happen, 
under the present habit of passing laws, that bills will, 
at every session, receive the Executive approval con- 
taining provisions which escape his scrutiny, and to 
which, if his attention had been called to them, he would 
have objected. The people must do their part, in guard-_ 
ing against improper legislation, when selecting their 
representatives in the Legislature; and the organio law 
should be so framed as to promote a wise selection. 
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Provision ought to be made in the Constitution secur- 
ing the actual reading of every proposed law on three 
separate days in each house, and forbidding any substi- 
tute for the full and free discussion which pertains to 
consideration of a bill in committee of the whole house. 

The provision in the existing Constitution limiting the 
session of the Legislature to one hundred days, has had 
no good practical effect. It has not lessened the amount 
of legislation ; it has simply caused the members to act 
with the more haste. The restriction should be removed 
and a fair annual salary be paid to Senators and Assem- 
blymen. There is no true economy in withholding from 
public servants a just compensation for their labor. 

As a better restraint upon undue prolongation of a 
session, I suggest that power should be given to the Gov- 
ernor to prorogue the Legislature at any time after it 
shall have been in session for one hundred days. 

The chief office of a Senate should be to review the 

action of the other house, to check and restrain improvi- 
} dent, hasty or unwise legislation; and, for the best dis- 
charge of this duty, it should be composed of men well- 
versed in public affairs. Its name imports that it is to 
be a council of men of long experience. Every induce- 
ment should be held out to attract the right men to ser- 
vice in this body. The public cannot expect, any more 
than a private person, to command valuable services 
unless it offers an adequate reward. This reward need 
not be wholly pecuniary ; the dignity of an office is often 
a more powerful inducement to the class of men we 
need ‘in the public service. A long term and a large con- 
stituency would greatly enhance the dignity of the office

of Senator, and make it attractive to our most distin- 
guished citizens. If the Senatorial term were made four 
or five years and the State were divided into a small num- 
ber of Senatorial districts, so as to throw the choice of: 
Senator upon a large constituency, and the compensa- 
tion made a fair one, I do not doubt that the ablest 
and most experienced of our public men would be found 
ready to apply themselves, in the Senate, to the impor- 
tant duty of securing good laws for the people. 

In the constitution of the house of Assembly no 
improvement suggests itself to me, except to abolish the 
single Assembly districts as now established, and restore 
county representation ; that is to say, that every county 
shall elect the whole number of Assemblymen to which 
it is entitled upon a general ticket. 

In respect to the Judicial Department, the action of the 
people is so recent in adopting the new sixth article of 
the Constitution (still further action on their part next 
year, upon the mode of selecting judges in the future, 
being also already provided for), that it would not be 
wise to have any changes made. 

Among the general provisions of the Constitution, there 
ought to be one limiting the amount of indebtedness which 
municipalities may incur, and defining the purposes for : 
which it may be incurred. Uniformity of the several 
classes of local governments, counties, towns, villages, 
ought to be secured by constitutional guaranty ; so as to. 
prevent special legislation with regard to them. It is 
impracticable, as I have already said, to frame a uniform 
charter for all our cities. But there are certain funda- 
mental characteristics which ought to be found in all city 
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charters, and ought to be secured by constitutional pro- 
vision. 

There should be more specific constitutional restraints 
upon legislative power to grant special charters for pri- 
vate corporations; upon special legislation generally ; 
upon legislative awards of extra compensation to claim- 
ants under contracts and otherwise ; all of which tend 
greatly to encumber the statute book, demoralize the 
Legislature, and deplete the Treasury. 

The veto power needs to be made more effectual. Two- 
thirds of all the members elected to either House should 
be required to overrule a veto, and where a bill contains 
several items of appropriation of money, the Governor 
should be authorized to refuse his assent to one or more 
of the items, while approving of others. 

I have dwelt at this length upon the defects as they 
appear to me, of our present Constitution, as the best 
method of inviting attention on the part of the Legisla- 
ture and the people to the subject. 

The excitement of a long war, and the events succeed- 
ing it, have operated to divert our attention from our 
immediate home affairs. It is time we began to look to 
them. 

The framers of the Constitution of 1846, eager for 
decentralization of power, made the mistake of supposing 
that this was to be effected by breaking apart and discon- 
necting the machinery whereby the State government is to 
be carried on, and by multiplying the number of elective 
officers. Decentralization consists in giving to the people 
of every county or other political subdivision complete 
control of their own proper local affairs, not in giving to 
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the people of a county the selection of State officers, of 
officers whose duties are exclusively connected with the 
general affairs of the State and the enforcement of the 
laws of the State. It is singular that true decentraliza- 
tion, which is to be found in enlarging the powers of the 
Boards of Supervisors of the several counties, was not 
provided for in the Constitution except by leaving the 
matter to be regulated by the Legislature. 

Of the various methods by which a revision of the 
Constitution may be undertaken, my preference is for the 
appointment of a commission consisting of thirty-two 
members ; and I recommend the passage of an act for the 
appointment of such a commission. 


Mindful of the fact that the majority of the Legislature 
and the Executive are of opposed political parties, I - 
refrain from discussing questions connected with the 
administration of the Federal government, upon which 
our opinions and views would widely differ ; hoping that, 
in dealing with the home affairs of the State, we may be 
able to work together, earnestly and heartily, for the 
promotion of the general welfare of our people.

This result stands in gratifying contrast with that of the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1870. Then the net revenues were $569,- 
974.61 ; now they are $981,588.68, showing an increase of $411,614.07. 

But turning from a comparison of the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1871, with the previous fiscal year, to one of the season of navigation 
of 1871 with that of 1870, the result is still more favorable to 1871. 
This shows an increase of tolls in the present season of navigation 
(and practically some fifteen days shorter) over that of 1870 of 
$487,227.78. A comparison of expenditures for the same years 
cannot accurately be made at this time, but it is entirely within the 
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limits of safety to say that they were as much smaller in the calendar 
year of 1871 as compared with that 1870, as the foregoing table shows 
them to have been in the corresponding fiseal year. 

The receipts of 1871 were larger than the annual average of the 
thirty-four years since 1837; and the annual average for the seven 
years next preceding the war was only $2,459,540, or less by the 
large sum of $639,760.78, than the sum collected in the second season 
of the new era of low tolls and an improved condition of the canal. 
Further progressive benefits may reasonably be expected. 

The financial policy of the State as to its canals is based on the 
principle which should dictate all national and minor measures for | 
raising the revenue necessary to the maintenance of a government by 
the people for the benefit of the people. The means by which they 
gain their subsistence should not be impaired, and the least practicable 
portion of their surplus earnings should be taken from them. Such 
charges only should be levied on the trade passing through the canals 
as will suffice to keep them in repair, make judicious improvements 
and fulfill the coustitutional obligations. 

High tolls on transit through our canals are one of the most impolitie 
and injurious forms of taxation. They are a direct check upon the 
employment of the large class of men engaged in the most important 
industry of this State, and are ultimately levied upon the iron, coal, 
lumber, grain and other articles, either used as the raw material or 
source of motive power in manufactures. 

It would be manifestly absurd to levy the same amount of tolls to-day 
as when the price of carrying a ton from Albany to Buffalo was as great 
as it now is for carrying the same weight from New York to the interior 
of Kansas. Competition has contintally increased since the time when, 
with the exception of wagon roads, the Erie canal was the only route 
vithin the limits of the United States from the regions west of the Alle- 
ghany mountains, and those on the great lakes to the Atlantic. The 
State has recognized this fact by frequent diminutions of tolls, which 
were $1,530 on a hundred tons in 1830, but $316 in 1864-9. Closer 
rivalry compelled the yet further reduction to $210. Even this rate 
cannot be regarded as final. Further reductions will become neces- 
sary. and must be made, with the wisdom and foresight of states- 
men, in advance of the occasion, and not after the opportunity of 
securing our object has either wholly or in part escaped. 

Speedy restoration of the canal trade has followed the renewed pro- 
gress of a wise and liberal policy. Not only are the measures recently 
adopted justified by the results, but, especially in connection with the 
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rapidly increasing competition, it 1s demonstrated in what direction 
future steps must be taken. Both northward and southward of our 
State new and vigorous efforts are continually made to secure the great 
prize of western trade. The Pennsylvania Central rapidly enlarges 
its connections both in the east and west; and the Chesapeake and 
Ohio will soon enter the field as a new and powerful rival. Already 
large quantities of western grain from the new railroad terminus at 
Duluth have passed beyond our lake ports and_ been carried eastward 
through Vermont. With similar objects other railroads are being 
made in Canada. These roads will have the advantage of a valuable 
saving in distance; and they are made and worked with labor, iron 
and machinery at prices very much lower than our own. Another 
significant item in the competition is the remarkable series of low 
grades on this route, not only to our State, but to the lower ports on 
the St. Lawrence, and to the ocean itself. The western enthusiasm 
for a direct communication by ship, with the ocean, was never stronger 
or more urgent. A recent importation of dry goods from Liverpool 
to Chicago, by steam, in twenty-two days, is an indication of what 
may be done as to other freight. It is argued, that by increasing the 
depth and width of the Canadian cauals, the time required for each 
trip will be shortened, larger steamers will be profitably employed, 
and unprecedented reduction of the price for freight via the St. Law- 
rence will follow. 

The reduction of tolls on our great water thoroughfares had been 
too long delayed. The receipts of grain at the city of New York, no 
longer ago than 1860, were seventy-nine per cent of those at the ports 
on the great lakes. In 1869, they had gradually decreased to fifty- 
five per cent, although those of the same lake ports had advanced 
from seventy to no less than a hundred and eighteen millions of 
bushels. 

The decrease in the transit of cereals on the canals was yet more 
striking. Vegetable food is the mest important item in the business 
of these great thoroughfares, and one-half of their revenue is derived 
from it. Freightage in the products of the forest continued to 
increase, as did also that in stone, coal and gypsum; but the most 
valuable part of the business was slipping away from the State. 
Although the receipts of grain at the western ports had so largely 
increased, the amount of vegetable food sent over the canals decreased 
from 2,122,237 tons in 1861, to only 1,802,613 in 1869, the last year 
of high tolls. In this class of articles the high tollisystem was no 
less conspicuously a failure in revenue than in tonnage.. Under its 
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operation the revenue decreased in eight years to less than one-half 
of its amount at the beginning of that time, having been $3,637,118 
in 1862, and only $1,755,554 in 1869; and the aggregate of tolls 
from all sources decreased from $5,188,943 to $3,778,501. 

It is now conceded, by all parties, that low tolls on the cereals had 
become essential to our retention of the trade. There never has been 
a time, hitherto, when the production of grain at the north-west seemed 
so sure to increase as it now is. The unprecedented extension of 
railways has already opened numerous avenues through which the 
productions of additional areas are rendered valuable by cheap and 
rapid access to the markets on the great lakes. Enormous tracts of 
land, until lately supposed to be nearly worthless, in our own country 
and in those parts of the British possessions whose inhabitants will 
seek markets by way of the great lakes, are now known to be 
capable of yielding, with easy cultivation, vast crops of the best grain 
for the sustenance of the human race. Practically, their produc- 
tiveness, for many years to come, is limited only by the cost of 
carrying the crops to market. The buyer and consumer are no less 
interested than the seller and producer. In every aspect, the problem 
of making the prices, at the place of consumption, as little as possible 
more than the prices at the place of production, is one of the most 
essential questions as to the progress of civilization itself. 

The commerce of the State is, unquestionably, of primary import- 
ance, alike to our public finances and the personal interests of our 
people. The profits arising from it, gave the city and State of New 
York their present pre-eminence. Where the western growers send 
their productions to market, there they will also buy. The necessity 
of retaining this trade is obvious. It can only be done by offering 
advantages superior to those of any other route. The competition of 
other routes, among themselves, continually becomes closer, and it is 
impossible to. foresee how far their charges for freight may be lowered. 
The changes must be met by such reductions on the canals, as will 
not only bring rates on them to a level with others, but, by greater 
cheapness, make up for the delay incident to the less expeditious 
means of transit. We cannot afford to rely merely on an imperfect 
development of the advantages given us by nature, and remain sta- 
tionary in the great contest. Not to go forward is to retrograde. 

The great grain fields of our country are continually moving 
further west. New York annually becomes more and more depend- 
ent upon the supplies of food from other States. Already, it is com- 
puted, on the best authority, that not less than fifty millions of bushels 
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of grain are imported annually into and consumed in our own State. 
Abroad, we find that by the construction of railroads the growers of 
wheat in Russiq and other countries are enabled to bring immense 
quantities of it into the markets of the world from regions hitherto 
accessible only at heavy and prohibitory cost. Our former position 
as sellers can only be regained by such reductions in the cost of trans- 
portation as will enable us once more to undersell our rivals. The 
future of the grain trade is one of the most momentous subjects for 
patriotic reflection, not only as concerns our own State, but also the 
prosperity and wealth of the nation. 

The policy now adopted as to tolls was for many years treated by 
many in the narrow spirit of temporary and partisan controversy, but 
there are reasons for believing that it will hereafter rest on its intrinsic 
merits, and that our statesmen and people, however widely they may 
differ on other questions, will henceforth unite in impartial considera- 
tion as to the best measures for giving permanence to the liberal 
system already amply justified by its results. 

A large proportion of the trade taken from the canals has been 
restored to them. In 1869, it was apprehended that the transit 
of wheat would be entirely diverted. But, up to the end of 
November in 1871, as nearly as can be ascertained from commer- 
cial statistics, the receipts of grain at the upper lake ports, whence 
the supplies passing through this State are drawn, were almost exactly 
the same asin the previous year, but the quantity brought by the 
canals to tide-water, up to the same date, had increased nineteen per 
cent, or over four millions of bushels; being two and a half millions more 
than the largest amount of the same grain thus brought in any single 
year, since 1863, during the whole period of navigation. Tried by 
the same rule, the receipts of corn have scarcely ever been equaled, 
and were over fifteen millions of bushels more than at the correspond- 
ing date in 1870, having been less than five millions of bushels in that 
year, and more than twenty in 1871. The facts as to the other grains 
are not yet so fully known, but it is believed that there has been an 
increase in them also. Taken altogether, it appears that while the 
receipts of grain at the upper lake ports were, in 1871, about thirty 
per cent more than in 1870, the arrivals by way of the canals at tide- 
water increased at more than double that rate, or about sixty-seven 
per cent. This gratifying change presents a strong contrast to the 
state of affairs during the era of high tolls, when the tonnage of 
vegetable’ food on the canals fell fram 2,122,237 in 1861, to only 
1,302,613 in 1869. 
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An examination of the following tables will show the gratifying 
increase of the shipments of grain at Buffalo and Oswego in 1871, as 
compared with those of 1870:

The aggregate shipments of grain in 1871, at Buffalo, exceeded 
those of the previous year by no less than 18,753,160 bushels, while 
those at Oswego also increased 1,591,860 bushels. 

The freight brought by the canals from the west was last year 
limited by the number of boats, which was proportioned to the 
unprofitable business of previous years, and insufficient for the require- 
ments of renewed prosperity. A continuation of the present policy 
as to low tolls and maintenance of the canal in a good and improving 
condition will not only increase the number of boats, but re-establish 
through lines for transportation from the upper lake ports to New 
York, with their numerous agencies for soliciting freight. 

Many local accounts are not transmitted to the office of the Auditor 
in time to furnish, for this report, an exact statement of the tonnage 
of all kinds on the canals during the season lately closed; but, great 
as has been the increase of tolls and of trade in the cereals, the canal 
trade in coal has been iujuriously affected, both by long-continued 
strikes in the coal mines and the operations of companies being 
the owners both of mines in Pennsylvania and also of the railroads 
leading thence to the central and western parts of this State. 

While financial considerations furnish ample motives for reducing 
tolls to the lowest amount absolutely necessary to provide for the 
annual expenses, constitutional requirements and judicious improve- 
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ments of the canals, no less indisputable reasons for initiating and 
permanently maintaining this important reform, are found in its evi- 
dent tendency to promote honest government. Corruption naturally 
arises from large revenues and lavish expenditures, but perishes in 
the atmosphere of wise economy and a due regard to the interests 
of the people in commercial as well as in political affairs. 

Yet the reduction of tolls is only a part of the vital problem to be - 
solved. In this era of marvelous mechanical inventions, the future 
is uncertain and the seats of commerce are sometimes changed. We 
have to contend not only against rival routes with their present facili- 
ties, but the combined speed and economy of railroads with double 
tracks devoted exclusively to freight have yet to be tested. Constant 
and vigorous attention both on the part of the State itself, and of the 
intelligent men who are especially interested in the result, is impera- 
tively demanded to secure cheaper and more rapid methods of earry- 
ing property over our canals. The appropriation for this purpose at 
the last session of the Legislature, was a step in the right direction ; 
and a rich field for enterprise and success is open to individual inven- 
tors as well as to those who hope to secure merited wealth and dis- 
tinction by giving practical effect to new discoveries tor the benefit 
of the people, through the best application of steam to towage 
between the Hudson and the great lakes. 

The policy of maintaining and repairing the canals by contract, has 
been proved by the experience of ten years, to be both wasteful and 
corrupt. No more decisive condemnation of the system is needed, 
than the data officially furnished by its own advocates. They show 
that during its unmixed rule, the average annual cost to the people 
nearly doubled ; having increased for the last six years of the term 
from $746,976 to $1,345,712, while the stipulated work, for which these 
profligate expenditures were made, was not done, but the chief canal 
was permitted to fall into so bad a condition, that the ordinary length 
of time necessary for a trip from Albany to Buffalo, was lengthened 
eighteen per cent, or from eight and one-half to ten days, during the 
whole six years of unprecedented cost. The life of the great carry- 
ing trade of the west languished and was departing, and much had 
to be done to restore it. 

The inference from these facts is unavoidable, their memorable les- 
son is conclusive, and will, it is to be hoped, never be forgotten. 

The official reports of the State Engineer also concur in demon- 
strating that the canals were in worse order for each of the whole 
term of years, when the $1,300,000 of the people’s money were paid, 
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than when the comparatively small sum of $700,000 only was taken 
from the treasury for the samme purpose. 

The neglected condition of the canals, at the beginning of 1870, 
made heavy expenditures necessary for the promotion and preserva- 
tion of business. Some of the quickest trips ever yet known have 
been made in the season lately closed, and the boatmen and all whose 
daily pursuits are connected with the inland commerce of the State, 
concur in bearing strong, cheerful, and decisive testimony to the vigi- 
lant and prompt attendance of the employes along the line of the 
canals and the great and favorable change in the security and speed 
of navigation. 

The decrease of $676,203 in the expenditures on the canals during 
the fiscal year of 1870, ’71, indicates that the large expenses of the 
previous year are no longer necessary, and further reductions may 
confidently be expected in the next fiscal year. 


CANAL DEBT. 


Of the principal of the Canal Debt, under section 3, article 7, of the 
Constitution, the sum of $1,562,900 is redeemable July 1, 1872, and 
$847,500 January 1, 1873. The Sinking Fund being insufficient to 
meet these demands, other provision must be made. 

This must be done, if ‘practicable, under section 38, by procuring 
the necessary means to satisfy any deficiency ‘on the credit of the 
said Sinking fund,” or, such primary resource failing, by taxation, 
under section 5. | 

It is believed that the credit of the Sinking Fund will be found 
a security abundantly ample for borrowing the sums required from 
time to time, and that a resort to taxation cannot be necessary.

To the above cash balance of $4,662,371.84 should be added, as 
constituting a part of the capital of the fund, the sum of $883,244.09, 
making a total of $5,545,615.93 for items of which see table VIII. 

This debt becomes due in April, 1877, and to keep up the Sinking 
Fund to a point adequate to its extinguishment at maturity, requires 
an annual contribution of $38,953,911.66. 

A tax of two (2) mills for the current year will raise sufficient for 
that purpose and leave a small surplus. This annual contribution 
necessary to fill the Sinking Fund at a given time, is computed on a 
basis which makes no allowance for loss of interest by reason of ina- 
bility to invest without delay, or to invest in the prescribed securities 
except at a premium which reduces interest in the same ratio. But, 
with the greatest care, these losses, to a certain extent, are inevitable 
and must be taken into the account. The annual contribution, there- 
fore, should always be above the mathematical point to an amount 
sufficient to cover such losses. ‘Two (2) mills for the current year, it is 
believed, will be sufficient for this purpose. Of the cash balance in 
the treasury to the credit of this Sinking Fund, $992,426.52 have been 
invested since the close of the last fiscal year.

THE CONTINGENT DEBT. 

The only contingent debt of the State is that incurred for the Long 
Island Railroad Company, the interest of which is paid, and the prin- 
cipal of which will be provided for by that company. No change has 
been made in this debt during the fiscal year. 

The amount September 30th, 1871, was $68,000. The Sinking

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LOCAL VALUATIONS AND INDEBTEDNESS. 


The Comptroller desires again to call the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to the importance of extending the operation and increasing the 
efficiency of chap. 117, Laws of 1836. by this law it is made the 
duty of the clerk of the board of supervisors of the several counties, 
to transmit the Comptroller, on or before the second Monday of 
December, annually, in a form to. be prescribed by him, a return of 
the aggregate valued amount of real and personal estate, in each town 
or ward, as corrected by the board of supervisors, under a penalty cf 
fifty dollars for neglect or refusal. 

The information to be derived under the law, as it now stands, is 
of the first importance ; but to render it complete it should be supple- 
mented by a statement of the county, town, city and village indebted- 
ness. There is much irregularity and delay in furnishing the facts 
required by the present statute. The Comptroller recommends its 
amendment, by including in the information to be published, a state- 
ment of the county, town, city and village indebtedness, and by pro- 
viding, by proper penalties, for a prompt performance of the duties 
imposed by it.

This deficiency is very largeiy nominal, not real. Taxes levied forthe 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1871, and unpaid on that day, together 
with advances on appropriations based upon taxes for the current 
year, amounting in the aggregate to $6,550,881.89, should be deducted 
from above deficiency, $8,878,806.62, which would leave an actual 
deficiency of $2,327,924.73 being $213,178.56 in excess of the esti- 
mated deficiency. This increase is accounted for by appropriations 
not included in the estimates of this department.

To anticipate a portion of such unpaid taxes, the Comptroller, in 
June last, under chapter 8, part 1 of the Revised Statutes, made a 
temporary loan of $300,000, payable, $100,000 April 15th, 1872, 
$100,000 May 15th, 1872, and $100,000 June 15th, 1872. The pay- 
ment of such loan appears in the liabilities of the current year, and 
the proceeds thereof find place among the receipts of the last fiscal 
year. 

The Comptroller desires again to call the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to the importance of amending section 5, chapter 393, Laws of 
1863, so that it will be his duty to charge interest, ata given rate, on 
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all unpaid balances due from county treasurers, after the time fixed by 
law for the payment by them of the State tax into the treasury. 

In this connection, he recommends that the annual State tax from 
the city and county of New York be made payable within the fiscal 
year for which it is imposed by the Legislature. The fiscal year 
ends on the 380th of September, but the sum received from this 
county is not payable till the Ist of December. It constitutes nearly 
fifty per cent of the entire State tax, and must of necessity enter very 
largely into the transactions of the given fiscal year, yet it is not 
payable till two months after its expiration. 

By chapter 854, Laws of 1868 (page 2028), it is provided that “the 
compensation of the county treasurer of said county (of New York) 
shall hereafter be one-half of one per cent on all moneys received, and 
one-half of one per cent of all moneys paid out by him, in that capacity, 
but not exceeding ten thousand dollars per annum, from the county 
treasury.” While the county treasurer of New York should have 
a proper compensation for receiving and paying over the State tax, 
it issubmitted that the foregoing rate is altogether disproportionate 
to the service rendered and should be greatly reduced. By chapter 
110, Laws of 1871, the rate of compensation for receiving and paying 
over the State tax, in all counties except New York, Kings, Albany, 
Otsego, Onondaga, Erie and Westchester, is fixed at one per cent, 
“but in no case to exceed five hundred dollars.” In the excepted 
counties there are special rates. The State tax, by so much as it is 
reduced by the allowance of fees, fails to cover the appropriations 
based upon it, and a deficiency is the result, to be subsequently made 
up. The Comptroller recommends that a uniform rate of compensa- 
tion for all the counties, graduated according to amount of State tax, 
and not exceeding in any case a given maximum, be established by 
the Legislature.

STATE ASYLUMS FOR THE INSANE IN PROCESS OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The Hudson River State Hospital for the Insane, at Pough- 
keepsie, contemplates a total capacity for £400 patients. Since the last 
annual report, it has been partially completed, and on the 18th day 
of October last was opened for the reception of patients. The num- 
ber admitted and now actually enjoying its benefits is eleven. The 
capacity of the completed structures, exclusive of the rooms for 
administrative and domestic purposes, for medical and other offices, 
and for officers and employes, is equal to providing and caring for 
120 inmates. The managers have decided to restrict the admission 
of patients to recent or acute cases of insanity, and to receive both 
sexes. 

The Willard Asylum for the Insane, at Ovid, it is understood, 
has added materially, during the last year, to its capacity for properly 
providing and caring for that portion of the insane more particularly 
intended to be received and treated there, and is now, in large mea- 
sure, making practically available the bounty of the State. 

The plans of The Buffalo State Asylum for the Insane have 
been adopted, and the managers, during the last year, have been 
engaged in preparing the grounds and in the erection of the structures.

It will thus be seen that the excess of advances over earnings, for 
the last fiscal year, was $9,004.24 greater than in the previous year. 
It cannot be doubted that our system of prison management is very 
defective and unnecessarily expensive. Starting with the labor of 
convicts free, as a capital,—a body of labor drawn from all callings and 
grades, and comprising skillin almost every department of industry,— 
it hardly admits of argument that our prisons, under wise policy and 
management, should be self-sustaining; not a charge of nearly half 
a million of dollars annually upon the treasury. The Comptroller 
warmly commends the subject to the attention of the Legislature, as 
he did in the last annual report, “cas worthy of the most earnest, 
thorough and intelligent investigation, with reference to its revision.” 


THE STATE REFORMATORY AT ELMIRA. 


The work of erecting this reformatory has been actively prosecuted 
during the last fiscal year, and the money paid from the treasury for 
the purpose, during that period, was $123,318.50. 


NEW YORK STATE INEBRIATE ASYLUM. : 


By chap. 65, Laws of 1861, the trustees of this asylum, at Bing- 
hamton, were authorized to issue bonds to the amount of sixty thou- 
sand dollars, their payment being secured, by the act, “by a pledge 
of all the lands and buildings belonging to the said New York State 
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Inebriate Asyulum.” 


The bonds were to be issued for a period of 
ten years, and to draw seven per cent interest, payable semi-annually 
in the city of New York, to be sold at not less than par, and the pro- 
ceeds to be expende<l in building said asylum. 

Pursuant to this authority, the trustees issued bonds to the amount 
of sixty thousand dollars, which became due and payable on the first 
day of May, 1871. The interest accruing up to November 1, 1870, 
has been paid, but the trustees not having the means to meet subse- 
quently accruing interest, and the principal at maturity, the same 
remain unpaid. The party holding the bonds desires their payment 
with interest from November 1, 1870, and early provision therefor is 
recommended by the Comptroller.

Schedule XX VIT, annexed to this report, shows all the expendi- 
tures by the Commissioners for the new Capitol from its commence- 
ment in 1867 to September 30th, 1871. 

The appropriation made by the last Legislature “ toward the erec- 
tion of a new Capitol,’ was six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
($650,000). This being based upon a tax which is not available till 
April Ist, 1872, the Comptroller has not felt at liberty, in view of the 
state of the treasury, to anticipate its payment to any considerable 
extent, and only fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) of the appropriation 
has been paid. Vouchers for expenditures by the commissioners 
have been examined and andited to the amount of $284.030.67, to be 
paid when the appropriation shall become available, the money for 
such expenditures having been obtained by the commissioners, it is 
understood, elsewhere, upon the faith of the appropriation.

SCHOOL FUND. 


The investments and present condition of this fund are exhibited 
in Schedule III, annexed to this report, together with the receipts 
and disbursements of the revenue for the fiscal year just closed. The

of $62,943.48. 

LITERATURE FUND. 

The capital of this fund has not been increased during the last fiscal 
year. ‘The charges upon the revenue by the appropriations for the 
year were $3,433.49 in excess of receipts, which excess has been paid 
from the treasury. Schedule V exhibits the amount and condition 
of this fund in detail. | 


UNITED STATES DEPOSIT FUND. 


The capital of this fund by the terms of the act'under which it was 
received from the United States, and by the State Constitution, must 
be kept inviclate, and all deficiencies and losses made good from the 
revenue or from the General Fund. The revenues are devoted to 
educational purposes, and with the exception of $25,000, which is | 
annually to be added to the capital of the Common School Fund, are 
at the disposal of the Legislature. 

The deficiency of revenue on the 30th day of September, 1870, was 
$31,116.25. Still, owing to excess of appropriations over revenue on 
the 80th day of September, 1871, there was a deficiency of $31,789.98. 
This should be made good by a transfer of like amount from the 
General Fund.

It was stated in the last annual report that preparations were being 
made for a State tax-sale. Such preparations were completed, and a 
sale of lands returned for non-payment of taxes to this office from 
1861 to 1865, both years inclusive, took place at the Capitol com- 
mencing September 12th and ending September 23d last. The 
number of parcels sold was 14,559; amount of purchases by indi- 
viduals, $361,994.42; amount of purchases by the State, under the 
statute, $68,603.59. ; 

Of the amount of purchases by individuals, the sum of $166,584.75, 
and upwards, has already been paid into the treasury, and the balance 
is being paid in from day to day. The proceeds of this sale go into 
the General Fund.

By section 3, chapter 406, Laws of 1867, it was provided that there 
should be raised by tax in the then “present and each succeeding 
year, upon the real and personal estate of each county within the 
State, one mill and one-fourth of a mill upon each and every dollar 
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of the equalized valuation of such estate, for the support of common 
schools in the State.” Under this act the sum realized, by a tax of 
1+ mills on the then valuation, for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1868, was $2,080,134.65. The same rate of taxation will yield 
for the next fiscal year, assuming the same increase of valuation as 
the present year shows over the last, the sum of $2,672,593.26,; while 
a tax of one mill will yield $2,158,074.61, an amount considerably 
larger than was raised by 14 mills on the valuation of 1868. 

The customary supply for the General Fund, produced by a tax of 
1+ mills, will be necessary for the next fiscal year, while a tax of two 
mills will be required to make good its deficiency at the end of the 
current fiscal year. 

A tax of $ of a mill will satisfy chapter 271, Laws of 1859, (Canal 
Floating Debt). 

Exclusive of ee eaniar y work on Wig canals and work on the 
new Capitol, the Comptroller is of opinion that the deficiency in the 
General Fund can be made good and the calls upon the treasury met, 
if appropriations are kept within reasonable limits, by a tax of 62 
mills, made up as follows:

services in the past, still retains the position, with its rank and emolu- 
ments. His inability to perform its duties makes it necessary, how- 
ever, for the Comptroller to ask that temporary provision be made 
for the employment of a “ chief clerk and auditor,’ who may also act 
as second deputy, with the powers of deputy comptroller.

Hon. A. P. Nicnous, Comptroller of the State of New York: 


Srr.—The thirteenth section of chapter 346 of the Laws of 1859 requires that “ The 
superintendent, at the expiration of each fiscal year, ending on the 30th day of 
September, or within ten days thereafter, make a report to the Comptroller, stating 
the quantity of salt inspected during the. previous year, the amount of revenues 
accruing thereon and from other sources, the expenditures, and the amount which, 
in his judgment, will be necessary for the support of the salt springs for the ensuing 
year.” 

In obedience with this requirement of the law, I beg leave to report that tlre 
quantity of salt inspected the last fiscal year was 8,579,193 bushels.

The amount drawn from the treasury by the superintendent during the fiscal year 
was $60,000. 

In addition to this amount there was in the hands of the superintendent at the 
beginning of the last fiscal year, the sum of $50.58, and there is now unexpended 
and in the hands of the superintendent the sum of $915.44, applicable to the payment 
of expenses for the fiscal year just commenced. 

The books in the Comptroller’s office show only the expenditures up to the month 
of September. The vouchers for the expenditures for that month, which amount 
to $4,714, will not be sent to that office until the first day of November, when the 
regular settlement for the two months, September and October, will be made, as 
provided by law. 

The expenditures for the last fiscal year exceed the expenditures for the previous 
fiscal year $4,446.24. This increase has been caused by the construction of a new 
pump-house, and the furnishing of a turbine-wheel and other machinery. In addi- 
tion, about $4,000 was expended in drilling and tubing two wells which proved to be 
failures’; one at the depth of 396 feet, and the other 412 feet, at which point the red 
sand-stone was reached. These wells were drilled in the vicinity of the De Wolf well 
in accordance with the recommendation of the late superintendent. 

The appropriation made for the present fiscal year will enable us to sink two or 
more new wells, besides meeting the legitimate expenses of the office for salaries, 
jabor, pump-logs, etc. 

I herewith annex my estimate for expenditures for the next fiscal year, commenc- 
ing October 1, 1872:

The items of the foregoing estimate of $56,000 are as nearly divided among the 
various branches of expenditures as is practicable at this distance of time. 

The item of $5,000, to new roof the reservoirs, is absolutely necessary in order to 
protect the valuable property of the State from going to decay, as at this time the 
shingles on all the old structures are nearly gone. 

You will observe that there is no item for rents; but being collected too late for 
the report of the fiscal year, will appear in my annual report.

To the Comptroller of the State of New York: 


In pursuance of the requirements of chapter 481 of the Laws of 1866, I, Ezra Cor- 
nell, do respectfully report: 

First. That in October, 1870, I sold one-quarter section of 157 55-100 acres, at six 
dollars per acre. ‘Twenty-five dollars was paid at the date of the sale, and the bal- 
ance was made payable in ten years, with interest at seven per cent, payable semi- 
annually, at the First National Bank, Ithaca. 

In December, 1870, I contracted with perfectly responsible parties for the sale of 
150,000 acres of pine timber lands in the State of Wisconsin, at the price of four dol- 
lars per acre. The selections are to be so made as to take only a fair average quality 
of the lands entered by me for the Cornell University. Security is also provided 
against the removal of timber before the land is paid for. I received in payment, at 
the time of making the sale, $10,000. The balance is made payable in ten years, 
with interest at six per cent, payable semi-annually at Ithaca. The first payment of 
interest was paid to me when due. The above sale I was induced to make by the 
urgent written request of nearly all the trustees of the Cornell University, and of the 
Governor and Comptroller of the State. 

In May, 1871, I sold in Kansas, thirteen quarter sections, making 2,080 acres, at five 
dollars per acre, cash, amounting to $10,400. 

In June, 1871, I contracted with like responsible parties for the sale of 100,000 
acres of pine timber lands in Wisconsin, at five dollars per acre, payable in ten years 
from the date of the contract, with six per cent interest, payable semi-annually. The 
lands to be so selected as to represent an average of the quality of the lands entered 
by me for the Cornell University, and security provided against the removal of timber 
before the land is paid for. 

There have,been some other sales made by agents, of which I have not yet received 
the account. A future report will be made of these sales. 

Second. I have paid on account of taxes on the University lands during the past 
year, as follows:

In addition to the above stock indebtedness, the canal revenues are 
chargeable with a portion of the general fund debt of the State, 
known as the General Fund Debt, for which the canals are liable. 
This debt is now, in accordance with the provisions of section 2 of 
article 7 of the Constitution, the first hen on the “ surplus revenues,” 
and on the 30th Sept., 1871, was $4,040,026.40. The Sinking Fund 
applicable to payment thereof, amounted te $1,805,744.29. 
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It will be seen from the preceding statements that, on the 30th 
day of September last, the aggregate amount of canal and General 
Fund indebtedness, for which certificates of stock have been issued, 
and now bearing interest, was $16,006,606.40. 

The interest on this debt is payable quarterly, on the first days of 
January, April, July and October, in gold.

Totis, LypEBTEDNESS AND CoNSTITUTIONAL OBLIGATIONS. 


By the Constitution of 1846, stringent provisions were enacted to 
secure theeappropriation of the surplus revenues of the canals to the 
payment of the canal debt and the liquidation of the claim of the 
general fund upon the canal revenues, as those claims were then 
adjusted. The design of the framers of that instrument, was to pre- 
vent a diversion of the earnings of the canals from the purposes to 
which they were devoted. The principles of the Constitution were 
not departed from in the amendment to section three of article seven, 
adopted in 1854. 

A faithful observance of and adherence to the plain provisions of 
the Constitution in the administration of the finances of the State, and 
especially of those pertaining to the canals, will discharge the Canal 
Debt and the General Fund Debt charged upon the canal revenues, 
and leave the State free to adopt such policy as to canal tolls as shall be 
deemed most promotive of the interests of commerce. It will be in 
the power of the Legislature, after the payment of the debts, to make 
such regulations, and to impose only such burdens as will secure the 
largest amount of tonnage to the canals, and best advance the interests 
of the citizens furnishing the capital and means for and transacting 
the business upon them. Those who invest their capital in canal 
property and risk their services in the management and care of the 
property and prosecution of their business, are entitled to the rea- 
sonable encouragement of the State, and to be protected so far as is 
necessary and consistent with the just rights of others, from the ruin- 
ous aggressions and encroachments of competing routes and means 
of transportation by which not only is trade lost to the canals, but 
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commerce diverted from the State. The commercial and financial 
interests of the State coincide with the interests of the boatmen and 
freighters upon the canals, and each demands the same liberal action, 
with a view to relieve the trade and commerce of all unnecessary 
burdens. 

But so long as the constitutional obligations remain, and the 
charges upon the canal revenues are unsatisfied, there is a practical 
inhibition upon the Legislature against reducing the canal tolls beyond 
a certain limit as well as against diverting the revenues to any purpose 
other than as specifically authorized. 

The Canal Board did, two years since, with the consent of the 
Legislature, and in view of the rapidly declining commerce of the 
canals, caused by the great diversion of trade to other routes, and to a 
great extent out of the State, reduce the canal tolls on many articles 
below the rates prescribed by the toll sheet of 1852. The Canal 
Board regarded this reduction as a necessity, and the Legislature 
acquiesced in and assented to its action. The tolls were then reduced 
to the lowest point, which the present charges upon the canals will 
justify or permit. The wisdom of the action of the Canal Board has 
been vindicated by the result. Trade before then diverted has been 
restored to the canals, and increased tonnage has compensated for 
the reduction in the rate of tolls. The gross earnings of the canals 
for the past season of navigation demonstrate that the State is gain- 
ing pecuniarily by the change in the toll sheet thus made, and it is 
not probable that a return to high tolls, such as were collectible when 
there was less competition for freight, will be found either wise or 
practicable. The results of the business of the last season, which 
may be said to be the first in which the practical effect of the dimi- 
nution of the rate of tolls has been felt, show that the canals, under 
a proper administration of their revenues, will, in a brief period 
of time, fully pay and discharge every claim upon them and leave the 
canals free from encumbrance, capable of yielding large revenue to the 
State, in ease of the burdens upon the tax-payer; and at the same time 
adding largely to the wealth of the State by the commerce they 
attract to its borders, and the remunerative employment they give to 
a large and worthy class of citizens and a vast capital. To accomplish 
this result, however, the requirements and prohibitions of the Consti- 
tution must be rigidly adhered to and observed in their spirit. 

A liberal or loose construction, that which should authorize a diver- 
sion of the earnings of the canals to purposes not within the purview 
of that instrument, may and would be likely to defeat. the intention 
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of its framers. Notwithstanding the increase of tonnage, the gross 
amount of tolls collected under the reduced toll-sheet are less than 
they were under the higher rates of toll, and before the trade was so 
seriously diverted, as it was immediately prior to the reduction, and 
we cannot count upon an increase with any certainty. ‘To insure the 
payment of the debts charged upon the canal revenues from the 
earnings of the canals, taking the present year as the standard for the 
average of years, and this is as far as prudence or a wise economy will 
authorize as an estimate forthe future, the funds must be adminis- 
tered with integrity and strict economy. 

The economy must have respect to the amount as well as the object 
of expenditures. It is a mistake to suppose that large expenditures 
and an improved navigation are necessarily connected. The latter 
can be better secured by a wise economy than bya lavish and extrava- 
gant expenditure of money. 

The expenses of collecting the tolls and of the superintendence of 
the canals should be, if they are not already, reduced to the minimum 
consistent with a good navigation, the preservation of the canals, and 
the proper collection and payment into the treasury of the revenues. 
What may have appeared a justifiable expenditure with a large reve- 
nue, may possibly be properly curtailed with diminished revenues; 
and it may be the part of wisdom in adopting as a permanent policy 
a system of reduced tolls, to revise the system of expenditures with a 
view to conform them to the altered balance-sheet. In addition to 
the expense of collection and superintendence, the only other item of 
expenditure to which the revenues of the canals can be constitution- 
ally applied, except to the payment of the debts charged upon them, 
is for maintenance and ordinary repairs. 


OrpINARY ReEPAIRs. 


The term “ordinary repairs’? was employed by those who well. 
understood the distinction between ordinary and extraordinary re- 
pairs; those which were necessary to keep and maintain the canals in 
good navigable condition and efficiency, as they were left when com- 
pleted ; to restore the loss arising from natural decay, and the wear 
and tear of use and new structures; that which was not-a repair of 
the old, but the addition of something new, not the keeping of the 
canals to their original capacity, but adding to their capacity by 
expenditures for original and new additions. The framer of article 
seven of the Constitution was familiar with the canals, the canal policy, 
and canal history of the State, having been for many years an acting 
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Canal Commissioner, and was also familiar with the finances and 
financial history of the State. His views were adopted by the con- 
vention, and by the people of the State, and words were chosen with 
a view to restrict, rather than enlarge, the powers of those having the 
administration of the finances and funds of the State. 

Within ordinary repairs may be included whatever is necessary to 
the keeping of the canals in good condition, at the same width and 
depth as originally constructed, of completed structures in the same 
good condition, and in that condition essential to the best navigation 
of which the canals are capable, and in case of decay or destruction 
of the structures, the replacing them of the same material of which 
they were originally formed. 

The term ‘‘ ordinary repairs” would not include expenditures for 
enlarging the canal, building new locks or bridges (except to replace old 
ones where a necessity for new existed), the building of reservoirs or 
feeders, new culverts or other expenditures of like character, any more 
than it would include payment for lands taken for canal purposes. 
Without criticising past legislation, or referring to particular acts, it 
may respectfully be suggested that.a very liberal interpretation of 
ordinary repairs has been practically adopted, and appropriations 
made from the ordinary repair fund which have seriously diminished 
the amount applicable to the payment of the debt, and which, by a 
strict interpretation, and in the spirit in which the article was passed, 
would have been more properly excluded from that class of repairs, and 
been provided for under some other head. It is respectfully suggested 
that, at least until the ability of the canals, with their present earnings, 
to pay the debt, which both the tax-payer and creditor have the right 
to require, is fully tested, the appropriations under this head froin the 
tolls should be confined to those objects which are clearly ordinary 
repairs — such as are necessary to keep the canals in good navigable 
order, as they are now constructed and used. 


Canat Depr anp-Sinzina Funps. 

The requirements of section 1 of article 7 have been complied 
with by making provision for the payment of that portion of the 
Canal Debt provided for in that section. . The Sinking Fund is 
amply sufficient to meet that debt when it matures. The next charge 
in order of priority upon the surplus earnings of the canals is an 
annual contribution of $1,500,000 as a sinking fund to pay the 
interest and redeem the principal of the General Fund Debt. 
The first contribution to this sinking fund after provision was 
made for the payment of the Canal Debt mentioned in section 
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one was in 1869, when the full amount called for by the section 
was contributed. At the close of the fiscal year in 1870, the sur- 
plus earnings applicable to the General Fund Debt Sinking Fund 
were but $569,974.61, leaving a deficiency of $930,025.39. The 
surplus revenues applicable to the General Fund Debt for the year 
ending September 30th, 1871, were $981,588.68, less by $518,411.32 
than the amount called for by the Constitution. The General Fund 
Debt charged upon the canal revenues, and for which no other provision 
is made, after the application of the above amounts of surplus revenues, 
amounted, on the 30th day of September last, to $2,234,282.11, and 
is redeemable at different periods between this date and 1878. 

Estimating the surplus earnings of the canals by the results of the 
season of navigation just closed, they will suffice to. discharge the 
entire debt charged upon them by April Ist, 1886. . 

With a wise management of the canal revenues, it is believed that 
there need be no falling off in the annual contribution to this object ; 
and if the Legislature and the administrative and financial canal offi- 
cers co-operate to accomplish the payment of the debt, there can be 
but little doubt it will be extinguished by the day named. 

The portion of the canal debt for which the surplus earnings of 
the canal are pledged by section three of the same article, and known 
as the ‘“* Enlargement Debt’ amounted at the close of the last fiscal 
year, to $9,285,000. The sinking fund to provide for interest and 
principal of this enlargement debt, was overdrawn in payment of 
interest during the last fiscal year. The deficiency on the 30th day 
of September, 1871, amounted to $356,766.65. 

A portion of this debt, amounting to $1,562,900, becomes due on 
the Ist day of J uly, 1872, and with the deficiency above mentioned, 
is to be provided for. 

The provisions of the Constitution give ample power to the Com- 
missioners of the Canal Fund for that purpose. The provision is that 
if the “said Sinking Fund shall not be sufficient to redeem any part 
of the principal at the stipulated times of payment, or to pay any 
part of the interest of such loans as stipulated the means to satisfy 
any such deficiency, shall be procured on the credit of the said Sink- 
ing Fund.” This is but making a new loan on the same pledge to 
redeem the old. It is only when means cannot be procured upon a 
credit of the Sinking Fund to satisfy the claim of creditors, that a resort 
is to be had to taxation by virtue of section four of the same article. 
So long as the canals yield a surplus after the payment of the expenses 
of collection, superintendence and ordinary repairs, this pledge, aside 
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from the credit of the State and the power of taxation, furnishes 
ample security for any loans that may be needed to satisfy the claims 
of creditors under this section. The credit of the State, without a 
pledge of the prospective revenues of the canals, is abundant to 
enable its financial officers to obtain the means for any purpose for 
whieh money may be borrowed under the Constitution. There will 
be no necessity for legislation upon the subject, the Commissioners of 
the Canal Fund having ample power to do all that is required to raise 
the means to redeem the principal about to become due, and make 
good the Sinking Fund, and by the instrumentalities thus providently 
prescribed, this portion of the State debt can with ease be extended 
until the revenues, properly charged with its payment, will be sutti- 
cient for that purpose. 

The constitutional provisions are wise and abundant, for the occa- 
sion, and any legislation, not necessary, might be mischievous in its 
consequences. 

The debt under article 7, of section 12, of the Constitution, created 
for the payment of the floating debt of the State, by a vote of the 
people in 1859, amounted to $1,575,000, on the thirtieth day of Sep- 
tember, 1871. The Sinking Fund, applicable in payment of the 
principal and interest on the same day, amounted to $877,401.36. 
The amount of $695,000 of this debt, becomes due July Ist, 1872, and 
can be paid from the Sinking Fund.

The State adopted a policy, two or three years since, just to its 
creditors, and demanded by a proper respect to its obligations, of pay- 
ing the interest and principal of that portion of the debt contracted 
before the passage of the legal tender act by Congress, in coin, the 
currency in which it was contracted. Public policy, as well as com- 
mon honesty, it was thought, demanded this, and as to a part of the 
debt, it was peculiarly proper. For a part of the debt, the State 
received a premium upon the loan, and the creditor was required to, 
and did make the loan in coin, bought at a large premium. To com- 
pel a creditor under such circumstances to accept payment in a depre- 
ciated currency, was especially unjust. Whatever individuals may 
lawfully do, a sovereign State ought to be caretul of its credit, and 
not give any occasion for complaint that its obligations have not been 
met in their spirit, as well as in their letter. It is believed that the 
course taken by the financial officers of the State, was not only emi- 
nently just, but politic. It has placed the State upon high ground, 
and has tended to give faith abroad to its credit, and it is not probable 
that it will be thought expedient to depart from this course in the 
future, or to do anything having the semblance of repudiation. 


CanaL Repairs. 


A diversity of opinion. exists as to the best manner of managing 
our canals. Different methods have been adopted and in turn aban- 
doned. The contract system was inaugurated in 1854, but did not 
come into full operation until 1860, and was discontinued in 1870. 
The system of superintendents, which had formerly prevailed, was 
substituted. Hither system, faithfully executed, would undoubtedly 
give us good navigation without unnecessary or extravagant expendi- 
ture, but neither has proved perfect or has entirely satistied the people. 
The superintendent system has proved the most satisfactory, and under 
it the best navigation has been secured. But there are imperfections 
in this system, which legislative wisdom, having the benefit of past 
experience, may remedy. The great difficulty is in keeping the 
expenses of maintenance and repairs within proper limits, and if by 
sound legislative enactments the superintendents can be held to a more 
strict accountability, and more effectually controlled in their expendi- 
tures, much will be done to remove the objections to the system. 
The whole subject is respectfully submitted to the Legislature for 
such action as shall be thought wise.

New FreEper. 


An important and necessary feeder has been constructed during the 
year by taking Oriskany creek to supply the deficiency of water in 
the long level. This additional supply of water has served to main- 
tain good navigation on the level during the severe drouth of the 
season, and has effectually supplied a want which has been felt for 
many years of a sufficiency of water on that level, and at a very 
moderate expenditure. 


FrepERAL Tax on Canat Boars. 


The federal government has, on different occasions, claimed the 
right to impose a tax on the canal commerce of this State, holding 
that canal boats, after leaving the terminus of a canal and passing 
down the Hudson river with their cargoes to New York, and return- 
ing with freight for the canals, were liable to all the provisions of the 
coasting laws, which include fees for enrollment, license, admeasure- 
ment and marine hospital purposes. 

In 1846, Congress passed an act exempting canal boats from the 
payment of these fees, but the law was disregarded by the treasury 
department until 1857, when these exactions were declared illegal by 
the supreme court of the United States, and the treasury department 
acquiescing in the decision, directed the discontinuance of the practice 
and the refunding of the fees previously collected. 

During the past ten years, however, the practice of collecting these 
fees has been revived, as changes have occurred in the treasury depart- 
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ment, but notavithout repeated protests from this department. In Febru- 
ary, 1862, the question was referred to Hon. 8. P. Chase, then secretary 
of the treasury, who, after a full examination of the subject in dispute, 
decided that the exaction of fees from canal boats was improper, and 
directed its discontinuance, and that the fees improperly collected 
should be refunded. This decision was affirmed some three years 
later by the Hon. Hugh McCulloch, then secretary of the treasury. 

During the past year, under the orders of the present secretary of 
the treasury, fees have been again exacted from canal boats, and their 
payment entorced. | 

The attempt to transform canal boats into vessels, and make them 
amenable to the coasting laws because they enter tide water, is a 
great annoyance to the internal trade of the State. It has repeatedly 
been held by the courts of our own State that canal boats, though 
they may pass out of the canal and tiansport their cargoes by river to 
New York, and bring back return cargoes, are not vessels of which 
an enrollment and license under the coasting laws can be required. 

The claim is believed to be without just foundation, and as it is in 
direct hostility to the policy of the State, and the efforts now being 
successfully made by the State authorities to attract commerce to the 
canals, by improving the navigation, as well as by removing every 
hindrance and burden, the attention of the Canal Board was called 
to the subject, and that body directed the Attorney-General to take 
measures to test the legality of the exactions. It is now submitted to 
the Legislature, that such other and further steps may be taken for the 
relief of our citizens from this new burden, as shall be deemed proper. 


STEAM ON THE CANALS. 


The Legislature of 1871, passed an act entitled “ An act to foster 
and develop the internal commerce of the State, by inviting and 
rewarding the practical and profitable introduction upon the canals, 
of steam, caloric, electricity or any motor other than animal power, 
for the propulsion of boats;” and appropriated for that object, the 
sum of $100,000, to be paid to the owners of the successful plans, not 
exceeding three in number, which might be submitted for trial, and 
tested and approved by the commissioners appointed under the act. 
The act further provides that the commissioners shall demand and 
require : 

First. The inventions or devices to be tested and tried at the proper 
cost and charges of the parties offering the same for trial. 

Second. That the boat shall, in addition to the weight of the 
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machinery, and tuel reasonably necessary for the propulsion of said 
boat, be enabled to transport, and shall actually transport on the Erie 
canal, on a test or trial exhibition, under the rules and regulations 
now governing the boats navigating the canals, at least 200 tons of 
cargo. - | 

Third. That the rate of speed made by said boat, shall not be less 
than an average of three miles per hour, without injury to the canals 
or their structures. 

Fourth. That the boat can be readily and easily stopped or backed 
by the use and power of its own machinery. 

Fifth. That the simplicity, economy and durability of the inven- 
tion or device, must be elements of its worth and usefulness. 

Siath. That the invention, device or improvement can be readily 
adapted to the present canal boats ; and, lastly, that the commissioners 
shall be fully satisfied that the invention or device will lessen the cost 
of canal transportation, and increase the capacity of the canals. Any 
means of propulsion or towage, other than by a direct application 
of. power upon the boat, which does not interfere in any manner with 
the present method of towage on the canals, and complying in all 
other respects with the provisions of the act, may be entitled to the 
benefits thereof, but this shall not be construed to apply to the system 
known as the Belgian system, or to any mode of propulsion by steam 
engines or otherwise, upon either bank of the canals. 

Previous to the passage of this act, steam had repeatedly been 
introduced, by way of experiment, on the Erie and Oswego canals, 
resulting in a speed of three miles per hour with cargoes of two hun- 
dred tons, but it was only accomplished at such cost as to preclude its 
profitable employment. | 

The reward offered by the State has induced a renewal of experi- 
ments, and it is to be hoped that it will result in some invention or 
device by which some motor other than animal power may be found 
practicable in the propulsion of boats upon the canals. As yet, the 
reward has not secured that object. It is believed, however, that it 
has caused an agitation upon the subject, which will, sooner or later, 
result in success. } 

While it would be very desirable to apply steam as a motor to the 
form of boats now in use, it is deemed by many to be impracticable, 
with the canals at their present dimensions. The paddle-wheel and 
the screw, since the introduction of steam as a motive power, have 
been the only methods successfully employed in the propulsion of ves- 
sels. It is claimed that, with a good propeller-wheel working under 
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the most favorable circumstances, as in the open sea, the loss of power 
amounts to forty-five to fifty-five per cent, but employed in the canals 
the loss rises to seventy and even eighty per cent. If this be true, 
engines out of all proportion to the work to be accomplished would 
have to be employed, and hence unprofitable when brought into com- 
petition with animal towage. 

The employment of tugs might, to a certain extent, be attended 
with success, but the loss of power adds correspondingly to the cost 
which may in a measure be compensated by an increased speed. This 
method of towage has at different periods been introduced, and the 
fact of its early abandonment leads to the conviction that it is unpro- 
fitable. 

It has been suggested that a railroad might be constructed on each 
side of the canal, and the boats drawn by locomotives. This plan has 
many advocates, but it is urged against it that the great outlay required 
to introduce this method renders its adoption impracticable. 

The Hon. W. J. McAlpine, late Engineer and Surveyor of this 
State, in a recent letter from Europe, where he is at present sojourn- 
ing, mentions a method employed in Europe, and known as the Bel- 
gian system, which he has witnessed, and believes to be just what is 
needed on our canals. 

This system to which Mr. McAlpine alludes was exhibited on the 
Erie canal between Albany and West Troy previous to the close of 
the navigable season of 1871. Its operation was witnessed by the 
State officers and distinguished citizens from different parts of the 
State. 

_ The system and apparatus employed, may briefly be described as 
follows: A wire cable is laid on the bottom of the canal, passing 
through intervening locks, and fastened at the two extreme ends; 
and a steam-tug or tow-boat provided with an engine to which is 
attached a clip-drum or grooved driving-wheel with suitable guiding 
and tightening pulleys. The boats to be towed are made fast to the 
tug and the process of towing is performed by lifting the cable from 
the bottom of the canal by means of a grapple, and placing it over 
the clip-drum and under the tightening or press pulleys. The clip- 
drum is then put in motion (turned) by the machinery in the tug 
causing the cable to pass over it and fall back again into the canal at 
the stern of the tug. Thus the tug is drawn along the cable with the 
same facility as a locomotive is drawn on the rails, though there is no 
slipping as in the case of the locomotive. All the power of the 
engine is directly employed in the propulsion of the tug. 


\ 
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It is claimed by the advocates of the system that its general intro- 
duction would be attended with complete success in diminishing the 
time of trips, the cost of transportation, and increasing the capacity 
of the canals. 

This plan of towage appears to have been excluded from compet- 
ing for the reward offered by the State. No good reason is seen for 
the exclusion of this or any other apparently practicable system from 
the benefits of the act. The policy of the act is the encouragement 
of inventors and others to perfect and test their several plans, and 
enable the State to select from all that which shall promise the best 
results. Any plan which will practically combine economy with 
greater speed than is now attained, and employing the boats at present 
in use, will not only prevent the diversion of trade, but largely 
increase the business and revenues of the canals. 

To secure such results the State should offer every encouragement 
and essential aid, and should exclude no system from her bounty 
which promises the successful and speedy introduction of steam on 
her public works. The reduction of time in making a trip to and 
from tide-water and the lakes, is a matter of the greatest importance 
and should receive the most careful attention of the Legislature. 


Tur Business Season or 1871. 


The serious interruption caused by the great break on the Erie 
canal at Ox-Bow Bend, early in the season, and the premature closing 
of the canals by the cold weather in November, left the period of 
navigation about two weeks shorter than that of last vear. Notwith- 
standing this, the season of navigation just closed has been a pros- 
perous one for the State as well as for shippers and carriers. The 
general condition of the canals has been good, and, excepting those 
above mentioned, there have been but very few detentions of any 
kind. The average time for trips has been lessened, and they have 
been made with rapidity and regularity. 

Under all the circumstances the revenues from tolls for the season 
make a gratifying exhibit. They amount to $3,099,300.46, being 
in excess of those of the season of last year by nearly half a million 
of dollars, with substantially the same toll sheet. This amount 
should be sufficient for the maintenance and repairs of the canals, 
and to make a contribution of $1,500,000 to the sinking funds for the 
extinguishment of the debt and interest. 

The canals have been kept in repair at a much less expense than 
last year, and, with the possible exception of the year 1868, the ton- 
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nage has been larger than that of any previous year. The practical 
results of the season are full of encouragement to the friends of the 
canals, , 
The Canal Commissioners fixed by resolution the ninth day of 
December for closing the canals, but, with an unusual suddenness, the 
cold weather closed them some twelve days earlier than the appointed 
time. Nearly eight hundred boats, containing an iminense amount of 
produce and merchandise, were arrested by the ice embargo, and 
failed to reach their destination, though every effort was made to pass 
them through.

RELATIVE TO THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF NEW 
YORK CITY. 


ExEcutivE CHAMBER, }

To the Legislature : 

The financial condition of New York city is a matter of great 
interest to the people of the State at large, and, in some degree, 
to the commercial world, its stocks and bonds being held for invest- 
ment at home and abroad. In view of, recent events, I deemed it 
my duty to procure for you full information as to its liabilities and 
resources, and addressed a letter to the chairman of the State Board 
of Commissioners for revision of the tax laws, the Hon. David A. 
Wells, who seemed to me specially fitted for the work, requesting 
him to investigate and report to me. In consequence of delay in 
his obtaining some of the facts, his report did not reach me until my 
annual message was in print. My letter to him and his reply are as 
follows :

My Dear Sm.—The financial condition and credit of New York 
city are of interest as well to the people of the State at large as to 
its own citizens. It is important that the actual condition of our

the facts to the Legislature and the people of the State in my next 
message. Will you undertake to investigate the matter in my behalf ?

New Yorr, Dec. 28th, 1871. 


Sir.—In response to your note of November 25th, requesting me 
to investigate and report to you, on the relation which exists between 
the indebtedness of the city and county of New. York, and the re- 
sources available for the payment of such indebtedness; or the extent 
of the resources or property which may be fully regarded as consti- 
tuting an adequate and inalienable security for the ultimate payment 
in principle and interest of such indebtedness, I have the honor to 
submit the following exhibit : 


Founprep Dsprt. 


By report furnished on request by Hon. A. H. Green, comptroller, 
it appears that the funded debt, bearing jive, svw and seven per cent 
interest, of the city and county of New York, was, on the 16th day 
of December, 1871, $87,371,808.51; and the assets of the sinking 
fund of the city and county, consisting of stocks and cash, available 
for the redemption of debt, were, on the same day, $20,137,093.02 ; 
thus making the present net funded debt of the city and county of 
New York, $67,234,715.49. 


Froatinc ork TEMPORARY Depr. 


The temporary or floating debt of the city and county of New 
York, consisting of bonds issued in anticipation of receipts from 
assessments, arrears of interest, State taxes, unpaid warrants and the 
like, was on the 16th day of December, 1871, $28,259,071.35 ; or 
deducting cash on hand, $6,959 919.62 in the city and county treas- 
ury, $21,299,152.73. 

In addition to the above, the comptroller also reports claims 
already presented on unsettled accounts, to an estimated aggregate of 
about $6,000,000; which last included would make the total ascer- 
tained debt and “ claims presented” of the eity and county of New 
York, on the 16th of December, 1871, $94,523,867.22. 
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ProsprcttvE INDEBTEDNESS. 


So much for the present aspect of the indebtedness of the city and 
county of New York. In respect to the future, it is to be noted: 

first. That much of the existing temporary and floating debt of 
the city and county of New York as above indicated, including an 
aggregate of assessment bonds issued in anticipation of tax receipts 
of $14,950,700.00, is redeemable from the collection of assessinents, 
or arrears of taxes, and that a very considerable amount of these 
assessments and arrears is certain to be collected. And, 

Second. That the city holds bonds and mortgages on account of 
sales of real estate to the amount of $1,182,893.26; the proceeds of 
which, when collected, are applicable for an increase of the sinking 
fund held for the redemption of the funded debt. 

On the other hand it is known, that claims to a very considerable 
amount for services rendered and materials furnished to the several 
departments of the city and county government during the year 1871 
and previously, are yet: to be presented, and that the carrying out of 
such public works as are already in progress or are certain to be author- 
ized, will also require further additional expenditures. 

But in estimating the amount of these prospective requirements 
for expenditure, it should not be overlooked, that the amount of 
claims against the city which are yet to be presented is not likely to 
bein excess of the arrears of assessments and taxes yet to be collected : 
and further that the amount to be hereafter expended on account of 
public improvements cannot, with any regard for economy and mode- 
ration, ever prove disproportionate to the concurrent increase in the 
material resources of the city, arising from its certain and rapid 
increase in wealth, business and population. 

So that making every allowance for contingencies, or any immedi- 
ate advances on account of public improvements, the total present, 
liabilities of New York city and county- may be sately estimated as 
not in excess of one hundred millions of doltars; and further, the 
ratio which the liabilities of the city and county at present sustain to 
their assets and resources, are not likely to be changed for the worse 
in the future ;: certainly no¢ if the safeguards against corruption and 
extravagant expenditure, suggested by recent experience, are by the 
legislature authorized and provided. 
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INFLUENCE OF Pusiic IMPROVEMENTS IN AUGMENTING THE SOURCES OF 
MonicipaAL REVENUE. 


As bearing upon the question of future municipal liabilities, on 
account of expenditures for public improvements, it is interesting to 
note the result which has followed one of the largest single items of 
expenditure authorized by the city for such purpose, and which, at 
the time of its inception, was denounced by many as a measure of 
indefensible extravagance. We refer to the expenditures incurred 
by reason of the construction of the “ Central Park;” the cost of 
which, up to 1869, is returned at' $10,463,965. 

Now an examination of all the facts pertaining to this expenditure 
will show, that so far from its having been a burden upon the city 
treasury, it has really proved a direct and important source of reve- 
nue. ‘Thus in 1856, before the park was commenced, the total valua- 
tion of real estate for taxation in the three wards around the park, 
the 12th, 19th and 22d, was $26,429,566; but in 1866, when the 
park had been practically completed, the valuation of the same pro- 
perty for assessment was returned at $80,070,415, an increase in ten 
years of $58,640,850. And further, the revenue received by taxation 
on this increased valuation, was suflicient, in 1870, to not only pay 
the interest on all the bonds of the city issued for the park purchase 
and construction, but actually afforded a surplus of over ($3,000,000) 
three millions of doliars ; or a sum sufiicient, if used as a sinking 
fund to pay the entire principal and interest of the cost of the park, in 
less time than the park was in the course of construction. 


ASSETS AND RESOURCES. 


The maximum of the liabilities of the city and county, on account 
of indebtedness, having been thus estimated, we come next to the no 
-less important consideration of the assets and resources available for 
the spayment of such indebtedness; or the real tangible property 
which may be properly regarded in the nature of security or guaranty 
for the payment of such obligations of indebtedness as the city and 
county of New York may have lawfully issued. 

Any valuation of the publie property of the city must from neces- 
sity be very indefinite, inasmuch as many of the items which would 
be included in any inventory—as the streets, sewers, lamps, public 
monuments and the like 





are not susceptible of a money valuation ; 
and if attached, would be practically of no benefit in the hands of a 
city creditor; but apart from these, it cannot be doubted that the 
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value of the lands and buildings, wharfs, water, ferry and market 
rights in possession of the city and county, and which can be readily 
convertible in open market into a money equivalent, is in excess of 
every present municipal or county indebtedness. 

The valuation of the public property of the city of New York, 
given by the mayor in an official communication to the board of 
supervisors August 16th, 1871, was $242,985,499. 

In this valuation were comprised the following items: 
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Next to the so-called public property of the city and county, the 
property most readily available for attachment and levy in case of a 
default in the payment of the principal or interest of the city’s 
indebtedness, is the real estate of the city and county, the revenue 
derived from the assessment and taxation of which constitutes also 
the main element and strength of its municipal credit. 

The valuation of this class of property for the year 1871, as returned 
by the commissioners of taxes and confirmed by the board of- super- 
visors, was $769,306,410. But it ought to be clearly understood that 
this valuation for tax purposes does not represent any fair valuation 
of the property assessed, or even an approximation thereto; and in 
great part for the following reasons: 

The taxation required to defray the expenditures of the State, as a 
whole, is apportioned to the several counties of the State according to 
their property valuation; and hence there has been for years, and is 
now, a strife between the different boards of county officials to rum 
down the valuation of property to the very lowest practical figure, 
in order to divert as large a proportion of the State taxation as pos- 
sible from themselves and throw it upon their neighbors; and assome 
of the counties in the interior of the State have been so successful 
in doing this as to actually reduce their valuation to therty, twenty, 
and even a smaller proportion of the real and true value of the pro- 
perty assessed, a similar course of procedure has been forced upon the 
tax officials of New York asa matter of necessity and local protection. 
And thus it has come about, that, instead of the returned assessment 
valuation of $769,306,410, for 1871-2, representing the true market 
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value of the real estate of the city and county of New York, in 
private ownership, it does not, in all probability, represent more 
than forty per cent of sueh true value; an estimate, which, instead 
of being a conjecture, is based on a large amount of evidence, 
recently collected by an expert for the board of commissioners for 
revising the laws of the State relative to taxation. 

The conclusion, therefore, seems warranted, that the value of the 
real estate of the city of New York—publie and private—which may 
be fairly regarded as an available security for the liquidation of city 
and county debts, cannot be less than two thousand million of dol- 
lars, on which the present debt, as above estimated, namely $100,- 
000,000, would be equivalent to a mortgage of five per cent. 

In this estimate, it will be observed, that no account has been taken 
of the valuation of the personal property, owned or held by citizens 
of the city or county of New York. The amount of such property 
valued and assessed for the year 1871-2 was $306,947,223. The 
investigations of the State commissioners lead, however, to the con- 
clusion, that this amount does not represent so much as twenty per 
cent of the real value of this description of property concentrated in 
the city of New York; or, in other words, that the true value of the 
personal property of New York city cannot be estimated at less than 
fifteen hundred milieons. Much of this property, it must be 
acknowledged, can never be reached for assessment purposes by any 
law which the ingenuity of man can devise; or which any civilized 
people would tolerate in respect to execution, but whether returned 
for assessment or not, it nevertheless exists, and by increasing the 
ability to pay, operates to decrease the real burden of taxation 
imposed on other property of a more tangible and accessible character. 

It is also to be noted, that if the new plan of assessing personal 
property recommended by the State board of commissioners, - and 
which is to be presented this winter to the Legislature in the form of 
a definite code, is adopted, namely, of doing away with the direct 
assessment of individuals for personal property, and substituting 
therefor, as an equivalent the assessment of individuals on a valuation 
of three times the rent or rental value of the premises by them 
occupied, the amount or equivalent of such property returned for 
assessment and taxation will be very greatly increased; and the 
financial resources of the city be thereby correspondingly augmented. 
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Increase oF New York in Poputation AND WEALTH. 


In estimating the prospective ability of the city of New York to 
sustain and liquidate indebtedness, the recent and prospective increase 
of the city in population and wealth constitutes an element of not a 
little importance. Thus, from 1820 to the year preceding the out- 
break of the civil war, 1860, the average rate of increase for each 
successive period of five years was 28 per cent; a continuous rate of 
growth, probably without precedent, in any country. During the 
period of the war, or from 1860 to 1865, the population of the city 
decreased 92 per cent. Since 1865, or during the five years from 
1865 to 1870 inclusive, the gain in population was 262 per cent ; thus 
indicating that the average rate of increase experienced prior to 1860 
was again likely to be approximated. 

The increase in the valuation of the property of the city and 
county for assessment purposes, during the zen years from 1860 to 
1870, was 824 per cent. 

The present increase in the value of the real estate of the whole 
city for assessment purposes, is estimated by experts to average about 
jive per cent per annum. 


Reviation oF Taxation to PopuLaATioN AND PROPERTY. 


It is also interesting to note the relation which taxation sustains to 
population and property in New York and some of the other leading 
cities of the country. The following data are derived from the most 
authentic sources. 

City of New York.—Population, 1870, 952,292 ; aggregate State, 
city, county and school taxes, 1870, $25,403,859; special taxes, as 
estimated by officials, $2,000,000; total taxation, $27,403,859. Taxa- 
tion per capita, $29.08. 

Boston.—Population, 1870, 250,526; aggregate of all taxation, 
1870, $9,050,420; taxation per capita, thirty-six dollars. 

Chicago.— Population, 1870, 298,977; total taxation, general and 
special, 1870, $9,256,333; taxation per capita, thirty dollars. 

But, as in the opinion of some experts, the burdens of taxation in 
any community are properly represented by the relation which the 
aggregate of the annual levy of taxes sustains to the value of pro- 
perty assessed, attention is further asked to the following comparisons ; 

In Boston and Philadelphia real estate is returned for assessment 
at nearly its full marketable value. On this basis, the relation ot 
taxation to real estate valuation in these two cities, would be as fol- 
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lows: Boston real estate valuation, 1870, $365,593,100 ; aggregate 
taxation, 1870, $9,050,420 ; ratio of taxation to real property valua- 
tion, one to forty. 

Philadelphia.—Real estate valuation, 1871, $491,844,096 ; aggre- 
gate taxation, L871, $9,026,753; ratio of taxation to real property 
valuation, one to fifty-four. 

Cincinnati.—Real estate valuation as made anew for 1871, $123,- 
427,888 ; aggregate taxation, 1871, $4,004,035 ; ratio of taxation to ~ 
real property valuation, one to thirty. 

In the city of New York, on the other hand, on valuation of real 
estate acknowledged to be only about forty per cent of the real pro- 
perty, the ratio of aggregate taxation to real property valuation would 
have been in 1870, as one to twenty-seven; but if the valuation of 
the real estate of New York were advanced in proportion to the 
value taken for assessment purposes in Boston and Philadelphia, the 
ratio, instead of being as one to twenty-seven, would be much more 
favorable than in either of the cities above mentioned, or in the 
approximative ratio of at least one to sixty-five. 

It is therefore evident, that in comparison with the actual accumu- 
lated and tangible wealth of the city of New York, any liability, on 
account of indebtedness, which the city has as yet incurred, or is pro- 
spectively likely to incur, is very insignificant ; and, with a reasonably 
honest, efficient and economical government, such as public opinion 
and legislative authority, guided by recent experience, seems certain 
to compel, there can be no good reason why the interest bearing debt 
obligations of the city should not be regarded as the most desirable 
of investments. I am,

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January, and to make provision for past claims which are due and 
which are of pressing importance. Equally important is prompt 
legislation to make provision for the maintenance of the government 
of 1872. 

“ As the law appears now (Chap. 583, sect. 3 of 1871), no authority 
exists to make appropriations until May next, leaving the four first 
months of the year 1872 without any provision by which payments 
of necessary expenses for these months can be made.” 

I respectfully ask your immediate attention to those suggestions, 
and such early legislation with reference to them as may be necessary 
and proper. :

During the fiscal year ending September 30, 1871, the following 
named banking associations filed original certificates of organization, 
and commenced business under the laws of this State:

Since the close of the fiscal year the Bank of Oswego has filed its 
certificate of organization and commenced business under the banking 
laws of this State. | 

Several applications have been made to this department during the 
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past year from individuals and State officers residing in several of the 
western, middle and southern States, asking for copies of the general 
banking laws of this State, for the purpose of revising or preparing 
new banking laws for their respective States ; and an eminent banking 
house of New York has requested a copy of our State banking laws, 
to be forwarded to some English bankers. From these circumstances 
we may reasonably infer that the banking system of this State is enti- 
tled to consideration abroad. And I think I may safely add that the 
system is regarded with favor and confidence by our own citizens, 
judging from the fact that the number of banks mentioned have been 
organized during the past fiscal year, notwithstanding the federal pro- 
hibitory tax on the circulation of State banks. . The privilege of issu- 
ing circulating notes appears to have been considered for the past 
few years of much more importance than formerly to the city banks, 
and has always been regarded as indispensable to the country banks, 
to enable them to perform a duty the banks owed to the communities 
in which they were located; that is, to furnish the means to purchase 
and market the surplus products of the country, and facilities to carry 
on manufacturing, commercial and other business interests. In the 
days when banks were chartered by the Legislature, this was thought 
to be a very important consideration and had great influence in char- 
tering and locating the banks, thus distributing among our citizens 
these facilities in localities where they were most needed. The wis- 
dom of such discrimination and the beneficial effects of such facilities, 
furnished in former times, I have no doubt have been and are familiar 
to many members of your honorable body. 

The opinion in relation to the national banking system, briefly 
expressed in the last annual report of this department, and the com 
parison drawn between that system and the one established by the 
laws of our State, as to the ability of each to promete the business 
interests of the country, has undergone no change; and JI would 
again respectfully but earnestly call your attention to the subject. I 
regard the matter as one of great interest to the citizens of our State, 
and I earnestly recommend that the Legislature call upon our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to urge the repeal of the prohibitory 
tax on the circulation of the State banks, that they may thus be 
placed in a position to assume their former relations with the business 
interests of their localities, and to discharge what was regarded as 
their duty and obligation to the public at the time the system was 
inaugurated, which result I have no doubt would be accomplished 
should the tax be removed. 
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The argument that is so often used in favor of the National and 
against the State banking system, drawn from the uniformity of the 
currency issued under the former, which avoids the payment of a 
discount in certain localities on the notes issued by banks in other 
States, would hardly apply, of late years, to the banks organized and 
doing business under the laws of this State, as they were required by 
law, in addition to redeeming their circulating notes in gold and 
silver at their counters, to redeem them at a discount of one-quarter 
of one per cent in the city of New York, the great commercial center 
of the union. The competition of the city banks for the business of 
redeeming and returning this circulation to the country banks issuing 
it, reduced the discount allowed by law much below this figure, in 
fact to a mere trifle, barely sufficient to cover the labor and expense 
of handling and paying the express charges on the currency returned. 
The amount of discount thus received by the country banks on its 
circulation redeemed in New York was so trifling, and the benefits 
erowing out of par redemption so great to the public at large, by 
thus insuring to our citizens a currency at par throughout the union, 
that I apprehend there would be no objection on the part of the 
banks of our State to the passage of a law, or an amendment of the 
present one, compelling them to redeem their circulation at. par in 
the city of New York in the event of the repeal by Congress of the 
prohibitory tax on the circulation of the State banks. With this 
amendment I should regard our banking system as perfect, and one 
of which our people would have just reason to be proud. Jf would 
respectfully refer your honorable body to the resolutions passed last 
winter by both the Senate and Assembly on the subject of the repeal 
of the tax in question. | 

With the repeal of this tax, which would permit the State banks to 
resume their relations with the business interests of the country, I 
have no doubt new banks would be organized in localities requiring 
banking facilities, and the present ones reorganized and placed upon 
a footing to enable them to perform the duties formerly expected from 
them. 

Under the national system, currency tends to accumulate in the 
great business centers; while under the State system, it would con- 
stantly return to the interior banks, by which issued, for redemption, 
to be again paid out in the purchase and marketing of the surplus 
products of the country, and in furnishing facilities for carrying on 
the various industrial pursuits of each locality. 

The law requiring the redemption of the circulation of the country 
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banks of this State in New York, and of the former State banks of New 
England in Boston, I regard as beneficial to the banks, as well as to 
the communities where they are located. This requirement makes it 
the interest of the banks to discriminate in their loans in favor of paper 
made for strictly business purposes, thus loaning their circulation to 
parties using the funds in a manner enabling them to meet their obli- 
gations to the banks promptly, and placing the bank in funds to 
redeem their circulation as presented at the agency in the city. 

With this system of legitimate banking carried out, the country 
banks would be enabled to furnish from their circulation facilities to 
a large amount to the business community. Take, for instance, a bank 
located in the country, with circulating notes to tlie amount of $100,- 
000. In ordinary times, a circulation of sixty days would be consid- 
ered satisfactory, and would in effect be the redeeming and paying 
out by the bank of the $100,000 six times in the course of the year, 
making $600,000 in facilities furnished to the business community 
from its $100,000 circulation. I think it cannot be denied that an 
institution which, under laws permitting it, could be conducted in this 
manner, would be of great benefit to the locality in which it was sitn- 
ated ; and, when our State system was in operation, the banks of this 
State were generally so conducted. | 

The condition of the country, at the time of the passage of the law 
taxing the circulation of the State banks, need not be referred to, as 
it is familiar to all. The imposition of the tax was regarded by many 
as a necessary and important measure to enable the government to 
carry out its financial policy, and raise funds to conduct the war in 
which it was then engaged; but may it not now be said that the 
necessity no longer exists, and that many who then regarded it as a 
necessity, are now of the opinion that a repeal of the tax at this time 
would aid rather than retard the government in its present effort to 
fund a portion of its debt? Another forcible argument for the 
repeal may be found in the fact that the new lines of railroad 
completed in the last few years, and the various lines now in 
process of construction, penetrating the interior and remote portions 
of our State, and furnishing facilities of communication to hitherto 
isolated regions, have created and will further create, at various points 
along these lines, new business centers, revolutionize the methods and 
necessities of business, multiplying the number and enlarging the 
magnitude of legitimate business transactions, requiring for their 
accommodation and successful prosecution financial facilities such as 
banks alone can extend. Conditions like these of growth, expansion, 
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and change, the national banking system is powerless to meet and 
supply; but that of our own State, once revived and operative, would, 
judging from the past, meet every emergency thus unprovided tor. 

Another consideration that may be urged in favor of reviving and 
extending the banking system of our State, is to be found in the arbi- 
trary limitation of the national banking system to conditions as they 
existed at the time it was inaugurated, a limitation having in view, at 
the adoption of the system, considerations of an entirely different 
character from the ordinary business wants of our people, and‘in fact 
leaving them almost entirely out of sight. This naturally arose from 
the importance of the great questions then engaging the public 
mind, nearly to the entire exclusion of other subjects. It is 
unnecessary for me to express my opinion as to how far the national 
system then adopted was calculated to meet the wants of the people 
at the time, or to refer to the inequalities of the distribution 
of banking facilities then made. My present purpose is answered 
by saying, that it lacks the first and chief requisite of a true 
national system of finance in the rigid inflexibility of its sae 
in its lack of adaptation to the business wants of a growing 
diversified and changing population, with new and ever varying con- 
ditions, wrought out from experiences incident to great resources 
comparatively dormant and undeveloped, awaiting a growing popula- 
tion and concentration of capital to transform and utilize them, and 
thus fails to reach.and supply the wants of our people. 

I think it will be conceded that the tendency of things the past 
few years has been towards the concentration of the business interests 
of our people in a few hands, which has heretofore been regarded as 
prejudicial to the interests of the masses; and few will be found 
to doubt that the centralization of power, either political or of a busi- 
ness character, is contrary to the spirit of our republican form of gov- 
ernment and detrimental to the well being of the masses. The 
fostering and encouraging, as far as practicable and consistent by legis- 
lative enactments, of the varied industrial pursuits of our people 
seems most desirable; for the more diversified such pursuits are, the 
Jess liable we are to be seriously affected by the financial changes and 
revulsions with which we are so frequently visited, and from which 
we have no reason to expect immunity in the future. 

Without any disposition on my part to enter into a political argu- 
ment on this subject, upon which there has been and still exists such 
a wide difference of opinion, and disavowing all intention of treating 
the matter other than in a purely business way in calling your atten- 
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tion to a comparison of the two systems, I would respectfully refer 
the subject to the consideration of your honorable body, satisfied that 
it will receive from your hands the attention which its importance 
demands. 

The amount of bank notes returned to the department and burned 
during the year was $47,777, of which $30,914 had been issued by 
banking associations and individual bankers, and $16,863 by incorpo- 
rated or safety fund banks. Twelve banks have been credited with 
unredeemed circulation to the amount of $64,725, the time for 
redemption having expired; this amount, together with the notes 
burned, making an aggregate of $112,502 canceled circulation. 

The circulating notes outstanding on the 1st day of October were, 
by the books of this department, $2,141,435.50; of which, $1,383,525 
was secured by deposits of stocks, bonds and mortgages and cash, and 
$757,910.50 was issued by incorporated or safety fund banks that 
were not required, under their original charters, to make a deposit 
for the protection of their circulation. © 

The securities of all kinds held by the superintendent were, on the 
first day of October, $2,580,959.61, of which $2,055,580.63, were 
held for banks, and $525,378.98 were held for trust companies. 

During the last fiscal year this department received from 8. G. 
Austin, receiver of the late Commercial Bank of Buffalo, the sum of 
$19,903.40, being the amount paid on two judgments against 
Rawdon and Groesbeck, under an agreement made with said receiver 
by Hon. H. H. Van Dyck, late superintendent of this department. 
On the 20th day of December last, the superintendent paid over to the 
State treasurer the sum of $20,453.54, being the amount so received 
as stated above, with the interest thereon, since it was paid over to this 
department. Tor the state of the account with the treasurer, after 
paying over this fund, see explanatory note at foot of table No. 10. 

The Bank of Trumansburg failed during the last fiscal year, and 
passed into the hands of a receiver. 

For a fuller exposition of the condition of each bank and of this 
department, reference is made to the tables accompanying this report. 

Lhe names of the clerks employed, and the salaries paid at the 
date of this report, will be found in table No. 11, the salaries being 
fixed at the amount named, and without the additional legislative 
percentage allowed to deputies and clerks in other departments.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK, 
JANUARY 27, 1870. 


Or tHE Powrrs AND Dotiks oF THE SPEAKER. 


Fiule 1. The speaker shall take the chair each day at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned. He shall call to order, and, 
except in the absence of a quorum, shall proceed to business in the 
manner prescribed by these rules. 

Rule 2. He shall possess the powers and perform the duties herein 
prescribed, viz. : 

1. He shall preserve order and decorum. 

2. He shall decide all questions of order, subject to appeal to the 
House. On every appeal he shall have the right, in his place, to 
assign his reasons for his decision. 

3. He shall appoint all committees, except where the House shall 
otherwise order. 

4. He may substitute any member to perform the duties of the 
chair for a period not exceeding two consecutive legislative days, but 
for no longer period, except by special consent of the House. 

5. When the House shall be ready to go into committee of the 
whole, he shall name a chairman to preside therein. 

6. He shall certify the passage of all bills by the House, with the 
date thereof, together with the fact whether passed as a majority, 
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three-fifths or two-thirds bills, as required either by the Constitution. 
or laws of this State. 

7. He shall designate the persons who shall act as reporters for the 
public press, not exceeding twenty-five in number; but no reporter 
shall be admitted to the floor who is not an authorized representative 
of a daily paper. “Such reporters, so appointed, shall be entitled 
to such seats as the speaker shall designate, and shall have the right 
to pass to and from such seats in entering and leaving the Assembly 
chamber.” 

Or tHE OrpER oF business. 

Rule 3. The first business of each day’s session shall be the read- 
ing of the journal of the preceding day, and the correction of any 
errors that may be found to exist therein. After which, except on 
days and at times set apart for the consideration of general or special 
orders, the order of business, which shall not be departed trom, 
except by a unanimous consent of the House, shall be as follows, viz. : 

1. ee presentation of petitions by counties in alphabetical 
order. 


2. Resolutions to refer bills provided for by rule 40, to the 
“sub-committee of the whole.” 


3. Reports of standing committees, in the order in which said 
committees are enumerated in rule 15. 

4, Reports of select committees. 

5. Third reading of bills. | 

6. Introduction of bills by counties in alphabetical order. 

7. Motions and resolutions to be called by counties, commencing 
with the county last in alphabetical order. 

8. Unfinished business of the general orders. 

9. Special orders of the day. 


10. General orders of the day. 

Messages from the Governor, communications from State 
officers, messages from the Senate, and reports from the 
Committee on Engrossed Bills and Public Printing may 
be received under any order of buisness. 


Or tHE Ricuts AND Duties or MEMBERS. 


Rule 4. Petitions, memorials, and any other papers addressed to 
the House, shall be presented by the speaker, or by any member in 
his place. 

fiule 5. Every member presenting a paper shall indorse the same; 
if a petition, memorial or report to the Legislature, with a brief 
statement of its subject or contents, adding his name; if a notice or 
resolution, with his name; if a report of a committee, a statement of 
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such report, with the name of the coinmittee and members making 
the same; if a bill, a statement of its title, with his name. 

Rule 6. Every member who shall be within the bar of the House 
when a question is stated from the chair, shall vote thereon, unless 
he be excused by the House, or unless he be directly interested in 
the question. Nomember shall be obliged to vote on any question 
unless within the bar when his name is called. The bar of the 
House shall be deemed to include the body of the Assembly chamber. 

Rule 7. Any member requesting to be excused from voting, may 
make, when his name is called, or immediately after the roll shall 
have been called, and before the result shall be announced, a brief 
statement of the reasons for making such request, not exceeding five 
minutes in time, and the House without debate shall decide if it will 
grant such request; but nothing in this rule contained shall abridge 
the right of any member to record his vote on any question previous 
to the announcement of the result. 


Or OrpgR and Decorum. 


Rule 8. No member rising to debate, to give a notice, make a 
motion or report, or to present a petition or other paper shall proceed 
until he shall have addressed the speaker, and have been recognized 
by him. 

Rule 9. While a member is speaking, no member shall entertain 
any private discourse, or pass between him and the chair. 

Pule 10. While the speaker is putting a question, or a count is 
being had, no member shall speak or leave his place. 

Rule 11. When a motion to adjourn is carried, the members and 
officers shall keep their seats and places until the speaker declares the 
House adjourned. 

Or Orper tn Depart. 


Rule 12. No member shall speak more than once to the same 
general question, without leave of the House, until every member 
desiring to speak on the question pending shall have spoken. 

Rule 13. If any member, speaking, transgress the rules of the © 
House, the speaker shall, or any member may, call to order ; in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, and 
shall not rise, unless to explain or proceed in order. 

Rule 14. All questions relating to the priority of business, that is, 
the priority of one question or subject-matter over another, under the 
same order of business, shall be decided without debate. 
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Or CoMMITTEES AND THEIR DotTIEs. 


ule 15. The standing committees shall consist (except as herein 
specified) of seven members each as follows:

2. Judiciary, to consist of nine members. 
3. Affairs of cities, to consist of nine members.

5. Commerce and navigation, to consist of nine members.

8. Claims, to consist of nine members. 
9. Roads and bridges, to consist of nine members. 
10. Affairs of villages, ‘to consist of nine members. 
11. Internal, affairs to consist of nine members. 
12. Charitable and + eligious societies, to consist of nine riehimeree 
13. Public printing to consist of nine members. 
14. Banks, to consist of nine members. 
15. Trade and manufactures. 
16. Militia, to consist of nine members. 
17. Agriculture. 
18. State prisons. 
19. Public education, to consist of nine members.

Rule 16. It shall be the duty of each of the several committees to 
inquire into the matter indicated by its name, and to report thereon 
to the House any information, and any bill or resolution which it 
may deem conducive to the public good. 

fule17. It shall be the duty of the committee on ways and means 
to examine into all the departments of the government, whether 
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executive, legislative, judicial or otherwise, where salaries or emolu- 
ments are given; to examine, ascertain and report to the House what 
officers can be dispensed with, and what salaries or emoluments can 
be reduced, and how far consistent with the public good; and to 
take such action in regard to section eight of article seven of the 
Constitution of this State as may be requisite. 

fule 18. It shall be the duty of the committee on two-thirds and 
three-fifths bills to carefully examine all bills coming within the 
ninth section of the first article, and the fourteenth section of article 
seven of the Constitution of this State; and when any bill shall have 
passed in committee of the whole House, on which the speaker may 
entertain doubts whether it comes within the provisions of either of 
the said sections, it shall be referred to the said committee to examine 
and report thereon, before the question on the final passage shall be 
taken. 

Rule 19. The committee on engrossed bills shall carefully examine, 
in the order in which they shall be directed by the House to be 
engrossed for a third reading, all bills so engrossed, and see that the 
same are correctly engrossed, and they shall report the same in like 
order to the House before they are read the third time. 

Rule 20. It shall be the duty of the committee on public printing 
to examine and report on all questions of printing referred to them ; 
to examine from time to time, and ascertain whether the prices 
charged for printing are in conformity to the contract therefor, and 
whether it is done in conformity to the orders of the House and 
without unreasonable delay ; to ascertain and report what number 
of copies ought usually to be printed, and how distributed; and to 
report to the House, from time to time, any measures they may deem 
useful for the economical and proper management of the public 
printing. | 

ftule 21. It shall be the duty of the committee on expenditures 
of the House, and in the executive department, severally to inquire 
into the said expenditures, and whether the same have been made in 
conformity to law, and whether proper vouchers exist for the same, 
and whether the funds provided for the purpose are economically 
applied, and to report, from time to time, such provisions, laws and 
regulations as may conduce to economy, and to secure the faithful 
disbursement of the moneys appropriated by law. 

ftule 22. All. petitions, memorials and bills, relating to claims 
upon the State, arising from the construction or operation of the

eanals, shall be referred to the standing committee upon claims for 
examination and report; and said committee shall not consider any 
such petition, memorial or bill, unless it shall be accompanied by a 
bill of particulars, setting forth the items upon which the claim is 
based, and the name or names of the bona fide owner thereof, and 
which shall be verified by the aftidavit of the claimant; and no 
report of said committee shall be received unless accompanied by a 
written statement embodying the items of such claim, and a copy of 
the afiidavit verifying the same, and the reasons for the conclusions 
of the committee thereon. 

Lule 23: No papers now on files of this House, which have been 
reported upon adversely by a Committee on Claims, shall be taken 
therefrom, unless the claimant shall present a petition stating in 
what manner the committee have erred in their report, or that new 
evidence has been discovered since the report, and setting forth the 
new evidence in the petition. 


Or tHE GENERAL ORDERS AND SPECIAL ORDERS. 


Rule 24. The matters referred to the committee of the whole 
House shall constitute the general orders, and their titles shall be 
recorded in a calendar, kept for that purpose by the clerk, in the - 
order in which they shall be reterred severally. 

Rule 25. The business of the general orders.shall be taken up in 
the following manner, viz.: The clerk shall announce the title of 
each bill or other matter, as it shall be reached in its order; where- 
upon it shall be taken up on the call of any member, without the 
putting of a question therefor; but if not so moved, it shall lose its 
precedence for the day. And whenever three bills have been thus 
moved, the House shall go into committee of the whole upon them 
without further order. But no bill or other matter shall be taken 
out of its order, except by vote of two-thirds of the members 
present, nor shall any unprinted bill be taken up unless by order of 
the House, on one day’s notice thereof. 

Rule 26. Tuesday and Thursday of each week shall be set apart 
especially for the consideration of the general orders; but they may 
be considered on any other day when reached in their order. 

Rule 27. Each member shall be furnished daily with a printed 
list of the general orders, which shall be kept on his files by the 
sergeant-at-arms, in the same manner as other printed documents. 

Rule 28. Any matter may be made a special order for any par- 
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ticular day, by the assent of two-thirds of the members present. 
But it shall not be in order to make any matter a special order from 
day to-day ; and no more than three bills or other matters shall be 
made the special order for the same day. No special order shall be 
postponed or rescinded, except by a vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 


Or tHE CoMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Lule 29. The same rules shall be observed in committee of the 
whole as in the House, so far as the same are applicable, except that 
the previous question shall not apply ; nor shall the number of times 
a member may speak be limited, and except that the yeas and nays 
shall not be taken. | 

fule 30. A motion to rise and report progress shall be in piel at 
any stage, and shall be decided without debate. 

Fule 31. Bills and other matters shall be considered in committee 
of the whole in the following manner, viz.: They shall be first 
read through, if the committee so direct; otherwise they shall be 
read and considered by sections, leaving the title to be last con- 
sidered. All amendments, in their proper connection, shall be 
reported to the House by the chairman. 

Rule 32. If at any time when in committee of the whole House, 
it be ascertained that there is no quorum, the chairman shall imme- 
diately report that fact to the speaker. 


Or BrIuxs. 


Rule 33. No bill shall be introduced in the House, except in one 
of the following modes, viz. : 
1. Under the order of introduction of bills by counties, in alpha- 
betical order. 
2. By unanimous consent of the House. 
3. By report of a committee. 
4, By order of the House. 
5. By message from the Senate. 


Rule 34. No private bill shall be introduced but upon a memorial 
or petition presented to the House and signed by the party or parties 
praying for the passage of the same, except by order of the House. 

Rule 35. The title of all bills introduced shall state concisely the 
subject-matter of such bills. 

Rule 36. Every message from the Senate, communicating any bill 
for the concurrence of the House, shall, with the accompanying 
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documents, if any, be referred to a standing or select committee to 
consider and report thereon, and every such message, communicating 
an amendment, shall take a like reference, except the House shall 
otherwise order. 

Rule 37. All bills whether introduced in the House or communi- 
cated by message from the Senate, shall, after their second reading, 
be referred to a standing or select committee, to consider and report 
thereon. Such committee may report any bill, either with or with- 
out amendments, or they may report against the same. All bills 
favorably reported shall, if the report be agreed to, be committed to 
the committee of the whole; but where a bill has been reported 
adversely, and such report shall be agreed to by the House, it shall 
not ge upon the general orders, but shall be considered as rejected. 

fiule 38. Bills reported by the committee of the whole shall be 
subject to debate before the question to agree with the committee in 
their report is put; but such amendments only shall be in order as 
were offered in committee of the whole. And where a bill shall be 
reported by the committee of the whole, with the enacting clause 
stricken out, and the report shall be agreed to by the House, it shall 
be considered as rejected. 

ftule 39. Every bill shall receive three separate readings previous 
to its final passage and the third reading shall be on a day subsequent 
to that on which the bill passed in committee of the whole, unless 
the House, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, shall 
direct otherwise. | 

Lule 40. Bills printed and upon the general orders may be referred 
to the sub-committee of the whole by resolution in writing, reciting 
the number of the bill and its title in full. But there shall not be 
referred to such committee : 

1. Any bill which makes any appropriation from, or which may 
create any charge upon, the State treasury. 

2. Which authorizes or imposes any State tax, or which exempts 
or releases any property from taxation. 

3. Which grants or amends any franchise to any individual or 
individuals, corporation or corperations. 

4. Which releases or conveys the interest of the State in any 
property except escheats. | 

5. Which grants a charter to, or alters, amends or repeals the 

charter of, any savings bank or insurance company. 
Which alters or amends or repeals any of the general statutes 


for the formation or government of any corporation or 
corporations. 


or 
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7. Which alters, amends or repeals the charter of any railroad, 
plankroad or turnpike: road conrpany, or of any private 
corporation, or which removes any restriction from any such 
company, or increases or decreases the fare or compensation 
for traveling on the road or roads of any such company. 

8. Which alters or amends the charters of the cities of New 
York, Brooklyn, Buffalo or Albany. 


No other bill shall be ordered to a third reading until it has been 
considered in the committee of the whole; nor shall it be in order 
to refer any bill to a standing committee to report complete without 
the vote of two-thirds of the members present. The sub-committee 
of the whole shall possess the same power in relation to the bills 
referred to them, and (except as hereinafter provided) be governed 
by the same rules in relation thereto, as the committee of the whole 
Honse in relation to the bills upon the general orders; and their 
report upon such bills, so referred to them, shall be the same in form 
and effect, except as hereinafter provided, as the report of the com- 
mittee of the whole House. The said sub-committee of the whole 
shall take no action upon any bill except at a regular meeting of the 
committee, a majority of the members thereof being present and 
necessary to constitute a quorum. The yeas and nays shall be taken 
in said committee upon every proposition to report any bill to the 
House, and an affirmative vote of a majority of the committee shall 
be necessary for that purpose. 

A journal shall be kept of the proceedings of the committee by 
the clerk thereof, including a record of the vote upon every proposi- 
tion to report any bill, and shall be submitted to the House with 
every report that shall be made by such committee, and such report 
shall lie on the table one day and be printed. 

The question of agreeing to said report shall not be taken until 
such report shall have been printed and placed upon the files of the 
members of the House. 

The question of agreeing to such report shall be taken separately 
upon each bill so reported by such committee. 

All amendments made to the bill by said committee shall be read 
to the House by the clerk previous to taking the vote upon such 
question of agreement. 

Any bill so reported favorably by said committee may again be 
referred to the committee of the whole for consideration, upon the 
demand of forty-five members of the House, made at any time before’ 
the third reading of such bill is completed. 
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The clerk of the House shall act as the clerk of such committee. 


Rule 41. All bills shall"be engrossed in the order which they have 
been directed by the House to be engrossed, and, to avoid delay in 
engrossing, the clerk shall employ such assistance as he may deem 
necessary. 

Rule 42. No bill originating in the Assembly shall be put upon 
its third reading until it shall have been reported by the committee 
on engrossed bills as correctly engrossed unless by unanimous con- 
sent. Nor shall any bill be read the last time, unless it shall have 
been once printed, without the consent of two-thirds of the members 
present. 

Rule 43. The third reading of bills shall take place in the order 
in which they have been ordered to a third reading, unless the 
House, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, direct other- 
wise, or the bill to be read be laid on the table. And the question 
on the final passage of every bill shall be taken immediately after 
such third reading, and without debate. 

Rule 44. The same vote that would be required to pass any bill 
shall be requisite to carry a reconsideration thereof. But the final 
vote upon the passage of any bill creating, continuing or renewing 
any incorporation otherwise than municipal, shall not be reconsidered 
whenever such bill shall be rejected on its last reading. 

Rule 45. A register shall be kept by the clerk of all bills intro- 
duced in the House, or transmitted for concurrence from the Senate, 
in which shall be recorded, under appropriate heads, the progress of 
all such bills, from the date of their introduction to the time of their 
transmission, if Assembly bills, to the Governor, or if Senate bills, 
their return to the Senate. 


On Motions AND THEIR PRECEDENCE. 


Rule 46. When a question shall be under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except as herein specified, which motions shall have 
precedence in the order stated, viz. : 


. For anadjournment of the House. 

. A call of the House. 

For the previous question. 

. To lay on the table. 

To postpone indefinitely 

. To postpone to a certain day. 

. To go into committee of the whole on the pending subject 
immediately. 
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8. To commit to a committee of the whole. 
9. To commit to a standing committee. 

10. To commit to a select committee. 

11. To amend. 

Rule 47. The motion to adjourn for the day and to lay on the table, 
shall be decided withont amendment or debate. The several motions 
to postpone or commit shall preclude all debate of the main question. 

Rule 48. Every motion or resolution shall be first stated by the 
speaker, or read by the clerk, before debate and immediately before 
putting the question. And every motion except those specified in 
subdivisions one to ten inclusive, of the forty-sixth rule, shall be 
reduced to writing, if the speaker or any member desire it. | 

Rule 49, After a motion shall be stated by the speaker, it shall be 
deemed in the possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at 
any time before it shall be decided or amended. 

ftule 50. The motion to adjourn and to take a recess for the day 
shall always be in order. 

Rule 51. No motion for reconsideration of any vote shall be in 
order, unless on the same day, or the following legislative day to that 
on which the decision proposed to be reconsidered took place, except 
bills returned by the Governor for correction ; nor unless a member 
who voted inthe majority thereon shall move such reconsideration. 

A motion for reconsideration being put and lost, shall not be 
renewed; nor shall any subject or vote be a second time reconsidered 
without unanimous consent. 


Or RESOLUTIONS. 


Fule 52. The following classes of resolutions shall lie over one 
day for consideration, after which they may be called up, as of course, 
under their appropriate order of business. 


1. All concurrent resolutions. 

2. Resolutions containing calls for information on the executive 
department. 

8. Resolutions giving rise to debate, except such as relate to the 
disposition of matters immediately before the House, such 
as relate to the business of the day on which they are offered, 
and such as relate to adjournment or taking a recess fow the 
day. 

Rule 53. Allyresolutions for printing extra copies of documents 


shall be referred to the committee on printing, who shall report on 
each resolution within seven days after such reference. 
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Rule 54. All other resolutions calling for or leading to expendi- 
tures for the use of the lesgislature, shall be referred to, and reported 
on, by the committee on the expenditures of the House, unless the 
House shall designate some other committee. 


Or THE PReEvious QUESTION. 


Rule 55. The ‘ previous question ” shall be as follows: ‘ Shall 
the main question be now put?” and until it is decided shall preclude 
all amendments or debate. When, on taking the previous question, 
the House shall decide that the main question shall now be put} the 
main question shall be considered as still remaining under debate. 
The “ main question ” shall be on the passage of the bill, resolution 
or other matter under consideration; but when amendments are 
pending, the question shall first be taken upon such amendments in 
their order; and when amendments have been adopted in committee 
of the whole, and not acted on in the House, the question shall be 
taken upon such amendments in like order, and, if the previous ques- 
tion has been ordered, without further debate or amendment.

ftule 56. Theuse of the Assembly chamber may be granted to the 
State Agricultural Society, the State Medical Society, and such other 
societies as are required by Jaw to report to the’ Legislature.

entertained without the unanimous consent of the House. 

Rule 57. The following classes of persons, and no others, may be 
admitted to the floor of the House during the session thereof, viz. :

. The members of the Senate. 
. The State officers. 
The Regents of the University. 
. The Capitol Commissioners. 
. Persons in the exercise of an official duty. 


. The reporters for the press. (See subdivision 7 of rule 2.) 
. Ex-speakers of the Assembly.

MisceLLANEous PRovIsIONS. 


Lule 58. In all cases of the absence of a quorum during the 
session of the house, the members present may take such measures 
as they shall deem necessary to secure the presence of a quorum, and 
may inflict such censure or pecuniary penalty as they may deem just, 
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on those who, on being called on for that purpose, shall render no 
sufficient excuse for their absence. 

Rule 59. When the House shall be equally divided on any ques- 
tion, including the speaker’s vote, the question shall be deemed to 
be lost. 

tule 60. If any question contains several distinct propositions, it 
shall be divided by the chair, at the request of any member,’ but a 
motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

ftule 61. In all cases where a bill, order, motion, or resolution 
shall be entered on the journal, the name of the member introducing 
or moving the same, shall also be entered on the journal. 

Ffiule 62. The yeas and nays may be taken on any question when- 
ever so required by any ten members (unless a division by yeas and 
nays be already pending), and when so taken shall be entered on the 
journal. 

Rule 63. The journal of each day’s proceedings of the House shall 
be printed, so that it shall be laid on the tables of members within 
two days after its approval, and the sergeant-at-arms shall cause the 
printed journals to be kept on files in the same manner as other 
printed documents. 

Rule 64. No reporter for the Assembly, who has an appointment 
as reporter in the Senate, shall receive any order for stationery from 
the clerk of the Assembly. 

Rule 65. No standing rule or order of the House shall be changed, 
suspended or rescinded unless one day’s notice shall have been given ~ 
of the motion therefor, nor shall such change be made unless by a 
vote of a majority of all the members elected to the Assembly. But 
such notice shall not be necessary on the last day of the session. 
The notice and motion shall in all cases state especially the object 
of the suspension, and every case of suspension of a rule under such 
notice and motion shall be held to apply only to the object specified 
therein. Nor shall the forty-second rule, so far as it applies to two- 
thirds bills, be altered, rescinded or suspended, unless two-thirds of 
all the members elected to the House agree to such alteration, 
rescinding or suspension. 

Rule 66. The following committees of the House are authorized 
to employ one clerk each: Ways and means, judiciary, commerce 
and navigation, canals, railroads, insurance, claims, internal affairs, 
affairs of cities, trade and manufactures, militia, public education, 
charitable and religious societies, roads and bridges, affairs of 
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villages, banks, and public printing; and the following one clerk 
jointly, viz.: Grievances and joint library, petitions of aliens and 
manufacture of salt. The clerk of the Assembly shall appoint a 
clerk and an assistant clerk for the committee on engrossed bills, 
who shall, before entering upon the discharge of their duties, make 
and file in the office of the Secretary of State the constitutional oath 
of office. No clerk shall be appointed for any other committee, 
except by the unanimous request of such committee in writing ate 
the approval of the speaker. 

ftule 67. No persons, except members of the Legislature and the 
officers thereof, shall be permitted within the clerk’s desk, or the 
rooms set apart for the use of the clerk, during the session of the 
House. 

fule 68. Whenever any person shall be brought before the bar of 
the House, for adjudged breach of its privileges, no debate shall be 
in order, but the speaker shall proceed to execute the judgment of 
the House without delay or debate. 

Rule 69. No more than sixteen pages shall be allowed upon the 
floor of the Assembly chamber at any one time. Each page shall 
be furnished with a numbered badge, and shall occupy a seat corres- 
ponding with his number, to be provided and designated by the 
sergeant-at-arms, who shall also select one of his assistants, whose 
sole duty it shall be to take charge of said pages and see that this 
rule of the Assembly is not violated.

JOINT RULES 


OF THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF 
NEW YORK, ADOPTED JANUARY 7, 1868. 


Rule 1. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers in which 
any bill or resolution shall be founded. 

Rule 2. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one 
House shall be rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to 
the House in which the same may have passed. 

fule 38. Messages from one House to the other shall be communi- 
eated by their clerks respectively, unless the House transmitting the 
message shall specially direct otherwise. 

fule 4. It shall be in the power of either House to amend any 
amendment made by the other to any bill or resolution. 

Lule 5. In every case of difference between the two Houses, upon 
any subject of legislation, either House may request a conference, 
and appoint a committee for that purpose, and the other shall also 
appoint a committee to confer. The committee shall meet at such 
hour and place as shall be appointed by the chairman of the commit- 
tee on the part of the House requesting such conference. The con- 
ferees shall state to each other verbally, or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Houses, and confer freely 
thereon. The committee shall report in wreteng, and shall be 
authorized to report such modifications or amendments as they think 
advisable. But no committee on conference shall consider or report 
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on any matters except those directly at issue between the two Houses. 
The papers shall be left with the conferees of the House assenting to 
such conference, and they shall present the report of the committee 
to their House. When such House shall have acted thereon, they 
shall transmit the same, and the papers relating thereto, to the other, 
with a message certifying its action thereon. 

ule 6. It shall be in order for either House to recede from any 
subject-matter of difference subsisting between the two Houses at any 
time previous to conference, whether the papers on which such differ- 
ence arose are before the House receding, formally or informally ; and 
on such vote to recede, the same number shall be required to constitute 
aquorum to act thereon, and to assent to such receding, as was 
required on the original question out of which the difference arose. 

ftule 7. After each House shall have adhered to their disagree- 
ment, the bill which is the subject of difference shall be deemed lost, 
and shall not be again revived during the same session in either 
House. 

Rule 8. Ajl joint committees of the two Houses, and all commit- 
tees of conference, shall consist of three senators and five members 
of Assembly, unless otherwise specially ordered by concurrent reso- 
lution. 

Rule 9. No bill which shall have passed one House shall have its 
final reading in the other in less than two days thereafter, without the 
consent of two-thirds of the members thereof present ; and whenever 
ten or more bills shall be in readiness for final reading in either House, 
such House shall forthwith proceed to the final reading of such bills, 
under the order of ‘third reading of bills, and continue the same 
from day to day, until all such bills” then in readiness for final read- 
ing shall have been read, unless this order of business shall, by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members present, be suspended or laid on 
the table. All such bills shall have their last reading in each House 
in the order in which the same shall have been ordered to a final 
reading in such House, unless the bill to be read be laid on the table. 
In all cases where a bill shall be so ordered to lie on the table, it shall 
retain its place in the order of the final reading of bills, but shall not 
be called up for consideration unless by a vote of a majority of the 
members present. 

Rule 10. The same bill shall not, specially or by name, create, 
renew or continue more than one incorporation, nor contain any 
provisions in relation to the altering of more than one incorporation 
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by name; but this rule shall not be construed to apply to corporations 
to be formed under general laws according to the eighth article of the 
Constitution, nor to bills for consolidating eorporations. After any 
bill has been reported by a committee, no amendment shall be made 
thereto which introduces an entirely new and different subject-matter 
from the subject-matter of the bill reported. 

Rule 11. Whenever there shall be an election of officers by the 
joint action of the two Houses, the result shall be certified by the 
president of the Senate and speaker of the Assembly, and shall be 
reported by the presiding officer of each House to their respective 
Houses, and be entered on the journals of each, and shall be com- 
municated to the Governor by the clerks of the two Houses. 

fule 12. There shall be printed, of course, and without order, 
389 copies of all original bills reported by committees of either 
House; and 800 copies of all messages from the Governor (except 
messages certifying his approval of bills), all reports of standing or 
select committees, and all reports or communications made in pur- 
suance of law ; and 796 copies of the journal of each Honse, which 
number shall be denominated the usual number. 

fiule 13.. Neither House shall order the printing or purchasing 
of books for the use of members or for distribution, except by joint 
resolution upon which the ayes and noes shall be called, and which 
must receive the votes of a majority of each House; and no print- 
ing shall be done, by order of either House, which is not embraced 
in the contract for doing the public printing. Whenever either 
House shall order more than the usual number of any message or 
document, the fact shall be communicated immediately by message to 
the other. Whenever extra copies of any document shall be ordered 
printed, the printer shall be authorized and required to deliver to the 
trustees of the State Library at least five copies in addition to the 
number so ordered, for the use of the said library; and whenever 
more than 500 copies are so ordered, the printer shall in like manner 
furnish five additional copies for each 500, for the purpose of literary 
exchanges. 

Rule 14. When the same document shall by separate orders be 
directed to be printed by both Houses, it shall be regarded as but 
one order, unless otherwise expressly directed by either House. 

Rule 15. In the distribution of documents, the Governor and State 
officers shall each have the same number as each of the members; 
and a specified number may be added for any committee, officer, or 
author of a document. 
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Rule 16. The sergeant-at-arms of each House shall receive from 
the printer all matter ordered by the respective Houses, and shall 
keep a book and enter therein the time of reception by him of every 
such bill or document, and the number of copies received, and shall 
cause each and any of such bill or document to be immediately placed. 
on the desks of the members. , 

Rule 17. There shall be printed three hundred and eighty-nine 
bills, and distributed as follows:

Rule 19. The supply bill and the annual appropriation bill shall 
be reported by the fifteenth day of March, and printed immediately 
thereafter, and made the special order for the twenty-fifth day of 
March, or some day prior thereto, immediately after the reading of 
the journal. 

Rule 20. No bill introduced after the fifteenth day of March in 
either House shall have its final reading in either House until 
all bills previously introduced in either, and sent from one House 
to the other House for concurrence and ready for third reading, 
shall be disposed of, unless by unanimous consent, except the 
supply bill and the annual appropriation bill; and the clerk of 
each House shall note on each engrossed bill the day on which it 
was introduced and the day on which it was received from the other 
House, and shall announce such facts when the same is proposed 
to be read a third time. 

Rule 21. When a bill, originated in the Senate or Assembly, shall 
have been lost in either House, neither the same, nor any other 
bill on the same subject, and containing similar provisions, shall be 
subsequently introduced into the Senate or Assembly during the 
same session, unless by unanimous consent.

Srr.— Your communication, with inclosures of August 31st, was 
duly received and acted upon. 

The bill rendered Messrs. Charles H. Marshall & Co., in behalf of 
the ‘‘ Quarantine Department,” as well as the act of receiving small- 
pox patients in the quarantine hospitals, on which account it was 
incurred, was without our knowledge or consultation. 

The rate of charges of that particular bill, however, was the same 
as fixed by our predecessors in office, and continued by us, as but 
fairly remunerative of the State for expenses incurred, namely, three: 
dollars per day for each hospital patient. But owing to the peculiar 
circumstances attending this case, the care of small-pox patients, pro- 
vided for under statute by the Commissioners of Emigration, without 
any such extraordinary expense, the exaction seemed to be especially 
burdensome and entitled to mitigation. | 

The charges in the bill to the Health Officer’s Department, except 
for fumigation and vaccination, although, as we are informed, accord- 
ing to custom, have never received our sanction. On the whole, the 
bills against the “ W. F. Storer” and owners, were reduced two-thirds, 
and settled to the entire satisfaction of Messrs. Charles H. Mar- 
shall & Co. 

On the receipt of your Excellency’s communication, the health 
officer was requested by the board to submit a statement of the cir- 
cumstance attending his reception of small-pox patients in the qua- 
rantine hospitals. His statement is herewith transmitted.

Answer of the Health Officer. 


Heatran OFrricer’s DEPARTMENT, QUARANTINE, 
TomPKINSVILLE, 8. I., September 19th, 1871. 


To the President and Board of Commissioners of Quarantine. 


GENTLEMEN.—I have been advised that a complaint made by Messrs. 
Chas. H. Marshall & Co. to his Excellency the Governor, respecting 
certain bills rendered by this department against the ship “ Wm. F. 
Storer,” has been referred to you for investigation. 

In the letter of the Governor to these gentlemen in answer to this 
complaint, he called their attention to the fact that the law has con- 
stituted you an appellate tribunal to hear and decide appeals from the | 
acts and decisions of the health officer, and in view of that fact, His 
Iixcellency very properly suggested that if they felt aggrieved by any 
act of mine, they could seek redress from this tribunal. 

From this suggestion, I assume that if Messrs. Marshall & Co. 
desired you to proceed to a legal investigation of their alleged griev- 
ances, they would take an appeal in the mode prescribed by statute. 
No such appeal has been taken and therefore no jurisdiction has been 
conferred upon you to make an investigation which can bind either 
them or myself. Hence I do not see that [am ealled upon to submit 
a formal answer to this complaint. 

Nevertheless, as the communication of his Excellency to your board 
in substance requests you to inquire into the grounds of the complaint, 
I beg leave to submit to you the following facts and suggestions: 

1st. As to so much of the complaint as relates to the bill for the 
care and maintenance of the sick in the West Bank hospital, amount- 
ing to $2,193, and which constitutes the greater part of the claim, it 
is perhaps sufficient for me to say that I have no personal interest in 
it, as no part of the amount due is coming to me. If paid, it goes to 
reimburse the State for the expenses incurred by her in fitting up 
and maintaining the hospital in which the sick were received and 
provided for. I may properly add, however, in answer to the charge 
that it is exorbitant, that the rate per diem charged in the bill is that 
which was fixed by your predecessors in office and has been uniformly 
collected for nearly eight years past. 

2d. The justice and propriety of the other charges complained 
of, amounting to $747, can best be determined after a knowledge of 
all the facts. Such of them as are given in the complaint in ques- 
tion are grossly perverted, while others are suppressed, thus pre- 
senting a very different case from that which really existed. 

The ship “ William F. Storer,” arrived in this port on the 21st of 
April last, from Liverpool, with 274 steerage passengers. At this 
time small-pox, in an epidemic form, was raging in Europe. Her 
voyage occupied forty-six days, during which time seven deaths 
occurred on board. Several of the passengers were also sick with 
small-pox on arrival, some of whom were apparently convalescent. 
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Two of them, however, were so sick that they were at once sent to 
the small-pox hospital, on Blackwell’s Island, and the rest of the 
passengers, and the crew were vaccinated, and the vessel was four 
times fumigated. Notwithstanding this, new cases occurred at inter- 
vals, until the number of sick reached thirty-three, all of whom, 
were, from time to time transferred to the hospital on West Bank ; 
the hospital on Blackwell’s Island being then too much crowded to 
admit of the reception of any more patients. As some of the sick 
were children, their mothers were allowed to accompany them, so 
that the number actually admitted to the hospital from the vessel, 
reached forty-two in all. Out of the number thus removed seven 
died, being about one-fifth of the whole number, thus showing that 
the disease was of the most malignant character. The dead were 
taken in boats to Seguine’s Point, a distance of about six miles, and 
buried. As fast as the sick convalesced, so that they could be 
removed with safety, they were transferred to the city. From the 
nature of the case, all could not be removed at the same time, and 
the steamers used for the purpose necessarily made nine or ten 
separate trips to effect such removal. Eight separate trips were also 
made by the steamers in removing the forty-two persons to the hospital. 

These are the facts in regard to this ship and her passengers, as 
can be abundantly shown by the records and employes of my 
department; and yet Messrs. Marshall & Co. would have you believe 
that the sickness on board their vessel was of a mild type, and that 
unnecessary and oppressive measures were resorted to by me in this 
case to protect the health of the city. Under the law, this vessel 
was liable to a detention of thirty days after arrival, and twenty 
days after the discharge of her cargo in quarantine. Yet, with all 
this sickness among her passengers, I allowed her to proceed after a 
detention of only twenty-one days, and without the discharge of her 
cargo. Can any one say in view of these facts that I exercised my 
powers oppressively ? . 

They gravely charge that the new cases arose mainly from the 
fact that the well passengers were kept on board of the ship, con- 
fined between decks, thus implying first, that I was guilty of a 
neglect of duty in not removing them from the vessel, and secondly, 
that I caused them to be confined between the decks of the ship in 
which they arrived. Why the well were not removed, I scarcely 
need stop to explain to you who are the custodians of the quaran- 
tine establishment, and who so well know that no place has yet been 
provided by the State for the detention of persons under quarantine 
who have been exposed to disease, but are not actually sick. And as 
to the confinement of the passengers between the decks of the vessel 
it is sufficient to say that if such was the fact, the officers of the ves- 
sel are alone responsible. I never in any respect directed or author- 
ized their confinement between the decks. 

Now, bearing in mind the above facts, and also the fact that small- 
pox was the loathsome disease which was to be encountered in the 
fumigation of the ship, the transfer of the sick and the burial of the 
dead, I invite your attention to the several items in the bill from my 
office of which those gentlemen complain.

The first is a charge of fifty dollars for fumigation. The price for 
each fumigation of a ship was fixed by your predecessors in office at 
twenty-five dollars as early as 1864, and has remained unchanged 
since that time.. This ship was fumigated four times, on different dates, 
and yet only fifty dollars is charged for the service, being only halt 
the amount sanctioned by proper authority. I think not even Messrs. 
Marshall & Co. will question the propriety of fumigation in this case. 

The next item is the charge for the transfer of patients to the hos- 
pital. If the copy of the bill attached to the complaint is a correct 
one, it was erroneously made out, as the number of patients charged 
for is only six, whereas thirty-five were transferred. 

As I kept no copy of the bill, I am unable to state whether the one 
referred to is a correct one or not, but, be that as it may, the amount 
of the item as it appears in the bill is what was intended to be 
charged, and is much less than the sum would be at the rates usually 
allowed. Iam advised that the rates collected under the administra- 
tion, and with the sanction of your predecessors, was forty dollars for 
one or two patients, and five dollars each for every additional one 
transferred on the same trip. 

As eight trips were made in transferring the thirty-five sick, this 
item would be swelled to at least $415 had the usual rate of charges 
been adhered to. A considerable reduction was made in view of the 
large number transferred. The next item is for the expenses of 
transferring the thirty-five patients from the hospital to the city after 
they recovered. This transfer, as has been already stated, occupied 
nine or ten trips of the steamers. Had Messrs. Marshall & Co. 
chartered a tug to go to West Bank and bring away each 
patient as he recovered (and they were bound to do this), I think 
[ am fully warranted in saying that they would have been 
compelled to pay treble the amount charged in this bill. The 
two remaining items are for expenses of burial of the dead and vac- 
cination, being thirty dollars per’ each person buried, and twenty- 
five cents for each person vaccinated. I cannot believe that any repu- 
table merchant will seriously question the propriety of these charges, 
for it must be manifest to any one, that they are scarcely above a 
nominal rate and are so low that they cannot cover the actual expense 
incurred. 

Thirty dollars was the rate fixed for burial, as early as 1864, and 
it has remained unchanged since then. Let any one who deems the 
charge extravagant purchase the cheapest coffin he can find, go to 
the West Bank and employ assistance to take the body of a person 
who has died with small-pox, and transport it from there, six miles 
across the water, to Seguine’s Point, and bury it, and then see if he 
is not out of pocket, considerbly more than this sum. 

Believing that the facts above given, furnish material for a com- 
plete and satisfactory answer to this entire complaint, so far as I am 
concerned, they are submitted for your information.

To the Commissioners of Quarantine, 
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In compliance with your Excellency’s further desire that we should 
also inquire generally into any alleged existing abuses, hear patiently 
all complaints offered, etc., we have done so, and respectfully submit 
for your Excellency’s consideration, as follows: 

Ist, Lighterage. When the present board of commissioners came 
into office, this subject seemed to take precedence of all other com- 
plaints. With the view of mitigating the burdens attending it, a 
conference with a number of merchants was invited, and for a time, 
there seemed to be reasonable hope of amendment; but shortly 
thereafter, legislative action deprived the commissioners of all power 
in the premises, except as part of a special board consisting of four 
other members to fix the compensation and charges for service of all 
persons selected or licensed by the health officer. 

Nevertheless, the charges for lighterage, stevedorage, etc., were 
considerably reduced, but, unfortunately, the rates of lighterage 
charged, represent but a small part of the abuses complained of in 
this connection. Detention, in the minds of merchants means light 
erage, and the equivocal exercise of this pererogative of the health 
officer is the chief cause of complaint under this head. For, notwith- 
standing the mandates of the law, that certain vessels shall not be 
detained longer than the time requisite for due examination 
(sec. 9, chap. 358, 1863,) that merchandise, exempt from quarantine, 
shall be declared free, and admitted without unnecessary delay 
(sec. 13) and that no vessel shall be put in quarantine without a 
stated decision of the health officer, and the captain or master of the 
vessel shall be informed thereof immediately after the decision, 
(sec. 18); that the decision of the health officer, in all such cases shall 
be rendered within twenty-four hours, (sec. 15), and that he shall 
report the facts and his conclusions, and especially to report the 
number of persons sick, and the nature of the diseases with which 
they are afflicted, to the quarantine commissioners (sec. 27, 1863, as 
amended chap. 592, 1865). Itis, notwithstanding all of these explicit 
enactments, the common practice for vessels and cargoes to be indefi- 
nitely detained, or in suspense with verbal directions only, which 
are continually liable to alteration without any apparent cause, and 
no reports whatever to the commissioners. Hence we are kept in 
ignorance of the circumstance of detention, other than by general 
complaints on the part of merchants, and the lighterage of cargo 
forced upon them without orders, it may be as their only means of 
relief. :

2d, Towage, burials, transportation of persons, packages, etc. 
Merchants are well aware of the fact that the steamboats and 
employes of the quarantine establishment are furnished and paid by 
the State; and they complain that, besides the health officer’s fees, as 
fixed by statute, and, in their judgment, ample, they are constrained 
to pay him personally for the use of State property and employes. 

It seems to have been the practice for several years, at any rate it 
was so when the undersigned came into office, for the health officer, 
under the interpretation of the counsel of the commissioners at that 
time, to claim and receive compensation personally for the use of the 
quarantine boats, and the services of State paid employes. 

We are advised by our present counsel, that, since the running 
expenses of the quarantine boats and employes have been devolved 
upon the State, such charges and collections by the health officer have 
no justification in law; that the charges for such services should be 
made and received by the Commissioners of Quarantine at rates cor- 
responding to the expense incurred by the State in their exercise, and 
applied toward detraying the expenses of the establishment. 

In the present status of the employes of the establishment the 
rights of the State through the commissioners, in this regard, are 
powerless. The only remuneration allowed the State for expenses 
incurred in quarantine, under the advice of previous counsel, and 
continued in spite of us recently, because no appeals have been nade 
from this practice, is the charge of hospital sustenance, at present 
fixed at two dollars per day for each hospital patient. All other 
charges are made and collected by the health officer, and claimed as 
his perquisites. 

3d. Commissioners of Quarantine. The commissioners are com- 
plained of for not exercising powers of which they have recently 
been deprived ; and for not prohibiting abuses of which they have 
cognizance, as above designated, without appeal. 

It is hardly necessary to state that the Commissioners of Quaran- 
tine are not responsible for abuses which they are powerless to abate, 
except on special appeals, as provided by law.

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ANSWER TO CHARGES. 


Hrattra Orricer’s DEPARTMENT, 
Quarantine, 8. I., Dec. 18th, 1871. 


To His Excellency Joun T. Horrman, Governor of New York: 


Str.—Being advised in the month of September last, that a com 
plaint had been made to your Excellency by Messrs. Charles H. 
Marshall & Co., respecting certain charge for services under quaran- 
tine, and that such complaint had been referred by you to the 
Commissioners of Quarantine for investigation, I addressed them a 
communication in answer thereto, a copy of which is herewith 
inclosed. - Upon its receipt as I am advised, the commissioners 
reduced the bill to which it related, to a sum which was satisfactory 
to the complaints, and the same was paid. I am informed that such 
reduction was made in gross, on the total amount of both bills, and 
without any investigation in regard to the particular items of which 
they were composed. I deemed this an act of injustice, not only to 
myself, but to the State whose interests were in the keeping of the 
commissioners, but for the sake of harmony with them, I acquiesced 
in their action. I did so in the full expectation and belief that that 
would be the end of the matter. I heard nothing more of their 
action until the receipt of your note of the 14th instant, inclosing a 
copy of their communication of the 11th instant to you, and which 
upon its face, shows that it is not called forth by any new occurrence 
or complaint. 

I cannot withhold an expression of astonishment that a docu- 
ment so extraordinary in its character as this is, should at this 
particular time, be sent to the executive of the State. Whatever 
of grievance or of wrong which is therein specified, existed at 
the time of their action, and should there have been made the 
basis of a report to you if any was to be made. I am now informed 
that this document was prepared by the present counsel of the 
board, Mr. Sewell, under the advice and supervision of Dr. Bell, 
one of the commissioners. From him I expected no other treat- 
ment, as I have never been able to harmonize with his views, either 
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theoretically or practically. My relations with his associates have 
always been of a friendly character, and from them I certainly had a 
right to expect that they would not seek to arraign my official con- 
duct before your Excellency, without at least an opportunity of 
being heard. I assume however, that owing to the pressure of 
other engagements, they have taken the word of their associate that 
the document was a proper one, and that they therefore signed it 
without due consideration of the real import of what it states. The 
motive of Dr. Bell in causing it to be prepared, may be inferred from 
a fact which has recently come tomy knowledge, and that is, that he 
is actively canvassing among the merchants and citizens generally to 
to supplant me in the position I now occupy. 

The entire document is such a mixture of innuendo and per verted 
facts, that it is directly calculated, and, I doubt not, was directly 
intended for mischief. It is due to myself that it should be answered 
at length, and that such facts should be given, and that such references 
to the law should be made as will satisfy your Excellency, not only 
that I have not been guilty, either of violating law, shirking official 
duty, or exercising the powers of my office oppressively; but, on the 
contrary, that the authors of this communication have knowingly dis- 
torted facts and misstated the provisions of law with a view to dis- 
parage me in the estimation of your Excellency. 

The character and animus of this extraordinary document. will be 
better understood if I take up and answer its statements in detail in 
the order in which they occur. I must crave your Excellency’s | 
indulgence if I shall thereby extend the length of this reply beyond 
what may seem to be reasonable limits. 

1. The document in question states.at the outset that“ the bill 
rendered Messrs. Charles H. Marshall & Co., in behalf of the Quaran- 
tine Department, as well as the act of receiving small-pox patients in 
the quarantine hospital on which account it was incurred, was with- 
out our knowledge or consultation.” 

How far this is true the following facts will show: } 

At the time of the arrival of the ‘ William F. Storer,” the small- 
pox hospital on Blackwell’s Island was overcrowded with patients, so 
as to fearfully increase the fatality of the disease. The principal 
authorities were much embarrassed in view of the want of proper 
facilities for taking care of those sick with this disease within the 
limits of the city. On my reporting to the board of health the arri- 
val of this vessel, with a number of small-pox cases on board, they 
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urged that as the city hospitals were full, and suitable facilities 
existed for the care of the sick at the West Bank Hospital, they 
should be sent there for treatment. At this time the use of the hos- 
pital was not required for any other class of patients; and as the law 
expressly provided that when not required for the inception of yellow 
fever or cholera patients, it might be appropriated to the reception of 
persons sick with other contagious diseases (chapter 751, Laws of 
1866, § 5), I could see no objection to its being used for the reception 
of these patients. On the contrary, I deemed that not only the safety 
of the public but the welfare of the sick demanded that they should 
be sent there. The propriety of using the hospital for this purpose 
was accordingly discussed between myself and the commissioners, and 
I advised that it should be opened for the reception of the sick from 
this vessel. They expressed no dissent, and I therefore assumed that 
an act so manifestly imperative would meet their hearty concurrence. 
That it did meet their approval is evident from the fact that they 
met without hesitation all requisitions necessary for the care and 
maintenance of these patients, during the time they were there 
detained. f 

As to the bill for the expense of their maintenance, it is sufficient 
for me to say that it was made out without any suggestion from me 
by the hospital superintendent, according to the usual practice of the 
department at rates which had been established by the former board 
of commissioners and expressly mentioned by the present one. It 
was sent for collection through the usual channel of collection of 
quarantine bills, and none of it was claimed or expected by me. 

-2. It is next alleged that “the charges in the bill to the Health 
Officer’s Department, except for fumigation and vaccination, although, 
as we are informed, according to custom, have never received our 
sanction.” 

For an explanation of the nature and propriety of the charges in 
this bill, I refer your Excellency to the inclosed communication 
hereinbefore referred to. 

It is conceded that these charges were “according to custom.” I 
am informed that they were not only according to custom, but that 
they were according to rates expressly fixed by the former commis- 
sioners and sanctioned and re-established pursuant to the provisions 
of chapter 492 of the Laws of 1870. From a copy of a certificate 
made under that act and signed by all of the present commissioners, 
and now befoxe me, it appears that they expressly sanctioned these 
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charges in the following words: ‘The compensation and charges 
for all other services rendered under quarantine shall be the same.as 
heretofore fixed and allowed by the commissioners of quarantine.” 
This certificate is dated July 8th, 1870. It fixes the rates of certain 
specified services, and then uses the above general language. 

In view of these facts, comment, as to the truthfulness of the alle- 
gation above quoted, seems to me unnecessary. 

3. The document next states that on the receipt of your Excel- 
lency’s communieation, the commissioners requested the health offi- 
cer to submit a statement of the circumstances attending the reception 
of small-pox patients in the quarantine hospitals, and that mG state- 
ment was therewith transmitted. 

I have no recollection of making any other statement to them than 
that contained in my reply to Messrs. Marshall & Oo., and to which I 
have never received any answer. If the statement enclosed to your 
Excellency is any other than a copy of that reply, I shall be pleased 
to be furnished with it. 

4, The document next proceeds to state that in compliance with 
your Excellency’s desire, the commissioners have inquired generally 
into alleged existing abuses, more particularly in complaints offered, 
etc., and it then submits for your consideration certain general state- 
ments. 

What complaints were offered does not appear, nor am I aware 
when, or in what manner their investigations were made. In fact 
the “general statements” submitted, do not appear to be based 
upon any specific complaints, but bear evidence on their face, that 
they are conclusions drawn from an assumed state of facts. 

It is difficult to answer all of these general statements without 
going into a lengthy discussion both as to the law and the general 
administration of quarantine ; but I will submit for the consideration 
of your Excellency a few general observations, with brief references 
to facts and statutes, which I think cannot fail to satisfy you that the 
document in question not only misstates the law but suppresses and 
perverts facts to accomplish the purposes to which I have referred. 

first, Lighterage. The impression is sought to be conveyed that 
the rates of lighterage established under the act of 1870, under which 
the certificate hereinbefore mentioned was given, did not meet the 
approval of the present Commissioners of Quarantine. Their names 
were all signed to this certificate, and so far as my knowledge 
extends, not one of them has ever expressed his dissent from the 
rates then established. 
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The one whom I assume to be the author of the document in ques- 
tion, 7 fact, proposed the very schedule of rates which was finally 
adopted by the board of officers by whom that certificate was made. 
This fact affords a sufficient answer to any suggestion, at this time, 
that the rates of lighterage did not meet his concurrence. 

In connection with the subject of lighterage, the document alludes 
to the detention of vessels, and uses this remarkable language : 
“Detention, in the mind of merchants, means lighterage, and the 
eguivocal exercise of this prerogative of the health officer, is the chief 
cause of complaint under this head.” 

Such a use of language by one official towards another, in a com- 
munication to the executive of the State, can only be excused onthe 
ground of ignorance. What precise idea was intended to be con- 
veyed by the term eguvocal I know not, but the fair inference is that 
it was designed to charge me with an improper and corrupt exercise 
of the power vested in me by law. To justify the use of this term, 
it is charged that it is the common practice for vessels and cargoes to 
be indefinitely detained, or in suspense, in violation of law, and with- 
out any apparent cause, and without any report to the commissioners, 
and several provisions of statute are referred to, in justification of the 
‘charge. These I will notice in their order: 

1. As to the detention of certain vessels longer than the time 
requisite for due examination. It is manifest from the language of 
the statute that the health officer is to have a reasonable time for 
determining the condition of every vessel examined by him. It 
gives him power not only to detain for examination, but for observa- 
tion. I can safely challenge any one to cite a single instance where 
this power has been exercised by me, contrary either to the letter or 
spirit of the statute. As no instance is cited in support of the charge 
made, I cannot be expected to do more than give the charge this 
broad denial. 

2. As to the charge that merchandise, exempt from quarantine, is 
detained, contrary to law, several answers may be given: In the first 
place it is frequently practically impossible to carry out the provisions 
of law in regard to the classification of merchandise for the purposes of 
quarantine. For example: It frequently occurs that vessels arrive 
from infected ports, having on board merchandise coming within the 
class which is exempt from quarantine. The vessel is by Jaw sub- 
ject to detention (sec. 9 of the act of 1863), and to necessary sanitary 
regulations. These cannot be carried out with safety if the imme- . 
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diate discharge of the cargo is permitted. Hence the law cannot 
with safety be strictly complied with in relation to the cargo, the 
vessel being the source of infection and consequent cause of deten- 
tion. Again, it frequently happens that the consignee of the cargo 
does not. desire to have it removed from the vessel until she arrives 
at the wharves of the city, and hence the cargo is detained in quaran- 
tine with the vessel although the former may be exempt from quar- 
antine. 

3. Iam not aware that a vessel has ever been put in quarantine 
by me without a “stated decision.” I am informed that it is claimed 
by Dr. Bell that a stated decision means a decision in writing, to be 
delivered to the master of the vessel at the time of examination. If 
the statute required that construction, my own experience teaches me 
that it would be practically impossible in all instanees to carry it out. 
The uniform practice has been for the health officer to make an entry 
in his own records, as he may from time to time receive reports from 
his deputies, and furnish a transcript to the master of the vessel when 
required. That practice I have followed, and the master in each | 
instance has been immediately informed of my decision in regard to 
his vessel. 

4, I do not recollect a single instance in which a vessel has been 
detained under the provisions of section 15, of the act of 18638, and 
I am not aware that I ever violated that provision of law. 

The requirements of law in reference to reports to Commissioners 
of Quarantine, under the sections referred to in the document in 
question, have. been practically complied with by me by my personal 
attendance before them, or by a written report, whenever any infor- 
mation was, in my judgment, necessary for their guidance or for the 
use of the public. To have complied with the statute in detail more 
than I have done, would have greatly interfered with more important 
duties, and would have required a burdensome and useless clerical force. 

This disposes of all of the specific charges made against me. Asa 
further and final answer to them, I may say that although the com- 
missioners constitute, by law, an appellate tribuual, a fact well known 
to the mercantile community, only two appeals have been made to 
them during my term of office, and in both of them my action was 
sustained. 

Second, Towage, ete. During my term, neither of the State boats 
have been used for purposes of towage, and not a dollar has been 
received by me from that source. They have been used, when neces- 
sary, in the burial of the dead and the transfer of the sick, a service 
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which is only occasionally required and is of short duration. The 
charges for burials of the dead embrace the expense of the purchase 
of the coffin and the digging of the grave, all of which are paid for 
by the health officer. The rates charged by him for all of these 
services are those fixed by the commissioners, and have uniformly 
been collected and received by him. But very few persons have 
been transported in the quarantine steamers during my term. The 
amount collected from this source is a trifling sum, but whatever it 
may be, it clearly belongs to the health officer under the provisions 
of the 30th section of the act of 1863. 

In connection with what is said by the commissioners upon the 
subject of towage, burials, etc., they state that they are advised by 
their present counsel that as the running expenses of the quarantine 
boats and the pay of the employes have been devolved upon the 
State, the charges and collections heretofore made by the health 
officer should be made and received by the Commissioners of Quaran- 
tine. I have searched in vain for any provision justifying any such 
conclusion, and I am advised that no authority whatever exists to 
reimburse the State through them for any expense incurred in the 
administration of quarantine, except it be incurred in the care of the 
sick in the quarantine hospital. 

In conclusion, it is due to myself to say, that I have, at all times 
sought to give all necessary information to the commissioners and 
to harmonize with their views and action. If I have in any respect 
failed in this, it has not been for the want of effort on my part. 
My duties have been of an arduous and responsible character, and 
the public had a right to expect from me such an exercise of the 
powers vested in me by law, as would protect them from the impor- 
tation of disease. As an evidence that I have succeeded in doing 
this, I need only refer to the fact, that during my term of office, 
both yellow fever and cholera have been brought to our shores and 
have been successfully confined to the limits of quarantine. To be 
now assailed and have my official action and motives arraigned as 
they have been in this document, is a matter of which I think I 
have a right to complain, and I most cordially thank your Excel- 
lency for the opportunity you have afforded me to unmask the 
motive for the attack, and to answer the statements upon which it is 
based.

The average yearly business upon the canals for nine years follow- 
ing 1860 is nineteen per cent greater than the business for that year, 
while upon the railroads of the State the increase has been for the 
same period eighty-nine per cent greater than the business of 1860. 

The total number of tons moved one mile on all the canals and 
railroads in the State, in the ten years from 1860 to 1869 inclusive, 
was 19,662,593,782 ; of this amount the canals, with an average 
season of less than seven and one-half months in each year, trans- 
ported 48,2, per cent, or very nearly one-half; and all the railroads, 
in Bieeation the whole time, transported 51,8, per cent. In sever al 
of these years the canals Ponea ved more freight in the seven and 
one-half months than all the railroads in the Bitakent did in the whole 
twelve months. 

In 1860 there were 3,146 miles of railroads in operation in this 
State, and in 1870 there were 4,773 miles; an increase of 1,627 miles.

ENLARGEMENT OF THE CHAMPLAIN CANAL. 
By act, chap. 788, Laws of 1870, the State Engineer and Surveyor 
was authorized to cause a survey and estimate to be made for the 
enlargement of the Champlain canal. 
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The act provides the enlargement to be made in such a manner as 
to give, throughout its entire length, a uniform depth of seven fect of 
water, fifty-eight feet width at surface of same, and forty-four feet 
width at the bottom. 

The following is the estimated cost of enlargement upon this basis: 


1st Division, West Troy to Fort Miller, 29,76 miles, $1,520,345 27 
2d Division, Fort Miller to Whitehall, 33,88, miles, 1,330,229 45

IMPROVEMENTS RECOMMENDED. 


In regard to an additional supply of water upon and east of the 
“long level,” I still retain the opinion expressed in my two last 
annual reperts upon the construction of ‘Fish creek feeder.” 
Objections against this important improvement have been made by 
the citizens of Oswego. In reply to these I quote from my last 
report the following passage on tls question: 

“Tt has been shown in former official reports that the State, by the 
construction of the Erieville, De Ruyter, Cazenovia lake and Skane- 
atelas lake reservoirs, together with the waters drawn from Lake Erie 
and the Chemung river, has largely increased the flow of the Oswego 
river, during the dry part of the year, over that of its natural drain- 
age. Assuming that no addition to its flow has been contributed by 
the State, then that part of the waters of Fish creek diverted for the 
use of the long level and not returned to this river through the 
Oneida lake canal, and at the Lodi lock, is so small that it could be 
easily and fully made up by the construction of compensating reser- 
voirs at the head waters of Fish creek, which it has been ascertained 
by recent examinations could be constructed at a small expense. 

“The estimated cost of constructing this feeder, whereby a supply 
of 8,000 cubic feet of water per minute will be secured, is $693,250. 

“ By reference to the Division Engineers’ report, it will be observed 
that the improvements suggested in my last annual report of 
‘improving the lockage facilities by the application of Heath’s patent 
at lock No. 37, Erie canal, has, thus far, met with partial success. 
Further experiments are necessary before making its adoption general.” 

For details of what has been accomplished in the matter, reference 
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may be had to the forthcoming report of the commissioners appointed 
by said act. 


NAVIGATING THE CANALS BY STEAM. 


The suggestions made upon this important subject in my last two 
annual reports, have been, to a certain extent, carried out in the pas- 
sage of act, chap. 868, Laws of 1871. 

Having witnessed in November last several interesting map 
upon the plan of steam towing known as the “‘ Belgian system ” put 
in operation under the provisions of act, chap. 576, Laws of 1870, by 
the “New York Steam Cable Towing Company.” The amie is 
a general description of this method. 

An iron or steel wire rope, of from one-half inch to one inch 
diameter, according to circumstances, is laid down in the bottom of 
the canal or river, following the bends and the curves of the water- 
course, resting uninterruptedly through or over locks, and being 
fastened only at the two extreme ends of the canal. 

A steam engine, portable or fixed, is placed on the vessel which has 
to be towed, or which may serve as tug for towing other boats. This 
engine works one of Fowler’s clip drums, a pulley of peculiar con- 
struction, which requires here a more detailed description. 

It consists of a cast-iron wheel, the circumference of which, form- 
ing the groove of a pulley, is provided with a number of movable 
clips, turning round steel centers. These clips, each pair about two 
and a half inches long in the direction of the circumference, nearly 
touch each other, and form thus a complete movable groove, into 
which a rope may be placed. The centers of the clips are so arranged 
that the rope, pressing into the groove by its own strain, produces a 
slight movement of the clips toward the center of the drum, narrow- 
ing thus the space in which the rope rests. This will produce a cer- 
tain pressure of the clips against the rope, which increases with the 
force with which the rope is pressed into the clips, and which again is 
in proportion to the strain exerted by the rope. It is, therefore, clear, 
that with a very small strain in what is called the back or slack rope, 
a very considerable strain in the pulling or front rope can be exerted 
without any danger of slipping, as the friction between rope and 
pulley increases in proportion to the power exerted. 

Without entering into detail, it is fair to presume (all things being 
equal) that this method of “clip drum” and cable towing saves the 
power lost by the slip of the screw or paddle of other methods in 
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propelling against the water, of from forty-five to sixty per cent. 
This reduction of power, weight of machinery, and consumption of 
fuel to accomplish the same results, is a great step, in point of 
economy, toward the successful introduction of steam upon our 
canals. :

SupepLy oF WATER FOR Erte CANAL. 


On the 4th of August last, the Canal Board, under chapter 767, 
Laws of 1870, authorized the Canal Commissioner in charge to con- 
struct Sand Lake Reservoir, by damming Sand Lake at a point about 
one and a half miles below Woodhull reservoir, and diverting into it 
the waters of the third Bisby lake. By raising this lake fifteen feet, 
a reservoir can be obtained, whose area of surface will be 344.50 
acres. Average area, 305.81 acres, and capacity, 199,879,822 cubic 
feet, capable of furnishing, for 100 days, an additional supply of 
1,388 cubic feet of water per minute. It is thought this reservoir 
can be filled twice yearly.

From the junction with the Erie at West Troy, to a point one mile 
north of Waterford, a distance of five miles, the supply is from the 
Mohawk river at Cohoes; from one mile north of Waterford to the 
crossing of the Hudson river, two and a quarter miles south of Fort 
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Miller, a distance of twenty-five miles, the supply is from the Hudson 
river at Saratoga dam; from that point to Whitehall, a distance of 
thirty-five miles, the supply is from Glen’s Falls’ feeder and Wood 
creek. 


Supply oF WATER FoR Buack River CANAL. 


From the junction with the Erie canal at Rome to lock No. 9, 
seven miles, the supply is from Delta feeder, taken from the Mohawk 
river; from lock No. 9 to lock No. 34, ten miles, the supply is from 
Lansing Kill feeder; from lock No. 34 to lock No. 102, seventeen 
miles, the supply is from Black River feeder; from lock No. 102 to 
lock No. 109, one and a third miles, the supply is from pond above 
dam at Lyon’s Falls. 

The water furnished by the reservoirs is drawn only in the very 
dry season, and passed down through the natural channel of Black 
river and Woodhull, about twenty miles each to the pond above dam 
at head of Black River feeder, thence the necessary quantity is taken 
into said feeder and passed to the summit level at Booneville. From 
this point the canal is supplied both ways, and the balance, designed 
for the use of the Erie canal, is passed off by a waste-weir into the 
Lansing Kill at the south end of the summit, thence into the Mohawk 
river, from whence it enters the Erie canal by the feeder at Rome. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


On the last day of the fiscal year the number of persons employed 
in this department, exclusive of the Division and Resident Engineers, 
was twenty-two ; of these thirteen were employed on the Erie canal, . 
three on the Erie and Champlain, and six on the Champlain. 

The annexed table, No. 1, exhibits the name, rank, period of ser- 
vice and compensation of all persons so employed, and the amount 
expended for engineering during the fiscal year. 

Act chap. 169, Laws of 1862, places the ordinary repairs of the 
canals under the general supervision of the engineers appointed by 
the Canal Board, and the expenditures for engineering under this 
head are as follows:

Description oF Work Done Durinea THE YEAR. 
Lirie Canal — Ordinary Repairs. 
The annexed table, No. 3, is an exhibit of the expenditure under 


this head; and, aside from dredging the Albany basin, nothing of con- 
sequence has been done under the supervision of this department. 


Lixtraordinary Repairs. 


Table No. 2 shows how many pieces of work have been under 
contract during the year, the progress of each, and the number com- 
pleted. . 

The following, authorized by Laws of 1869, have been completed : 

Sluice at Cohoes guard lock; removing wall benches, ete., and 
constructing vertical walls at Utica and Rome; lengthening culvert 
at Frankfort; cast iron arch truss bridge at Fonda street, Schenec- 
tady, and at Schuyler street, Utica; also an iron highway and tow- 
path bridge, connected just above lock 18, authorized by Laws of 
1871. 

The following work, provided for by general laws, and done by the 
Commissioner in charge, under the authority of the Canal Board, has 
been completed : 

Two farm bridges and a ditch on the Rocky Rift feeder ; lengthen- 
ing the west abutment of White street bridge, Cohoes, and removing 
original bottom and improving the Erie canal, in connection with it, 
on the berme side, just above lock No. 39. This latter work was 
completed and ready for navigation last spring, and it has proved_of 
great benefit during the past season. 
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The machinery for utilizing the feed water, at lock No. 37, author- 
ized by resolution of Canal Board, on the eighth day of December 
last, and for which an appropriation of $4,000 was made by chapter 
930, Laws of 1871, has been completed and in operation. 

The work was done by George Heath, the projector of the plan, 
under the supervision of the Division Engineer and Commissioner in 
charge. The cost will exceed the appropriation, and the balance will 
haye to be provided for. In operating his machinery, Mr. Heath uses 
the feed water, which is constantly passing from the upper to the 
lower level, down through the well and culvert. It is applied to a 
water wheel, located in the well at the head of the locks, and by 
means of his machinery, thus operated, opens and shuts the tumble 
and lower miter gates, and draws boats into and out of the lock with 
marked ease and rapidity. 

The machinery seems to operate very satisfactorily, and while I 
am not fully prepared to recommend its immediate adoption, until it 
has been more thoroughly tested, I am quite inclined to the belief 
that important results may grow out of it, one of which will be the 
saving of water in times of its scarcity, by doing away with the 
hitherto almost universal practice of flushing boats into and out of 
the locks. 

In connection with this, I subjoin the following statement, made 
by Mr. Heath: | 
E. H. Crocxrr, Division Engineer, Albany: 

Sir.—Having taken the measurements of the lock and boats, and 
noted the time to perform one lockage, I take great pleasure in send- 
ing you the subjoined statement, showing the amount of water saved 
to the canal for each down locking of a loaded boat by the use of my 
‘machinery for utilization of feed water,’ and have endeavored to 
make it as plain as I could, so that you may understand how my cal- 
culations were made: ae 

It requires to flush a boat into the lock, one-half of valve A open- 
ing=13 inches x48 inches; time say 1} min., and 6.71 cub. ft. of

Lock No. 2 is in process of construction and will be completed 
probably and brought into use next spring. / 

The iron sidewalk bridge at Summit street, Cohoes, is ready to be 
placed upon the abutments, and will be put up when the water shall 
have been drawn off. 

Work on the bridge at Ilion has been suspended for want of funds. 
A further appropriation of $1.500 will be required to finish it. 

The work on the side-cut locks at West Troy has been suspended, 
owing to the unfortunate failure of the last Legislature to reappro- 
priate the funds for that object. 

Nothing has as yet been done on the stone dam across the Hudson 
river at Troy, for which $40,000 was appropriated by Laws of 1869, 
and the further sum of $10,000 by Laws of 1870. 
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The greater portion of the work let under laws of 1869, 1870 and 
1871, including the removal of the old wall-benches, has made rea- 
sonable progress. 

The lengthening of Schoharie Creek dam, which was let last 
winter, will be completed this fall, and will be a valuable improve- 
ment to that structure. Its length will have been increased from 436 
to 588 feet. The cost of the work will exceed the amount appropri- 
ated, and a further appropriation will be necessary to settle the 
account. 

During the month of August last, it became evident, on account 
of the vast increase of business on the Erie canal, and the increase 
of lockages over past seasons, that a scarcity of water for purposes of 
navigation was imminent, and that serious embarrassments to the 
same were threatened ; hence, something had to be done to meet 
the emergency. The Commissioners at once looked the ground over 
and decided upon Oriskany creek as the source from which to 
obtain the necessary supply in the shortest space of time. Accord- 
ingly a survey was made, and a large force of men and teams 
employed to construct a temporary feeder; within a little over a 
month from the time of its commencement, the feeder was brought 
into use, and has been invaluable as a temporary relief. The Com- 
missioner in charge of the Eastern Division is entitled to much credit 
tor his prompt action and personal efforts in bringing about. this 
result. 


CHAMPLAIN CANAL. 


OrpINARY REPAIRS. 


Table No. 3 shows work done and in progress, and what portion 
of the cost is chargeable to the revenues trom the canals, the balance 
being provided for by tax. 


EXTRAORDINARY ReEparrs. 


The stone dam across the Mohawk river at Cohoes, let by the 
Canal Board in April, 1868, will be completed this fall. It will have 
been constructed at a large cost, including unavoidable damages done 
by freshets, but it will be a noble and enduring structure long after 
the present generation shall have passed away. 

The dredging of the Whitehall basin, authorized by the Laws of 
1868, 1869 and 1870, has been in progress. Vast amounts of deposit 
have been removed and the basin has been much improved. The 
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elbow at the north end, which has always been a great impediment 
to navigation, has been in a measure straightened and greatly 
improved. . 

The following work, authorized by Laws of 1869 and 1870, has 
beeu completed: guard lock, head of Glen’s Falls feeder; vertical 
wall and stop gate at Fort Edward; Flynn’s lock, and a wrought-iron 
road and tow path bridge at Fort Edward. 

The following work, authorized by the same laws, has made satis- 
factory progress: Saratoga (stone) dam; vertical wall at Sandy Hill; 
improvement at Waterford, and the improvement from south guard 
lock above Schuylerville to Bullard’s Bend. The Canal Commis- 
sioners, under the Laws of 1871, put under contract the éwo locks at 
the ‘“‘ Three locks” above Waterford, to be completed in the spring 
of 1873. 

Chapter 930, Laws of 1871, provided for two stop gates at the 
mouth of the Glen’s Falls feeder, to be completed and ready for 
navigation last spring, and to be done by contract, or ortherwise, as 
the Commissioners might decide; accordingly, upon the estimate of 
the engineer, the Canal Board authorized the Commissioners to 
proceed and do the work as the law provided. It was completed and 
ready at the opening of navigation. 

The dam across the Hudson river, at the head of the Glen’s Falls 
feeder, authorized ‘by chapter 877, Laws of 1869, was placed under 
contract in August, 1870. 

In due time the contractor was notified to proceed with the work. 
He visited the site of the proposed structure, and after a careful 
examination, decided that the work could not be done according to 
plans and specifications at his contract prices; he subsequently con- 
cluded to abandon his contract (which he did the following winter) 
rather than incur the risk of heavy loss in the fulfillment of it. 

On examination, the old dam being found in very bad condition, 
in fact, liable to go out at almost any time, and the forwarders and 
business men on the Champlain Canal having urged the Commissioner 
in charge to rebuild it at the earliest possible period, he finally deter- 
mined, under the authority and permission of the Canal Board, to 
reconstruct the dam by day labor. About the first of February the 
work was’ commenced, and has been vigorously pushed forward ever 
since. It will be finished this year, and when completed will be one 
of the handsomest and most enduring structures of the kind on this 
division. It is being constructed strictly in accordance with the 
_ plans originally adopted by the Canal Board. 
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The probabilities are that the total cost will be quite in excess of 
the engineer’s estimate, as much more work was found necessary to 
be done on both sides of the river than was anticipated at the time 
the estimate was made. Some two or three thousand yards of rock 
were removed from the bed of the river on the north side to allow 
freer passage of the water into the feeder, and upon the south side 
the distance between the bed of the stream and the rock (upon which 
the whole structure rests throughout its entire length) was found to 
be much greater, thus involving more excavation to reach it, and a 
much greater expense for bailing and draining and heavier protection 
masonry, extending from the rear of the south abutment to the foot 
of the hill, so as to completely fortify that end of the dam against 
high freshets. 7 

The item of bailing and draining has been very expensive, it being 
necessary to construct about 1,100 lineal feet of coffer dam, eighteen 
feet high and twenty feet wide; this could not be avoided, as it was 
impossible to maintain navigation on the Champlain canal without 
it. When this very important structure shall be completed, there 
will be an abundant supply of water for the Champlain canal for 
years to come, and there need be no apprehensions as heretofore of 
suspension of navigation on that canal on account of the failure of 
the feeder dam. 

The Commissioner in charge of this division should receive the 
thanks of every business man on the line of this canal for so resolutely 
putting this work in such a substantial condition. 


IMPROVEMENT CHAMPLAIN CANAL. 


The annexed table, No. 2, shows the amount of work done under 
this head during the fiscal year. ; 

In accordance with the recommendations in my last annual report 
all the old contracts then in existence have been closed and the final 
accounts settled, asshown by the table. This should have been done 
long since as, under the Laws of 1864 for the improvement, there 
seems to have been no fixed plans to work to, as well as no limit to_ 
doing work under the contracts, and hence a large amount of money 
was expended without any substantial benefit. Under chapter 788, 
Laws of 1870, it will be different, as an accurate and careful survey 
has been made, maps and plans adopted and placed on file, according 
to which all new work is to be done hereafter. 
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It will be necessary for the Legislature to make a further appro- 
priation to pay the certified drafts given in settling the improvement 
accounts. 


BLACK RIVER CANAL. 


OrpDINARY ReEpaAIRs. 


What has been done under this head, in addition to the ordinary 
repairs of the canal, may be seen by reference to table No. 3. 

The iron bridge at Dominick street, Rome, has been completed, 
and that at Booneville will be completed this fall. 


EXTRAORDINARY Reparrs. 

By reference to table No. 2, it may be seen what work has been in 
progress, and what completed during the fiscal year. 

The work on the bridge over the Black river at Parker’s Landing, 
has long been suspended for want of funds. A further appropriation 
is necessary to complete it. 

The work of inserting cast iron discharge pipes at Woodhull 
reservoir, has been completed, and the reservoir put in a condition to 
need no further repairs for many years. 


GENERAL [wpPROVEMENTS. 
In addition to the work under contract, some thirty-six (86) miles 
of the old wall-bench, on the tow-path side, still remain in the canal 
on this division. Wherever it has been removed, taking into account 
the manner in which it had worked into the center of the canal, at 
least twenty-five per cent has been added to the efliciency of the 
prism. There is no improvement more important than this, and 
none that would be of so much benefit to navigation. There are 
some points where the old bench is very bad; it is a constant obstruc- 
tion and annoyance, and should be taken out at the earliest possible 
period. 
But for the small appropriation for this purpose, last winter, these 
places would have been put under contract the present year. 
The bench still remaining on the tow-path side, not under contract, 
is distributed as follows :

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Just as soon as the money shall be provided, those portions from 
Sprakers to Canajoharie, and from lock 45 to Utica, should be put 
under contract. Further and immediate appropriations should be 
made for this object. 

George Heath’s “tumble gate’’ has been very thoroughly tested, 
and merits recommendation. It should be put into every lock, the lift 
of which is six feet or over. It is easily and more quickly operated, 
and much tighter than the miter gate. It has been inserted at locks 
37,39, 44 and 45 on the Erie canal, and at I'lynn’s, Hewitt’s, Becker’s, 
Fort Miller and Moseskill (new enlarged) locks on the Champlain, 
and found to work entirely satisfactorily. 

This gate, in connection with the utilizing machine (if a success) 
referred to in another part of this report, will prove important water- 
saving agents. 

As recommended in my last annual report, this gate should be 
inserted into locks Nos. 21 and 22, Erie canal, immediately. 


CHAMPLAIN CANAL. 


“The old. junction locks” at Cohoes, which were built on the 
enlarged size, are very much decayed and very soon will have to be 
rebuilt. I doubt whether they can be made to last longer than 
another season. They are liable to fail at any time. They were 
built in 1860, of wood; are combined, and eleven feet eight inches 
lift each. When rebuilt they should be separated, as shown on 
enlargement map, and by all means be built of stone. The guard- 
lock on the north side of the Mohawk river at Cohoes, built at the 
same time, also of wood, has about served its time, and is in need of 
being rebuilt of stone. 

That portion of the river bank between this lock and the abut- 
ments to the new stone dam should be better protected with either 
rip-rap, heavy slope or vertical wall; also the bank on the south side, 
between abutment and guard-lock, should be raised and substantial 
vertical wallin cement laid up. This is more necessary on account 
of the speedy completion of the stone dam across the river at this 
place. This dam will be perfectly tight, and will contribute towards 
raising the water still higher in time of freshets. 

The Schuylerville aqueduct (the center pier of which gave way 
last July) should be rebuilt and located farther north. 

Dunham’s Basin waste-weir will need rebuilding the coming 
winter. 
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There are some important improvements that might be made on 
the Glen’s Falls feeder between its mouth and the head of the thir- 
teen locks. One of the most important is the construction of a 
crib-pier extending from the berme wing of the lower of the five 
combined locks, down some hundred or more feet, to serve as a 
break-water against the mouth of the long sluice around these locks, 
It would add very much to the facility of navigating that level and 
entering the lower lock. Lock No. 11, which was built of wood in 
the spring of 1856, should be rebuilt of stone the coming winter 
and spring. 

The leaks in the Glen’s Falls feeder, through the fissures of the 
rocks, have again become enormous. It will be necessary to give 
them early attention. 

I have no doubt but that as much water is wasted through these 
leaks as is taken into the main canal at the mouth of the feeder. 

There are a few points on this feeder where the banks are of sand, 
very porous, and in the spring of the year when the water is first let 
in percolates through the banks and causes slides, and, in a few 
instances, has well-nigh caused disastrous breaks. One of the worst 
of these places extends from a point about 200 feet east of Brown’s 
bridge to a point 300 feet west of the same. Vertical wall laid in 
cement and grouted should be put in at this place the coming spring. 
A break here would prove very disastrous and expensive to repair. 


ENLARGEMENT. 


In my last annual report I had occasion to refer briefly to the sur- 
vey for the enlargement of the Champlain canal under act chapter 
788, Laws of 1870. 

On the 14th of February following I had the honor i transmit to 
you on the subject the following report:

Hon. Van R. Ricumonn, State Engineer and Surveyor: 


Srr.—Act chap. 788, Laws of 1870, provides for the enlargement of 
the Champlain canal in such a manner as to give throughout its 
entire length a uniform depth of seven feet of water, a width on the 
bottom of forty-four feet, and at water surface a width of fifty-eight 
feet except as in the opinion of the Canal Board may be required for 
business purposes, in which case the walls may be made vertical, 
retaining the same surface width. 
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Section three of the same act makes it the duty of the State Engi- 
neer to make, or cause to be made, at the earliest time practicable, 
the necessary surveys, maps, plans and estimates of such proposed 
enlargement. In compliance with this provision, you directed me in 
the month of June last to organize the necessary forces and proceed 
to make the necessary surveys, ete. 

In obedience to your directions two parties were accordingly organ- 
ized and entered upon duty the first day of July following. One in 
charge of 8. E. Babcock, Esq., on that portion of the line extending 
from its junction with the Erie canal at West Troy to the south end 
of Fort Miller bridge, above Schuylerville, the other in charge of W. 
B. Cooper, Esq., on that portion extending from Fort Miller bridge 
to Whitehall. 

Both parties were assiduous in the prosecution of their respective 
duties, and closed their field work in the early part of December, at 
which time several of each party were discharged, those only being 
retained whose services were necessary for the office work on maps, 
plans, estimates, ete. 

The method of the survey has been in accordance with that pre- 
scribed in the established regulations. 

As a general thing, the line of the new survey coincides with the 
old line, departures being made only when the line could be straight- 
ened and improved, and as economically built. 

The maps, plans and estimates, which I herewith respectfully sub- 
mit for your examination, have been prepared with great care, and 
hence are invaluable, especially the maps, for future reference and 
use, even in the event of not proceeding immediately with the 
enlargement. 

By reference to the abstracts of estimated quantities and prices it 
will be seen that the estimated cost of enlarging the Champlain canal, 
throughout its entire length, to the dimensions prescribed in the act, 
is as follows: 3

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This estimate covers everything except the cost of constructing 
two lift locks in place of the “Three locks,’ north of Waterford, | 
the major portion of the cost of which will be chargeable to the rev- 
enues; the remainder it is expected will be provided for by tax this 
winter, also the enlargement of the guard lock on Wood creek, five 
miles south of Whitehall, at a cost over old plan not to exceed seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000). 

In connection with this a survey was made to ascertain the cost of 
constructing an independent line of canal outside of Wood creek, 
extending from the lower lock at Fort Ann village to the guard lock 
north, a distance of six miles. To construct this line and make it 
entirely independent of said creek, will involve the construction of 
one aqueduct, two lift locks, of three feet each, one dam and bulk- 
head and a feeder a half a mile long, four road bridges, four farm 
bridges, one railroad bridge, one change bridge, two box culverts, 
and an appropriation of about ninety acres of land, at an estimated

It would also be necessary to occupy about one mile of the Rensse- 
laer and Saratoga railroad line, and throw the same parallel with 
itself westward. | 

This independent line, if built, would be free from the frequent 
annoyances and delays occasioned by high water, be much less expen- 
sive to maintain, and would possess otherwise many advantages. 

The plans and specifications for the mechanical structures are gen- 
erally similar to those adopted for the Erie canal enlargement, varied 
to correspond with the breadth of prism, and with a view to economy 
in the character of the work, changed as regards masonry. 

The locks on this canal consist of twenty-three lift (including the 
three side cut at Waterford), one weigh and four guard locks, all of 
which have been enlarged to the size of the Erie locks, except 
Flynn’s, four and a half miles north of Waterford and the “ Three 
locks” just north of Waterford, and the guard lock on Wood creek, 
five miles south of Whitehall. Provision has been made for the con- 
struction of Flynn’s lock on the enlarged size, and it is now under 
contract to be completed on the Ist of May next. 


3 
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The “ Three locks” need rebuilding immediately, and when done 
it is designed to dispense with the middle one, and construct only two 
with equivalent lifts. The only one then remaining to be enlarged 
will be the guard lock on Wood creek, which can be done at’ a 
trifling cost. 

The weigh-lock at Waterford, constructed in the winter and spring 
of 1861-2, was built to accommodate the largest class of Erie canal 
boats ; hence on the 1st of May next there will remain to be enlarged 
only one guard and two lift locks. 


A QUEDUCTS. 


There are now four small aqueducts on the old canal. One of them 
has been built with reference to enlargement; and the other three, 
with slight alterations, and at a nominal expense, can be adapted to 
the proposed prism. In order to secure sufficient water way for the 
stream just below Flynn’s lock, it will be necessary to convert the 
culvert now there into a small aqueduct of one span only. 

Act chapter 767, Laws of 1870, provides for an aqueduct at Wil- 
bur’s basin, or creek, and appropriates $20,000 to pay the cost of 
construction. This will be built on the enlarged size, perneny within 
the next eighteen months. 


CULVERTS. 


_ There are on the present old canal nineteen culverts, eleven arch 
and eight box. The greater portion of them will have to be lengthened 
only ; the balance entirely rebuilt. In order to insure safety, and to 
prevent the rapid accumulation of drift and sediment in the canal, 
thereby forming bars and obstructions to be removed every spring at 
quite an expense, it will be necessary to construct a new arch culvert, 
at Pratt’s farm, station 530, and one at Leland’s farin, station 821, 
and a box culvert just above Wilbur’s basin, at station 1623. 


W aste-W errs. 


Of these structures there are fourteen, all of which it will be 
necessary to take up and rebuild, with ae exception of two, one at 
Wilbur’s basin, and the other one mile north. Four-fifths of them 
are small, cheap structures, and it is proposed to rebuild and enlarge’ 
them on a substantial but economical plan, conforming to the 
enlarged prism. 
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BrinGeEs. 


There are, on the old canal, seventy-one road bridges (sixty-six 
wood and five iron); seventy-six farm; seven change (five wood 
and two iron), and seven railroad bridges, all of which will require 
lengthening and raising, except eleven road (seven wood and four 
iron), and three change bridges (two iron and one wood). In a 
majority of cases, it will only be necessary to take down and rebuild 
one abutment to each bridge. 

The general plan of farm and road bridges, proposed for the enlarge- 
ment, is that of Whipple’s wood truss, with wrought-iron chords and 
cast-iron shoes. 

I am convinced, from observation and experience, that this style of 
bridge is about as durable and economical as any of its class. As 
decay and failure first begin with the bottom chords, at the toe of the 
braces, it is obvious that the substitution of iron for wooden chords 
must add a large percentage to the life of thestructure. The general 
clear span of a right angular bridge is fixed at sixty-four feet. 


Dams. 


There are six dams on the canal: one across the Mohawk river at 
Cohoes ; one across the Hudson river at Fort Miller bridge; one at 
the head of the Glen’s Falls feeder ; and three on Wood creek. 

The first three are long and important. ones, and are being rebuilt ; 
those at Cohoes and Fort Miller bridge, of stone, and that at the head 
of the Glen’s Falls feeder, of wood and stone; all with reference to 
a depth of seven feet of water on the mitre sill at low water. Means 
have been provided for their completion. 

Of those on Wood creek, near Whitehall, two are of stone and one 
of trees, all built some years ago, and with reference to enlargement. 

As regards the supply of water for this canal there need be no 
apprehension. rom its junction with the Erie canal at West Troy 
to the *“‘ Three locks” above Waterford, a distance of five miles, the 
supply will be, as now, from the Mohawk river at Cohoes; from the 
“Three locks” to Fort Miller bridge it will be from the Hudson 
river; from Fort Miller bridge to Whitehall, it will be from the 
Hudson river and Wood creek. 

The following are the reports of Messrs. Babcock and Cooper on 
this subject : |

Srr.—I submit herewith an estimate of the quantity of water 
required to supply the first division of the Champlain canal, extend- 
ing from West Troy to Saratoga bridge, enlarged as proposed by 
act chap. 788, Laws of 1870, viz.: forty-four feet bottom width ; 
fifty-eight feet surface, and seven feet depth of water, with slope one 
to one. 

From West Troy to Waterford the supply will be from the Mohawk 
river at Cohoes, upon which I have not thought it necessary to make 
an estimate; the quantity being deemed amply. sufficient. Irom 
Waterford to Saratoga dam the supply will be from the Hudson river. 

The capacity of the bulkhead at the guard-lock at Saratoga dam 
is 25,272 cubic feet per minute. 

My estimate in detail accompanying this report shows the amount 
of water required from Saratoga dam to Waterford, a distance of 


26.25 miles, to be 6,770 cubic feet per minute, as follows: |

On the completion of the new dams now in progress at Cohoes, 
Fort Miller bridge, and at the head of the Glen’s Falls feeder, the 
supply of water must be sufficient beyond a question.

There has been on this canal a steady increase of business almost 
every year over each preceding year. 

The amount done would be much greater but for the almost yearly 
low stage of water in the Hudson river during portions of the season. 
From three to six weeks of each year the lumber manufactories have 
been forced to stand still and alarge number of operatives thrown out 
of employment. 

The mills. have been shut down and the water taken for canal pur- 
poses. : 

The consequence has been an immense decrease in the manufacture 
of lumber and a consequent loss of that amount of business to the 
canal. This question has become an important one, not only to the 
operators and laboring men along the line of the stream, but also to 
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the State in its loss of trade and tolls. It has been estimated from 
reliable data that the amount of lumber manufactured on the river 
within a distance of nine miles between the village of Fort Edward 
and the Glen’s Falls feeder dam was less last year by ninety millions 
of feet, board measure; than the average of the preceding five years. 
This trade has all been lost to the Champlain canal, and tolls to the 
amount of many thousands of dollars lost to the State. 

There is a remedy for this, and it should be resorted to at the 
earliest practicable period. 

It is in the construction of reservoirs on the head waters of the 
Hudson river, where nature in many instances offers marked facilities 
for such purposes. ‘There are a number of lakes whose outlets could 
- be dammed at a nominal expense, large areas flowed, and vast quan- 
tities of water husbanded for use in time of dry weather and need. 
It is estimated from reliable information that Indian lake along, , 
whose water shed is about 125,000 acres, could at a small expense he 
converted into a reservoir that would hold about three thousand 
millions cubic feet of water, nearly double the capacity of all three 
of the reservoirs on the head of the Black river. The same might be 
said of Schroon, Paradox and other lakes. 

For a number of years past the Hudson river has been subject to 
heavy freshets, especially in the spring. The waters from rains and 
melting snows accumulating from those extensive water-sheds mote 
rapidly than in former years, passes into the main channel, swelling 
it to vast proportions, the mighty volume rushing onward, imperiling 
and damaging property to the amount of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars all the way from its source to the city of Albany. A few 
weeks elapse, and the water is so low as not only to stop the manu- 
factories along the stream, but to embarrass navigation on the canals, 
and especially on the river in the vicinity of Troy and Albany. 

A few reservoirs constructed, as suggested, on the head waters of 
the river, would be of inestimable value in keeping back in the 
spring, or in times of excessive rains, this vast surplus of water for 
use whenever needed. 

It is to be hoped that the attention of the Legislature will be called 
to this subject at an early day, and that appropriations will be made 
to pay the cost of examinations and surveys for these reservoirs. 

Some thirty-four of the locks on the Black River canal are ina bad 
condition. They were originally built of shaky, unsound stone, and _ 
their decomposition, together with the disappearance of the mortar 
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from the joints, render them exceedingly leaky, and the gates very 
difficult to operate. Something will have to be done to them to 
remedy this evil. It is possible that by excavating in rear of the 
chamber walls, from the lower quoins to the head, and carefully 
grouting, the masonry may be so repaired as to last for a number of 
years. 

It can but be a source of much gratification to the Canal Commis- 
sioners and the other members of the Canal Board to revert in future 
to the success which has attended the navigation of the canals during 
the past two years, since the abolition of the contract system of 
repairs and management. Although the business of 1870 was not 
as great as that in some preceding years, yet the freedom from breaks 
and disastrons detentions, and the general good management, were 
such as to restore confidence in canal navigation and bring to them 
this year, under the same good management, a traflic exceeding thus 
far that of any year since their construction. |

This shows a reduction of $280,394.87 on work done from last 
year, also a reduction in engineering expenses of $6,736.94. The 
per centage of cost of engineering, however, is raised 1.17, and comes 
from doing so much less work, while the-engineering for it could not 
be correspondingly reduced. 


Err CaAnat. 


There has been $93,805 done on thirteen old contracts, $7,252.96 
on five old contracts settled, $860 on two new contracts, and $1,235.54 
on one new contract settled. There remains to complete the thir- 
teen old contracts, $58,124.50, and the two new, $20,210. There 
has also been authorized miscellaneous work done as follows: 
$17,362.86 under repair contractors, $9,011.14 on change of plan, 
$1,450.45 by special law, and $1,622.46 through superintendents, 
making the total done for the fiscal year, $132,599.91, and pate total 
remaining of work under contract, $78,334.50. 

Last year I gave some facts piace to the long level, in which it 
was shown that navigation came near suffering for want of water. 
Now I have to report, for this year, that the Erieville reservoir was 
emptied on the first of October, the De Ruyter on the tenth of 
November, and the Cazenovia practically emptied on the twenty- 
first of November, there being no reservoir water proper, nothing 
but the flow of the natural stream. With this state of things, had 
not the bottoming been done from Syracuse east, as entered upon 
two winters ago, although not completed, there would have been very 
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serious detentions to navigation, without any possible means of 
relieving it temporarily or otherwise. As it was, with the new sup- 
ply from the Oriskany, the level was uniformly down from four to 
twelve inches at Syracuse, and graded out, going east almost exactly 
corresponding with the new made bottom, showing that a supply was 

needed farther west. I would not only recommend and urge the 
- completion of this bottoming, but urge the extending of it about 
half a mile farther east, or to the Manlius road crossing, there being 
deeper water for a long distance beyond. I will not stop here, but 
urge the immediate construction of a reservoir on the Butternut, 
_ above Jamesville, four miles from the canal, which is the nearest 
practicable point to Syracuse (six miles) in which one can be got. 
This was estimated to cost, exclusive of land damages in 1869, fur- 
nishing 1,102 cubic feet per minute, for sixty days, over the natural 
flow of the stream, $78,240. Again, in 1870, raised six feet higher, 
furnishing 1,989 cubic feet per minute at $85,000, and a more recent 
estimate, under a resolution of the Canal Board of August 5th, 1871, 
with an increased height of banks, but furnishing no more water, at 
$91,751, or $98,018, if built of stone. Ia my communication to the 
Canal Board, I said, “‘ Were there no possible doubt about finding a 
good rock bottom, I should have only presented that report (stone), 
although it is in excess of the earth one, $7,000, on the score of less » 
contingency in its future maintenance; as it is, I would recommend 
the letting of both, and build the one found best adapted to the 
place.” | 

Chapter 767, Laws of 1870, appropriated $20,000 for widening 
locks 47 and 48 at Lodi. Chapter 778, Laws of 1871, reappropriated 
it to the same object and purpose, to be expended in such manner as 
the Board of Canal Commissioners shall direct. The locks are to be 
widened this winter, in the full belief that, although they will be 
larger than before, yet with the greater ease with which loaded boats 
will enter, losing nothing from swelling them in as now, that no 
more water will be used. 

This has been fully demonstrated at lock 49, widened some years 
ago. 


to) 
Oswrao CANAL. 


There has been $114,520 done on seven old contracts, $664.77 on 
three old contracts, and $6,563.60 on two new contracts settled. 
There remains to complete the seven old contracts, $180,094. 
There has also been authorized miscellaneous work done as fol- 
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lows: $3,917 on change of plans, and $32,342.76 by special laws, 
making the total done for the fiscal year $157,808.13, and the total 
remaining of work under contract $130,094. 

The high dam was started last spring as soon as the water would 
allow, and has gone forward uninterruptedly till the water began to 
rise again this fall. The lockhead and bulkheads at the west end 
above the mill are completed and the spillway abutment partly built. 

The twenty-foot crib work below the old apron, sunk to the rock 
in twenty feet of water, is in for about 300 feet from the west end 
and aproned over with whole timber sixty feet long. The finding of 
rock, and the necessity of founding the new work upon it, will swell - 
the cost, as it adds to the estimate in digging down to it, and again 
in building up from it. Much has been done all the way in securing 
the old dam that will form no part of the new dam, but which con- 
tributes materially to swell the ultimate cost of it. 

The Minetto dam is finished, and although it has been in hand and 
worked upon every year for four years, all of the difficulties have 
been surmounted, and it is now a complete and permanent structure, 
making the seventh of the ew system of dams on the river. 


CuHENANGO CANAL: 


There has been $99,740 done on nine old contracts, $12,837.42 on 
three old contracts settled, and $5,440 on one new contract settled. 
There is one new contract on which nothing has been done. There 
remains to complete the nine old contracts $6,475.50, and the single 
new one $1,473. There has also been authorized miscellaneous 
work done as follows: $2,057 authorized: by Canal Board, and 
$1,580.41 through superintendents, making the total done for the 
fiscal year $121,654.83, and the total remaining of work under con- 
tract $7,948.50. 

Chapter 778, Laws of 1871, appropriates $15,000. “for removing 
old and inserting new feed pipes, and building waste-weir and spill- 
way to Madison Brook reservoir.” The old discharge was through 
two nine inch pipes, with one disabled and danger that the other 
might become so, or the whole break out and go away. The plan 
now is (on which the work is doing and will be completed this fall), | 
to abandon the old pipes altogether and cover up the entrance, 
then put in two sixteen-inch pipes in a new location, under thirty- 
three feet head, which will take most of the water, proving pretty 
conclusively that the forty-five feet used in the old reports must 
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relate to the depth of the reservoir, and not to the available depth of 
water that may be drawn on the number of acres represented. 

I apprehend now that all the reservoirs on this canal are given in 
this way, an error of some importance, as now no very reliable esti- 
mate can be made of the quantity of water stored without a measure- 
ment. It may never be very important for this canal, but should 
some of them hereafter become useful as exclusive feeders to the 
Erie, a knowledge of their capacity would be very necessary. © This 
same thing cannot be said of the reservoirs on the Erie. The depth 
reported means the available depth of water to be drawn for the 
number of acres they cover. 

Although there were eight locks rebuilt last winter, there are very 
many more now in equally as bad condition. I still remain of the 
opinion expressed last year, that many of them can be rewooded, 
just as the plan of their first construction contemplated they should 
be, and made to last a like term over again. Because the lining of a 
composite lock gets off from decay or otherwise and leaks, it does not 
follow that they must come down and be rebuilt in cement to make 
them tight again ; rewood them properly and all will be well. 

Several aqueducts, waste-weirs, culverts and many bridges, are in 
a deplorable condition for want of thor ough ov elite and 
rebuilding. 


CAYUGA AND SENECA CANAL. 


There has been $17,091.50 done on five old contracts settled, and 
$8,520 on three new contracts. There remains to complete the three | 
new contracts, $14,889.10. There has also been authorized miscel- 
Janeous work done under special law, $1,210.18; making the total 
done for the fiscal year, $26,821.68, and the total remaining of work 
under contract, $14,889.10. 

Lock 3 at Seneca Falls, of which some fears were expressed last 
year, stands very well and may last many years as it is. 

Chap. 877, Laws of 1869, reappropriated by chap. 778, Laws of 
1871, provided $5,000 for taking out original material in the bottom 
of the river near Waterloo. The superintendent of repairs reports 
much of this material to be rock, which, if it is, will involve cotter 
damming and pumping to do the work. The work should be done, 
as, when Seneca lake gets low (as it has this season), it necessitates a 
reduction in the draft of boats to get over it. Most of the money 
has been expended on the other work and the appropriation should 
be increased to take ont the rock. 
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It is in contemplation now to build a new stone dam at Waterloo 
another year, with waste gates adapted to taking off the high water 
and prevent the raising of Seneca lake unduly. ‘This at the same 
time will be a benefit to the canal banks wherever before they have 
suffered from high water. Five thousand dollars appropriated by 
chap..767, Laws of 1870, reappropriated by chap. 778, Laws of 1871 
(together with $10,000 contingent upon. not being wanted for its 
original purpose), has in this way been provided to do the work. 

Five hundred dollars was also appropriated by chap. 930, Laws of 
1871, to take out original bottom near Free Bridge. This has been 
done. | 

The work of protecting the berme bank along Seneca lake is now 
going on and will be completed this fall. 


CuEmMunG CANAL. 


There has been $12,860 done on one old contract, $10,504.59 on 
three old contracts settled, and $2,260 on three new contracts. 
There remains to complete the one old contract, $3,715 and the 
three new, $10,759,20. There has also been authorized miscellane- 
ous work done as follows: $5,983.66 by special law, $64,264.26 by 
repair contractor as a break account, and $3,542.50; making the 
total done for the fiscal year $99,415.01, and the total remaining of 
work under contract, $14,474.20. 

Of the break in the dam at Gibson (April 19th, 1870), of which a 
minute account was given in the report of last year, it is only neces- 
sary now to say that it was completed late last fall upon the plan as 
described in that report, and that it has since remained a perfect 
structure. 

The old style swing bridges at Second, Church, Fifth, Cross and 
Gray streets, Elmira, all want rebuilding on the Winckler plan. It 
has been suggested that neither for the purposes of the State, the 
boating interest or the interest of the people of Elmira, is there any 
longer any use for the canal upon which these bridges are, that the 
business that used to be done here has now gone to a new point. If 
this be true it may be better economy to fill it up to that extent 
rather than to perpetuate the cost of building and maintaining so 
many bridges. | 


CrooxEep Lakr CANAL. 


There is one new contract, but upon which nothing has been done. 
It amounts to $1,691. There has been authorized miscellaneous 
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work done as follows: $5,478.91 under special laws, and $62,464.72 
through superintendents, making the total done for the fiscal year 
$67,943.63, and the total remaining of work under contract $1,691. 

On the contract for bottoming down the lake level, although let 
the 28th of March last, the contractor did nothing. The superin- 
tendent, however, did some bottoming, and some other work on the 
level that improved it somewhat, but the whole work wants to be 
done to provide against the low water of the lake. 

There were six locks rebuilt last winter by the Canal Commis- 
sioner through the superintendent, included in the above statement, 
costing $10,108.57 each. The work was faithfully done, the walls 
are tight, and altogether present a good specimen of locks built on 
that plan. There are several others that are bad, but I apprehend 
many could be rewooded and made comparatively good at much 
less expense. 


OnzrpaA LAKE CANAL. 


With the small appropriation made last winter, the contractors 
were unwilling to go on with their work. The completion of the 
filling of the timber pier at the lake, the building of a road bridge and 
some other work very necessary to protect that already done, is all 
that has been secured. The report of last year for completing this 
canal was $100,000. I would not state it any less now, for the 
reason that the waste and decay of materials delivered, the running 
in of exposed banks and slope walls, and other changes on account 
of suspending the work, together with the cost of peerne: will 
quite absorb the appropriation of $25,000. 


CAYUGA INLET. 


The amount ($15,000) appropriated by the Legislature of 1869, for 
constructing pier and dredging Ithaca inlet at the head of Cayuga 
lake has been expended and the contract settled. 

Chapter 715 of the Laws of 1871 appropriates the further sum of 
$12,500 “for finishing the work and iniprovements at the head of 
Cayuga lake, to be expended under the direction of the Commis- 
sioner in charge.” 

The work has been let, and is now progressing, contemplating the 
extension of the pier two hundred feet, and dredging the inlet and 
harbor to make seven feet depth at lowest water. 
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EXPLANATION. 


Table No. 1 is an exhibit in detail of the cost of engineering for all 
of the work done on the division during the fiscal year. 

Table No. 2 shows the total work under contract, the amount done 
during the fiscal year, and the work remaining to be done on all the 
canals and works of the Middle Division. | 

Table No. 3 shows the amount of authorized work upon miscel- 
laneous repairs under the supervision of the Engineer Department 
for the fiscal year. 

Table No. 4 shows the work not under contract on all the canals 
and works of the Middle Division. |

EXTENSION OE THE CHENANGO CANAL. 
W.S. Kimpaty, Esq., Division Engineer : 

In my report for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1870, it is 
stated that orders had been given to suspend work in the preceding 
June, owing to the exhaustion of the small appropriation for this 
canal. 

It was continued, however, for a short period on a few of the con- 
tracts, where the safety of the work required some additional time 
and labor. 

After the suspension, operations were not again resumed until the 
following May, and after the appropriation was made by the Legis- 
lature of 1871. ' 

In accordance with a provision of the law of last session, all of the 
expenditures during the past year have been confined to that portion 
of the canal embraced between the City of Binghamton and Owego. 
The work below Owego remains as reported in the preceding year. 

As the last appropriation was not suflicient to complete all of the 
work between the points named, including the work through the 
city of Binghamton, directions were given to prosecute such portions 
of the canal as, in the unfinished state in which the suspension had 
left them, would be most liable to injury from the floods and ice of 
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the Susquehanna, the action of the weather and other causes, and 
which could be, as far as possible, completed under the appropriation. 

It was also thought judicious to have the completed work in a con- 
tinuous line from the river at Binghamton. A small temporary dam 
across the canal, near the upper end, now excludes the river during 
heavy freshets. 

With these views work was commenced under the following con- 
tracts, namely: Sections numbers two, four, five, six and seven; 
locks numbers four and six; Choconut, Tracy and Apalachin 
aqueducts; and culverts on sections numbers one to twenty in- 
clusive. , 

With the exception of section number two, and locks numbers 
four and six, on which at this date (December 1) but little remains 
to be done, all have been completed. 

At this date (December 1), and since the close of the fiscal year, 
much additional work has been done. The Binghamton dam, and 
section number eighteen, are completed, and the work is progressing 
on the guard lock and feedway at Binghamton, and on the con- 
struction of farm and road bridges over the canal, nine of the latter 
being now completed. 

A review of the work on December first shows that between 
Binghamton and Owego, twenty-two miles, the canal is completed, 
except very small portions of sections numbers one and two, and 
some repairs on sections which were completed several years since. 

In the city of Binghamton there remains to complete the connec- 
tion with that part of. the canal in operation, a small portion of sec- 
tion number one, two locks on which some work has already been 
done, and three railroad bridges. 

The guard lock and feedway at the south end of the dam is in 
progress and could be completed this winter. 

A summary of table No. 2, for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1871, embracing all work under contract, or completed between 
Binghamton and the Pennsylvania State line, is as follows:

The total amount reported last year of work remaining to be done 
between Binghamton and the Pennsylvania State line, as per tables 
Nos. 2 and 4, is, in excess of this year, $384,331.55. - 

There has been done during the fiscal year, as stated above, $105,- 
638.92. This is mainly due to the increase in the aggregate of table 
No. 4, by the following items, which were not included in last year’s 
report. 3 

Owing to the frequent suspensons of the work, for want of funds — 
and the small annual appropriation, many of the sections that were 
completed from time to time will now, after from three to five years 
of exposure and disuse, require repairs more or less. extensive, which 
on the aggregate have been estimated, in table No. 4, at $33,000. In 
the city of Binghamton the canal is crossed by several lines of rail- 
roads, requiring bridges, the aggregate cost of which is estimated at 
$45,000. Farm and road bridges, which at the close of the fiscal 
year were not under contract, are reported in table No. 4 at $47,000. 
This increases the aggregate of table No. 4, $125,000. 

The items in table No. 2 have in some cases been increased and in 
others decreased over last year, the difference showing a net increase 
of about $15,000. This was occasioned in some cases by the damage 
caused by floods, and the additional precautionary measures deemed 
advisable to guard against further injury to the works. It was also 
found necessary as the work progressed to remove more earth from 
the slopes in some of the heavier cuts in order to keep the canal 
open. : 

Additional lining was also necessary, and a retaining wall to pre- 
vent the sliding of a portion of one of the streets of Binghamton 
into the canal. 

Table number 1 exhibits the engineer and incidental expenses, 
and amounts to $18,118.03, or 12,4, per cent of the work done dur- 
ing the fiscal year. : 

By resolution of the Canal Board after the suspension in June 
(passed in July and August) it became necessary to ascertain the 
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amount of the per centage retained by the State on the several con- 
tracts. ‘This work, which required careful and exact measurements 
on all of the contracts between Binghamton and Owego, and below 
the latter point, which had been under prosecution, prevented as 
large a reduction of the engineer force as would otherwise have 
occurred; and as the contract work had stopped, the per centage of 
engineering expenses for the entire year to the other work was 
obviously increased. 

It will be observed in comparison with the amount reported in the 
previous year that the cost of engineering is reduced 444 per cent. 

In closing I would state, as in my last report, that the loss incurred 
by depreciation and damage to the works during their suspension for 
want of funds; the importance of a speedy completion in order to 
connect with the coal fields of Pennsylvania, and reduce the cost of 
- transportation on coal; the large amount of work already done; the 
comparatively small cost to finish the canal; and the loss of interest 

or earnings on the amounts already expended, are urged as strong 
~ reasons for a sufficient appropriation at the approaching session of the 
Legislature to speedily complete the remaining work, and particu- 
larly to bring into use that portion, now so nearly finished, com- 
prised in the first thirty miles.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


During the past fiscal year, this division has been under the charge 
of Daniel Richmond, as Division Engineer, and‘J. Nelson Tubbs as 
Resident Engineer. Table No. 1, hereto annexed, is a statement con- 
taining the names of engineers temporarily employed on this divi 
sion for the fiscal year, both on ordinary and extraordinary repairs, 
together with an exhibit of the time of service, and rate of compen- 
sation of each. | 

Table No. 2, annexed, is an exhibit of the character and condition 
of the work under contract during the year, and table No. 3 makes 
a like exhibit of work of a miscellaneous character, done under the 
supervision of this department. 

A considerable portion of the expenses included in table No. 1 
were incurred on account of work done in making 4nd revising 
plans, making measurements and supervising ordinary repairs.

ERIE CANAL. 
OrpINARY REPAIRS. 


That portion of the Erie canal on this division, known as superin- 
tendent’s sections Nos. 12 and 18, has been kept in repair during 
the year by the State, through the agency of superintendents, while 
‘sections Nos. 10, 11 and 14 have remained in charge of repair con- 
tractors. 

The contracts for keeping sections Nos. 10 and 11 in repair will 
expire on the first day of January next, while section No. 14 will 
not_expire by its terms until a year later. 

All of these sections have been kept in very excellent repair dur- 
ing the season, and since the repair of the Ox-bow break, navigation 
has been more uniform and uninterrupted than for many. years pre- 
vious. ‘T’o maintain the prestige which a successful season’s naviga- 
tion has given the canals, and to still further invite and merit the 
confidence of shippers and boatmen, the thorough system of repairs 
inaugurated should be continued ; the deposit in the prism thoroughly 
cleaned out as fast as practicable, by the use of steam dredges, or 
other appliances, working through the whole season, at points where 
navigation is most difficult, thus constantly improving the canal in 
the most thorough, and yet cheapest manner. 

The only detention to navigation, of any magnitude or importance, 
was the great break through the towing path bank at the Ox-bow, 
about one mile west from Fairport, which occurred in the evening of 
the 28th of April, and was repaired, and water let in on the 8th of 
May. A large number of boats were already loaded, and on their 
way from Buffalo when the break occurred. It was felt at the time 
to be a severe blow to navigation, but as things have since devel- 
oped, I believe that all are satisfied that the delay thus caused has 
resulted in little or no loss to forwarders or: boatmen. I think no 
one can give the cause of the disaster. The bank at that point, 
although of considerable height (about thirty-five to forty feet) was 
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in appearance, and was believed to be one of the best on the canal. 
Watchmen were empioyed to patrol it frequently during the day and 
night, and nothing was discovered indicating danger previous to its 
destruction. Since the rebuilding of the bank, the outside slope has 
- received a heavy covering of loose stone, and has remained in good 
condition during the season. 

The navigation of each recurring season develops the necessity of 
important changes and improvements at various points on the canal, 
and which being in the nature of new work, or radical changes in 
old places, must be provided fur year by year, and constructed as 


EXTRAORDINARY REPAIRS. 


Of work of this character, the following contracts have been com- 
pleted and settled during the year: Dredging Ohio basin, extend. 
ing Black Rock pier, improving and widening canal, and construct- 
ing vertical walls between Erie and Commercial streets in Buffalo, 
raising and recoping Black Rock pier, improving and completing 
Main and Hamburgh Street canal, dredging channel around north 
end of Erie basin break-water, iron bridge over slip leading to river 
lock at Tonawanda, removing old warehouse foundation at Black 
Rock, reconstructing docking along channel leading to Niagara river 
from ship lock; iron bridges over Ohio basin slip, on Georgia street, 
Buffalo, at Orangeport, McCarty’s, Mabees and Palmyra, wrought- 
iron swing bridge at Albion, and two iron bridges at Brockville and 
county line, inserting iron needle beams in bridges at Ferry, Genesee, 
Prime, Michigan and Washington streets, Buffalo, in two bridges in 
Clyde, three in Lyons, two in Newark, onein Palmyra, one at Mace- 
don, and one at Port Gibson, also at Comstock, Adams, and Millards 
streets at Lockport, Hindsburgh and Shelby street, Medina, sidewalks 
on Fulton street in Buffalo, timber bridge over waste-weir channel 
near Cartersville, vertical walls at Pendleton, Shelby basin, Eagle 
Harbor, Reynale’s basin, and between third and fourth locks east of 
Rochester, additional sluice culvert in town of Lockport, stop gate 
between Deep Hollow culvert and Wide Water ditch to drain lands 
of Thomas McGuire, improving channel way and discharge culvert 
of Thomas creek, and constructing and testing steam cana! dredge. 

The present condition of a large number of other contracts of 
greater or less importance is fully set forth in Table No. 2. 

The work of removing old bench walls between Lyons and Lock- 
ville is so far progressed that it is hoped that the work below water 
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may be fully completed by the opening of navigation next spring. 
The large amount of work progressing in that locality, for doubling 
locks and other work, has prevented an earlier completion. 

The masonry in new Black Rock guard lock is nearly completed, 
and there is some work remaining to be done at the head and foot of 
same to complete the contract. 

The masonry of the three locks at Lockville is pretty well ad- 
vanced toward completion, except a short portion of each wall at 
the head, which will be finished during the suspension of navigation, 
and the gates inserted, and the lock brought into use. A large 
amount of material has been delivered at the several locks, and some 
of the lock pits have been excavated. 

It has been found impossible. to procure the large amount of 
dressed stone required for doubling the locks with the rapidity 
desired, from the difficulty experienced in procuring a sufficient 
number of stonecutters, there being a large demand for that class of 
skilled labor. The stone is principally obtained from quarries at 
Waterloo and Split Rock. Arrangements have been made which 
render it probable that all of the locks will be completed and 
brought into use one year from next spring. 

The work of improving and deepening narrow canal in Black 
Rock harbor is in progress, and will be vigorously forwarded during 
the coming winter. As yet, no work has been done under the 
contract for protecting canal against the encroachments of Lake 
Erie. 

Act chapter 348, Laws of 1871, provided for the construction of a 
swing bridge over the Erie canal on. Buffalo street, in the city of 
Rochester, to be placed on the line of said street, and also for the 
construction of a bridge over Erie canal to connect Munger and 
Averill streets in said city. Act chapter 930, Laws of 1871, appro- 
priated $20,000 for the said work. I am satisfied that the said sum 
is entirely inadequate for the purpose, and that from the peculiar 
situation of the canal at that point, that such a modification of the 
law should be made as will allow the swing bridge to be placed at 
or nearly at right angles with the canal, so that it may swing either 
way, and so that it may accommodate the travel on Caledonia 
avenue, and that bridge be also dispensed with, in which case it is 
believed the appropriation already made will be sufficient to defray 
all the expenses to be incurred, except the cost of the land necessary 
to connect the two streets. Act chapter 930, Laws of 1871, also 
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provides for constructing a vertical wall on the north side of the 
Main and Hamburgh Street canal, between Louisiana and Ham- 
burgh streets, in the city of Buffalo, and appropriates $10,000 
therefor. My estimate of the cost of the work between those points 
is more than double the amount appropriated, and [ deem it inexpe- 
dient to involve the State in the expense of constructing expensive 
coffer-dams and bailing a portion of the work, when about the same 
expense would coffer-dam and bail the whole of it, if the appropria- 
tion made was sufficient to complete. At the same time, the very 
terms of the act, it is believed, debar the Canal Commissioners from 
letting the work until a sufficient appropriation is made to complete 
same in full. | 


Work Recommenpen ‘ro BE Donn. 

Act chapter 767, Laws of 1870, appropriated the sum of $80,000 
for the purpose of improving the narrow canal in Black Rock 
harbor. The work is now in progress on the general plan of 
making an independent canal channel of not less than 120 feet width 
from the Buffalo and Niagara Falls railroad bridge to the Erie mill 
at Lower Black Rock, a distance of 10,500 feet, by the construction 
of a crib and earth division bank for that distance between the canal 
and Harbor. The importance of this work is set forth at length in my 
report of last year, and also in the report of the Canal Commissioner 
of the Western Division for same year at pages 200 and 201. The 
estimated cost of the whole work is $350,000. There should be 
appropriated the present winter at least $125,000, so that the work 
may progress during the next summer, as it is extremely difficult to 
dredge and prepare the bottom and to sink and fill the cribs late in 
season after the weather has become inclement and high winds 
prevalent. 

I respectfully recommend the substitution of three iron pipes of 
twenty-four-inch bore in place of the timber culvert on the three- 
mile level east of Brighton. This culvert carries under the canal 
the drainage of a large extent of country, and consequently has to be 
of considerable capacity. The present strueture is of timber, which 
will soon decay. It is a diving culvert, and necessarily so much 
below the surface of the surrounding land that when any accident or 
leakage occurs it is the occasion of much difficulty, expense and 
delay to coffer dam to bail and repair it. The culvert is also placed in 
a material which it is very difficult to make tight, and on several 
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occasions, since its construction, breaks have occurred around it, 
causing great inconvenience and detention. The pipes proposed can 
be placed near the bottom of the canal, and thus rendered accessible, 
and can, at the same time, be easily made secure. I estimate the 
expense of this improvement at $8,000. 

The old waste weir on Lock Berlin level has given out, and is 
entirely destroyed in consequence of its being originally located in 
low, swampy ground. The material in old structure should be all 
removed, and a new waste weir constructed about 500 feet distant 
therefrom, on solid formation near the high grounds on the berme 
side. I estimate the expense of the work at $3,500. 

_ The present stone box sewer under the Genesee River feeder, at 
Rochester, has, for many years, been a source of difficulty. The 
covering is so near the bottom of the feeder, that high water in the 
Genesee river bursts through the sewer into the feeder, and when the 
river subsides leaves a passage from feeder into the river. I recom- 
mend that a cast-iron pipe of twenty-four inch bore be substituted for 
same, at an estimated cost of $3,000. 

I respectfully recommend the construction of vertical walls on both 
sides of the canal at Lockville, in the short reaches between the locks, 
at an estimated expense of $25,000. 

The levels between the lower and iniddle, and middle and upper 
locks at that place, are short and extremely crooked, and it is impor- 
tant that the whole water way which can be obtained be made 
available, especially so when the new locks are brought into use, and 
-both locks at same time in operation, as they probably will be next 
season. I recommend that the berme abutment of Arcadia road 
bridge at the foot of middle lock at Lockville, be set back about fift 
teen feet, so that free access may be had into the berme lock. | It 
now sets so far into the channel as to be an obstruction to naviga- 
tion, when the berme lock shall be brought into use. This work will 
also involve the erection of a new bridge, which should be of iron, 
the present superstructure being of wood, and having been erected 
many years ago, would soon have to be rebuilt under any circum- 
stances; the estimated cost of improvement is $5,000. 

In the construction of the Erie canal at east end of the new aque- 
duct, in the city of Rochester, the line was located so close along 
South St. Paul street that the street had to be supported by a high 
wall for a considerable distance, the grade of the street being over 
twenty feet above bottom of the canal; a wooden protection railing 
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has always been maintained by the State, on this wall. The railing 
is now decayed and must be replaced with new. I respectfully 
recommend that an iron railing be substituted at an estimated expense 
of $1,000. 

The cost of doubling the locks on this division was originally esti- 
mated by me at $526,000. By act, chap. 877, Laws of 1869, $200,- 
000 was appropriated, and by act, chap. 767, Laws of 1870, $200,- 
000 was also appropriated, leaving still to be provided for the sum of 
$126,000, which sum should be appropriated during the present win- 
ter. . . 

There should also be appropriated the sum of $1,000 to pay for | 
work done and still to be done in changing line of canal, and pro- 
tecting same at high clay bluff west of Rochester. 

I estimate that there will be required for changing plans of bridges 
on this division, from wood to iron, the sum of $35,000. 

There is now a waste weir in the old canal, at the east end of the 
Rochester aqueduct, which at times is useful, but does not draw the 
water to canal bottum, as the discharge is intercepted by the mill-race 
between it and the river; the surface of water in said race is higher 
than the bottom of the canal. For various reasons not now necessary 
to enumerate, the Canal Board have authorized the abandonment of 
the old canal at that point, which necessitates the removal of the 
present waste weir, and the construction of a new and permanent 
one through the north wall of the aqueduct, and also the construc- 
tjon of a cement wall across the said old canal. 

The Canal Board have by resolution adopted the above described 
plans for the work, and requested the Legislature to make an appro- 
priation of $4,700, to pay the cost of the work. This sum should be 
provided for this winter, as the work must be completed previous to 
the opening of navigation next spring. 


GENESEE VALLEY CANAL. 
OrpinARy Repairs. 


All the repair sections have been under the control of, and the 
repairs made by superintendents during the year. It has been kept 
in excellent order, and navigation has been uninterrupted. 

The slide bank at Portage has stood well, and no trouble has been 
experienced at that point, although it has ‘been deemed advisable to 
do considerable work there, to still further secure the same. The 
various works which have been in progress for several years, for the 
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purpose of securing a supply of water for the summit, having been 
perfected previous to the opening of navigation, the canal has reaped 
the benefit of this foresight; and although we have had one of the 
driest seasons ever known in that locality, yet an abundant supply 
has been obtained from the source above named, to keep up naviga- 
tion through the whole season, with the single exception of the Dans- 
ville side cut. Much credit is due the officers in charge, who have 
carefully husbanded the water from all sources, as at times during 
the season almost the whole supply south of Mount Morris has been 
obtained from the Cuba reservoir. 


EXTRAORDINARY REPAIRS. 


Since the date of my last report, nearly all the important work 
embraced under this head has been completed, especially that por- 
tion of the work looking to supplying this canal with water. No 
more work has been done, however, under the contract for deepening 
the north end of the Summit level; the Legislature having passed a 
bill for the relief of the contractor, the act containing a provision 
authorizing the Canal Board to cancel the contract, if they deem it 
for the best interest of the State to do so. 

Several iron bridges have been let and will be constructed previous 
to the opening of navigation next spring. 


Work RECOMMENDED TO BE Donn. 


A considerable portion of the eighth ward of the city of Rochester 
is debarred from effectual drainage by the Genesee Valley canal, and 
as a consequence, a large amount of surface drainage goes of necessity 
into the canal. It is important that a culvert be constructed under 
said canal at such point as will best furnish outlet sewerage from 
that ward; the estimated expense is $2,200. 

The Genesee Valley canal is now well supplied with water, except 
the Dansville side cut, which, during the dry season has a very insuf- 
ficient supply, and navigation cannot at all times be maintained. I 
repeat my recommendation of last year, on pages 83 and 84 of the 
report of the State Engineer and Surveyor, that Loon Lake be used 
as a reservoir for that purpose; the estimated cost is $10,000. 

Of about forty-five miles of the Genesee Valley canal, there are no 
‘maps showing State boundaries, structures, etc., in any of the depart- 
ments. I earnestly urge the importance that final surveys of the 
same be made at the earliest moment; the estimated cost is $3,000. 
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Finau Surveys. 


The balance of the final surveys for the Erie canal from Black 
Rock to and through the city of Buffalo, were completed last win- 
ter, as contemplated, and the maps have mostly been plotted. The 
amount expended for that purpose during the year} is $2,057.52. I 
. cannot too earnestly urge the necessity of making a final “survey of 
the remaining forty-five miles of the Genesee Valley canal, of which 
there are no maps in any of the departments. It is a source of end- 
less annoyance and difficulty to those in charge of the canal, and to 
adjacent owners, as there is no authoritative source where boundaries 
between the State and private parties can be obtained ; and the neces- 
sity which often arises to furnish maps of portions of the canal for 
the information of the Legislature, the Canal Board, and Canal 
Appraisers, involves a special survey at the points required, often 
producing great inconvenience to par hed and delays vexatious to all 
concerned.

To the Honorable the Assembly of the State of New York: 
I have received and considered the inquiry embraced in the follow- 
ing resolution : 
. STATE OF NEW YORK:

By section 1, of article 8, of the existing Constitution, power is 
vested in the Legislature to create corporations by general laws and 
by special act, when the objects of the corporation cannot be attained 
under general laws. And it is expressly ordained that “all general 
laws and special acts, passed pursuant to this section, may be altered 
from time to time or repealed.” 

The act to provide for the construction of the so-called Elevated 
Railway in the city of New York, was passed on the 22d of April, 
1867, and is subject in all respects to the provision of the Constitu- 
tion above recited. Besides, the following section is combined in the 
act: ‘Section 12. This act may be altered, amended or repealed, at 
the pleasure of the Legislature.” 

It will be observed that full power is reserved in the Legislature 
to alter from time to time, or entirely to repeal all charters author- 
ized by general laws or granted by special laws after the adoption of 
this provision of the Constitution. 

Such power of alteration or repeal is also expressly reserved in the 
act and becomes a part of the charter, and is of the essence of the 
contract between the government and the corporators. 

The adjudications that have held charters of incorporations to be 
unalterable, have been made in cases where the power to alter or 
repeal was not reserved either in the organic law or in the charter. 

I entertain no doubt but that it is within the constitutional power 
of the Legislature to alter or repeal the special charter referred for 
my consideration. 

This power must be understood as applying only to the franchise 
granted, and not as to any property acquired or vested in the corpo- 
rators. It is the franchise only that the government grants. That 
may be altered, abridged or entirely recalled. The property of the 
corporators, its track, fixtures, machinery and lands, are subject to all 
the other sacred guarantees of the Constitution for the protection of 
private property, and upon the repeal of the charter is to be divided 
or disposed of by the corporators in such manner as they may adopt.

To His Excellency Jonn T. Horrman, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief : 

GoverNor.—I have the honor of making the following report from 
this Department, for the year ending December 31st, 1871. 

Another year’s experience in the administration, under your 
direction, of the military affairs of the State, has confirmed the cor- 
rectness of the views I entertained on assuming the duties of Adjutant- 
General, and in conformity with which I have acted. The point 
which I laid most stress on was, that the aggregate force of the 
National Guard should be reduced to twenty thousand (20,000 ) non- 
commissioned officers, musicians and privates (at one time it had 
been nearly fifty thousand), by lessening the number of organiza- 
tions, thus getting rid of the most inefficient ones, and giving more 
pecuniary aid to each of the remainder from the regular annual 
appropriation, which was established at two hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($200,000 ). 

Although the cost of supporting the National Guard is probably 
double that amount, the balance being contributed by localities, and by 
the members themselves, I deemed this sum sufficient to stimulate the 
local authorities to give further aid in money, and to cause more inter- 
est to be taken in the organizations by the citizens of the localities 
in which they exist. In all these respects, the result has met my 
expectations, and I think I may safely assert that never before has 
the National Guard been so popular and so fully appreciated. More- 
over, the amendments made to the Military Code, in its re-enactment 
in 1870, relating to the mode of uniforming the troops, and granting 
them further privileges and exemptions, and providing means for 
securing competent oflicers as vacancies occur, have all worked 
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exceedingly well, and the fruits are shown in the greatly improved 
condition of the organizations in appearance, drill and discipline. 
Indeed, I think it may be fairly claimed that the National Guard, as 
a whole, was never so highly esteemed by the public as now, and 
never before was it so deserving of such confidence. The demon- 
strations of its usefulness and efficiency, which have frequently 
occurred, secure to this body of citizen soldiery the good will and 
partiality of the people of the whole State; and their friendly dis- 
position can be fully relied on so long as its members do their whole 
duty, and show by all their acts that they have the proper apprecia- 
tion of what is becoming to a soldier. 


ORGANIZATION. 


At present the National Guard is composed of eight divisions, 
twenty-five brigades, two regiments, one battalion, and seven sepa- 
rate troops of cavalry; two battalions and ten separate batteries of 
artillery; forty regiments and six battalions of infantry; and the 
grand aggregate of the force is twenty-four thousand two hundred 
and sixty-six (24,266) officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians 
and privates. Some few of the organizations are still so weak 
and inefficient that further disbandments and consolidations will 
have to be made; and when such reduction has been accomplished 
the aggregate of the force will be within the limitation of the Mili- 
tary Code. | 


BrREEcH-LOADERS. 


The Legislature at its last session made an appropriation of two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) or so much thereof 
-as might be necessary “for altering the small arms of the National 
Guard to, or exchanging them for breech-loaders, under the direc- 
tion of the Governor.” In May last a board was appointed “ to 
examine into the merits of various kinds of breech-loading rifle- 
muskets, and to report the result of. such examination to the Gover- 
nor.’ This board, which was composed of the Adjutant-General, 
the Inspector-General and the Chief of Ordnance, was occupied dur- 
ing several months in examining and testing a number of breech- 
loading rifle-muskets which had been submitted to it for such pur- 
pose, and on the 28th of October last they made their report giving 
the result of their examination and tests, and unanimously recom- 
mending the adoption of the Remington rifle-musket, of the improved 
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model, which had been manufactured for and submitted to the board, 
as the best arm, in all respects, for the use of the National Guard. 
It should be stated in this connection, that owing te the failure of 
my health, I was obliged to take a leave of absence tor several months, 
which I spent in Europe, and therefore was not present at the last 
meetings of the board, when Colonel J. B. Stonehouse, the Assistant 
Adjutant-General, filled my place. But having examined this whole 
matter very thoroughly, and agreeing with the board. in the concelu- 
sion at which they arrived, [ fully concur in their recommendation. 

The Governor having approved the report, a contract was entered 
_into with E. Remington and Sons for furnishing the State with 
fifteen thousand (15,000) of their breech-loading rifle muskets, of the 
improved model, in exchange for the same number of muzzle-loading 
Springfield rifle muskets now in the hands of the National Guard, on 
terms very advantageous to the State; indeed, so much so, that prob- 
ably not more than three-quarters of the amount of the appropriation 
will be required to meet the payment of money which the contract 
provides for. Should it not be deemed necessary to obtain any more 
ot these rifle muskets at present, 1 would recommend that the Legisla- 
ture be asked to allow the balance of that appropriation to be used 
for the purchase of equipments and of Gatling guns—the superior of 
the mitrailleuse—for the artillery. 

For further information with respect to the subject of breech-load- 
ers, reference is made to the report of the Board, which will be found 
in the appendix. | 


TARGET PRACTICE. 


In my last annual report, I took the ground that field days for tar- 
get practice would be of much more benefit to the troops than 
encampments. Now that the infantry is in a short time to be armed 
with breech-loaders, it becomes more important that the men should 
be thoroughly instructed and practiced in the use of the rifle, not 
only that they may become perfectly familiar with its manipulation 
and expert in the manual, but also accurate marksmen. All this can 
only be acquired by target practice, and therefore such practice should 
be made a part of the course of drill in every year. 

Recently an association has been organized, called the National Rifle 
Association, through which, it seems to me, that much of that which 
is so desirable for the National Guard in this direction can be attained, 
and therefore the Military Department of the State should be dis- 
posed to view it with favor and encouragement. 
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State Minirary AGENCIES. 


With respect to the business formerly conducted by the State Mili- 
tary Agencies, and which devolved upon this Department on the 
abolishment of those agencies, I have to report as follows: | 

The amount of the United States paymaster’s checks and treas- 
ure?’s certificates, on hand, January 1, 1871, was seventeen hundred 
and sixteen dollars and fourteen cents ($1,716.14). Amount of 
claims settled during the year, two hundred and six dollars ($206). 
There has been delivered to claimaints the sum of three hundred 
and eighty-seven dollars and eighty cents ($387.80), and the amount 
remaining to be delivered: is fifteen hundred and thirty-four dollars . 
and thirty-four cents ($1,534.34). 


War CraAims AGAINST THE Unrrep SratEs. 


The vigorous prosecution of these claims has been continued during 
the past year, and a new installment, amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars, has been presented to the Department at Washing- 
ton. For detailed information with respect to this matter, reference 
is made to the report of Colonel J. B. Stonehouse, Assistant Adjutant- 
(teneral, contained in the appendix. 


ConcLusion. 

In closing this report I avail myself of the opportunity to commend 
Colonel John Bb. Stonehouse, Assistant Adjutant-General, and Major 
Alfred H. Taylor, chief clerk, and other employes’in this office, for 
the zeal, fidelity, and diligence with which they have discharged their 
duties. ¢

REPORTS OF DIVISION AND BRIGADE COMMANDANT. 


Heap-quarters First Diviston N. G., S. N. Y., 
New York, December 1, 1871. 

Gernerat.—In accordance with paragraph 528, General Regula- 
tions, I have the honor to report that, during the year ending with 
this date, the following parades and meeting for instruction were 
made and held, pursuant to orders from these head-quarters : 

July 4, 1871—Division parade and review. 

Oct. 17, ‘ —Meeting for instruction. 

Nov. 21, ‘* Parade of all the infantry and one troop of cavalry. 


‘In addition to the above parades, etc., the services of the division 
have been called for, in support of the civil authorities, on two 
occasions, viz.: The whole division was under arms from early in 
the morning of the 12th of July until the morning of the 13th, 
during which time part of the troops were in active service, in 
quelling the riots in the upper part of the city, a detailed report of 
which was made to general head-quarters on the 19th of July. On 
November ‘7th, four regiments were under arms at their armories, 
ready to support the police authorities, from 6 a. m. until 103 p. m., 
but their active services were not called for. 

I feel impelled to take advantage of this opportunity to call the 
attention of the Commander-in-Chief again to the propriety of 
arming one of the foot-batteries of this division with the Mitrailleuse. 
I made this suggestion in my last annual report, and repeated it in 
a communication of 16th November. This very desirable improve- 
ment could be accomplished at no great expense, and would be an. 
advance in keeping with the same spirit that prompted the arming 
of the infantry with breech-loading weapons. 

During the past year, great dissatisfaction has been expressed by 
some organizations of the Division at the condition of their armories, 
which in some cases are so miserable as to be entirely unfit to drill 
the smallest bodies of men. To call this demoralizing, is but feeble 
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' description. Despite the great exertion of the officers, it is scarcely 
possible to maintain proper esprit de corps. The effect is ruinous 
to the organizations. Two or three regiments could have, during 
last winter, only such drills as the accommodation of the State 
Arsenal afforded, their armories being worthless for drill purposes, 
and but ordinary storing places for arms. 

The armories now occupied by the Fifth, Eighth, Eleventh, Sixty- 
ninth and Eighty-fourth Regiments are in very bad condition. 
The City Arsenal, corner of White and Elm streets, is used as 
quarters for all the batteries. It is entirely unfit for the storage of 
the guns, carriages and harness. In cold or stormy weather, no 
drills can be held there. : | 

The long-deserved encouragement which the National Guard 
met with from the last Legislature, in the direction of new and 
improved arms, and a parade ground, gives me reason to hope that 
the suggestions now made to his Excellency, the Commander-in- 
Chief, will meet with just consideration.

Srr.—lI have the honor to report that, on the morning of the 10th 
inst., | was personally waited upon by his Honor, the Mayor, who

II. In obedience to a requisition from the civil authorities, the 
following organizations are hereby ordered to assemble at their 
respective armories, in fatigue dress, fully armed and equipped for 
active service, on Wednesday next, the 12th inst., at 7 o’clock a. m.: 

First Regiment Infantry, Sixth Regiment Infantry, Seventh 
Regiment Infantry, Eighth Regiment Infantry, Ninth Regiment 
Infantry, Eleventh Regiment Infantry, Twelfth Regiment Infantry, 
Twenty-second Regiment Infantry, Sixty-ninth Regiment Infantry, 
Seventy-first Regiment Infantry, Kighty-fourth Regiment Infantry, 
Washington Grey Troop Cavalry, Battery “G,” Battery “C.” 

The Infantry will be supplied with forty rounds of ammunition, 
and the Artillery with twenty rounds per gun.

At two o’clock a.m., on the 12th inst., I personally informed the 
Superintendent of Police of my action, and at six o’clock a.m. 
reported to the Commander-in-Chief in person, with a portion of my 
staff, at police head-quarters. 
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The accompanying map, prepared as a part of this report, an 
examination of which is invited, will show the location of the forces 
under arms at seven A.M. The blue spots mark the quarters of the 
infantry regiments ordered on duty, the red those of the artillery, | 
and the orange those of the cavalry. The blne crosses, the quarters 
of the infantry regiments, and the orange cross, that of the cavalry 
regiments, over which guards were placed. | | 

It being apprehended at police head-quarters that the necessary 
withdrawal of most of the police force from the thirty-first precinct 
would invite disorder along the line of the Boulevard, it was deemed 
prudent to establish an armed force in the vicinity of Elm Park; and, 
to secure the greatest amount of protection with the least number of 
men, a regiment armed with breech-loaders, aud a squadron of 
cavalry were dispatched, by the service of the following orders, at 
7.30 A. M.:

CotoneL.—Upon the receipt of this you will march your command 
up the Boulevard to the thirty-first precinct police station, in 
One Hundredth street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues, and put 
yourself in communication with Captain Helme, or other police 
officer in charge. You will regulate your movements so as to 
support the police force in the discharge of their duties, and for this 
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purpose you will confer with the officer in command, and keep 
yourself informed as to his movements. 

The service which is required of you is, as you will appreciate, one 
of a delicate nature, and one in which you must be guided by cir- 
cumstances and your own judgment. The police will enforce the 
law so.far as they can, and if not able to do so, will call upon you 
for assistance, which you will render so as to uphold them in the 
discharge of their duties. You will keep your command in the ranks, 
and see that the men behave quietly and orderly, and not allow any 
straggling, so that they can be used at a moment’s notice. 

If compelled to send detachments to any point, you will see that 
they are sufficiently large to enforce order, if possible, without resort- 
ing to compulsory measures. 

You will not use force unless it becomes absolutely necessary to 
put down a riot or disturbance, and then you are expected to act 
with coolness and firmness. No positive orders can be given to guide 
you in your actions, but you must be governed by the exigencies of 
the case, and your authority is, therefore, necessarily discretionary. 
The Washington Grey Troop of Cavalry has been directed to report 
to you. It will co-operate with your command, under your orders.

At the same hour, Col. Scott, of the Eighth Regiment was ordered 
to occupy the City Arsenal, corner of White and Elm streets, with 
about three-fourths of his command, for the purpose of protecting the 
building and its contents, aud of supporting the two batteries 
assembled there, should their services be required. The balance 
of the Eighth Regiment were left for the protection of their own 
armory. 

Col. Ward, of the Twelfth Regiment, was ordered to occupy the 
State Arsenal, corner of Seventh avenue and Thirty-fifth street, 
with his command, leaving about forty men for the protection of his 
armory, and detailing an equal number for the care of the Seventy- 
first Regiment armory. 

The commanding officer of the Fifth Regiment stationed fifty 
men in the armory of his regiment in Hester street, near Bowery, 
and an equal number in the armory of the First and Third Cavalry, 
at 387 and 389 Bowery.

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The commanding officer of the Seventy-ninth Battalion stationed 
one company in the armory corner of Green and Houston streets. 

The commanding officer of the Ninety-sixth Regiment stationed 
one company in the armory at Germania Assembly Rooms, 291 and 
293 Bowery. 

At 8 o’clock, a. m., Brig.-Generals Varian and Ward, commanding 
the Third and First Brigades, respectively, of the First Division, 
reported to me in person and were directed to establish their head- 
quarters as follows: General Varian at the armory of the Seventh 
Regiment, and General Ward at the armory of the Twenty-second 
Regiment. They were requested to visit the armories of the regi- 
ments of their commands and see that the instructions issued were 
observed, and hold themselves and their staffs in readiness for any 
service. 

In order that the excited condition of the public mind might not 
be aggravated by the presence of uniformed:soldiers in the public 
streets, and that the troops should be well in hand for prompt action, 
the following circular was issued to all the commanding officers:

“ Official and Confidential. 


“The Major-General commanding directs that the ammunition be 
not distributed until orders to do so are received from these head- 
quarters. 

‘You will please form your companies as soon as the men arrive, 
and keep them within the armory. Loitering about the doors, and 
visiting neighboring saloons,’ will under no circumstances be per- 
mitted. If necessary to prevent it, appoint a Provost Guard, not 
_ otherwise. Men arrested by a Provost Guard will be returned for 
disobedience.

By 9 o’clock, a. m., reports received at head-quarters of small 
bodies of armed men moving in various parts of the city became 
frequent. The first one of any magnitude or of positive seriousness 
was received about 8 a. m., to the effect that a large crowd of evil 
disposed persons had made a demonstration at One Hundred and 
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Forty-third street and Seventh avenue, and obliged all the workmen 
in that neighborhood to quit work and join their party. There being 
no available police force in that vicinity, I dispatched, at the request 
of the police authorities, Major Jussen, of my staff, with orders to 
the Commanding Officer of the Seventy-first Regiment, stationed 
at Elm Park, to at once move one wing of his regiment and the 
Washington Grey Cavalry in the direction of the point indicated. 
This movement’ was rapidly executed, but upon reaching One 
Hundred and Tenth street, information was received that the rioters 
had moved down through the Park. The infantry remained for a 
short time at One Hundred and Tenth street and Eighth avenue, 
and the cavalry at One Hundred and Tenth street and Sixth avenne, 
and at 12.15 p. m. were returned to Elm Park by a telegraphic order. 

About 10 a. m. information was received that a considerable body 
of rioters was moving down Third avenue at EKighty-sixth street, and 
that the workmen engaged in laying croton pipes had quit work 
and joined them. To support a detachment of police sent off in 
omnibuses to intercept them, the First Regiment Infantry, Col. 
Perley commanding, was ordered to move across to and up the 
Third avenue. At 12 m., Col. Perley telegtaphed from the nine- 
teenth precinct station house “everything quiet,” and he was, after 
consultation with the police authority, telegraphed to return to 
the armory and keep a sharp lookout. 

At 10.30 a. m. an effort was made by an excited crowd to seize the 
arms stored in a reported Fenian head-quarters in avenue A, near 
Fourth stteet, and Col. Clark, of the Seventh Regiment, was ordered 
to detail two companies to co-operate with Capt. Mount, of the 
eleven precinct, in protecting them. These companies shortly after- 
ward reported back to their armory ; the arms having been secured 
and removed to police head-quarters by the men under Capt. Mount. 

About the same hour an exciting report, to the effect that an armed 
mob had attacked Second avenue cars, was received, and a detach- 
ment of police was dispatched, by Superintendent Kelso, to the eigh- 
teenth precinct, to support and co-operate with this detachment. Col. 
Sherry, of the Sixth Regiment, was ordered to send four companies 
of his command to the Second avenue. The report proved unfounded, 
or at least was greatly exaggerated. The numerous details of police- 
men had reduced the force at head-quarters so much that it was 
deemed necessary to reinforce it by a portion of the military. Col. 
-Clark, of the Seventh Regiment, was therefore ordered to send two 
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companies, and occupy the upper floor of the headquarters building. 
These companies were commanded, respectively, by Capts. Kipp and 
Ely. 

The reports from different parts of the city had now become most 
exciting in their character. One from the immediate vicinity of 
head-quarters, brought in by detectives considered most reliable, was 
to the effect that an organized force, formed in companies, with ofti- 
cers commanding, having a leader at their head with a drawn sword, 
was moving down Prince street toward Hibernia Hall. Instantly a 
plan of capture was determined upon. A body of policemen was to 
move down Mulberry street to Prince, to meet the column; another 
body was to go down the Bowery to strike their rear, while a strong 
squad of detectives were to operate in making captures, as cireum- 
stances would permit. To give moral. effect and render aid if 
required, the Eighty-fourth Regiment was moved from their armory 
at Fourth street, down Broadway to Prince street, and the Eleventh 
Regiment was moved from Delancey and Christie streets, up the 
Bowery to Prince street. The rioters, having received some inform- 
ation or entertained suspicions of an agressive movement on the 
part of the authorities; had marched off to another section of the city 
before the dispositions made for their dispersion were consummated. 
Subsequently, however, a goodly number of captures were made by 
the police in the same neighborhood. While the regiments last 
named were on the march, they were directed to police head-quar- 
ters. As soon as the Eighty-fourth Regiment vacated their armory 
their surplus arms were removed for safety to police head-quarters. 

A report was received about the same time, and since confirmed 
by the official report of the commanding officer of the regiment, that 
a body of about five hundred men were threatening the armory of 
the Fifth Regiment, in Hester street, near the Bowery. The building 
was occupied by a company placed there for its protection, and its 
presence deterred the mob from making an attack. 

Information having been received about noon that the Oradseuion 
had determined to parade and that a considerable force would pro- 
bably be required to aid the police in their protection, the Fifty-fifth 
Regiment and the balance of the 79th Battalion were ordered to 
assemble at their armories. A detachment of the latter was ordered 
to police head-quarters, and after conducting a body of prisoners to 
the fifteenth precinct station-house, was returned to its armory to 
protect the United States army building in which it is located. 
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Colonel Budke of the 3d cavalry was authorized to assemble a part 
of his command to relieve a company of the Fifth Infantry in the pro- 
tection of the cavalry armory. Major-General Woodward, command- 
ing Second Division N. G., very kindly offered the services of one 
of his regiments, armed with breech-loaders, already assembled at 
their armory. Their services were accepted, and they were marched 
to the armory of the Ninety-sixth Regiment, 291 and 293 Bowery, 
as a place most convenient of location and a “point d’appui” to the 
movements about to be commenced. 

At 1.30 p. M., arrangements having been made by the police 
authorities to protect the procession that was to form at two o’clock, 
at the corner of Eighth avenue and Twenty-ninth street, and desir- 
ing the support of the military, orders were issued to the Sixth, 
Colonel Sterry; Seventh, Colonel Clark; Ninth, Colonel Fisk; 
Twenty-second, Colonel Porter; and LEighty-fourth, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mitchell commanding, to report at once on the ground 
above designated to Brigadier-General Varian, who had been assigned 
to the command of the escort, and previously informed as to the 
number of regiments ordered to report to him, and the character of 
the service required of the escort. The instructions to General 
Varian were necessarily general in their character, and consisted 
chiefly of my opinion as to the proportion of troops to be placed in 
front, on the flanks, and in rear of the procession, with the usual 
caution about preserving steadiness among the men, and keeping the 
ranks well closed up. All the details of formation, which would be 
varied according to the number of men in the procession, and which 
could be determined only upon the ground, together with the orders 
and instructions to the different regimental commanders according 
to their respective positions in the column, and the attitude assumed 
by the crowds at different points, were necessarily left to the exercise 
of his own best judgment and discretion, after he should have arrived 
upon the ground. When the Seventh Regiment moved from the 
armory, the two companies on duty at police head-quarters joined 
the regiment, and the Eleventh Regiment occupied the rooms 
vacated on the upper floors. The regiments were reported promptly 
as ordered. For the disposition made of them, and other informa- 
tion concerning the procession, your attention is invited to the fol- 
lowing report of General Varian, submitted immediately after the 
procession had been dismissed :

‘““GENERAL.—In compliance with your instructions, I have the 
honor to submit the following report : 

“ According to verbal instructions received from you this morn- 
ing, I proceeded to visit the several regiments of my brigade and 
had completed the tour, with the exception of the Eighth Regiment, 
when orders were received from your head- quarters desiring my 
presence immediately. 

“In accordance with. your directions to take command of the 
escort to the Orange procession, I at once proceeded with my staff 
to the place designated, viz., Eighth avenue, corner Twenty-ninth 
street. On my arrival there, I found the cae under the pro- 
tection of the police and ready to move. 

“The regiments of infantry ordered for escort service, viz., Sixth, 
Seventh, Ninth, Twenty-second and Eighty-fourth arrived promptly 
and reported for duty. 

““T at once disposed the troops in the following order: Seventh 
Regiment on the right in column of companies, Twenty-second and 
Kighty-fourth on the right and left flanks respectively in column of 
fours, Sixth and Ninth in the rear (Sixth leading) in column of com- 
panies. Before ordering the column to move, I was informed by 
Inspector Walling, of the. police force, that the roofs of the houses 
on the avenue between Twenty-seventh and Twenty-sixth streets, 
east side, were covered with men who had been seen loading fire- 
arms, and at ence directed Colonel Clark to detail the right wing of 
his regiment and take position on the opposite side of said block, 
facing those buildings, instructing him to return any fire which 
should commence, with sufficient vigor to stop it, and to rejoin his 
regiment after the column had passed that locality. These prepara- 
tions being made, I gave command for the column to move and at 
once took position on the right with my staff. Having arrived on 
the corner of Twenty-third street, I halted the column to give the 
right wing of the Seventh Regiment opportunity to rejoin the 
command. 

‘The order to halt had scarcely been obeyed, when I heard firing, 
proceeding apparently from the rear, and immediately returned to 
ascertain the nature of the difficulty. On arriving I ordered the 
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firing to cease; made inquiry as to the cause; and learned that the 
column had been fired into both from the sidewalk and houses, and 
the fire had been promptly returned by some of the regiments, 
killing and wounding a number of persons. 

‘Comparative order being restored, I again put the column in 
motion, proceeding through Twenty-third street to Fifth avenue, 
down the avenue to Fourteenth street, thence around Washington 
monument, down Fourth avenue to the junction of Third avenue, 
without further disturbance than the occasional arrest of individuals 
on the sidewalk by the police. At the said junction the procession 
dismissed, and, in accordance with your further instructions, I dis- 
posed of the troops so as to enclose the space between Fourth and 
Eighth streets, and then cleared the space of the crowd assembled. 

“ After remaining in the position described about an hour and 
a half, I gave directions to the several commands to return to their 
armories, and. to hold themselves in readiness for further orders 
from your head-quarters. 

“T cannot close without expressing my satisfaction at the alacrity 
and cheerfulness displayed by officers and men in obeying orders, 
and giving me every asssistance in their power; to the police for 
their hearty co-operation, and, lastly, to the men composing the 
procession, for it must be said, to their credit, that not a word was 
spoken, or fire-arm displayed, or anything done by them which could 
be construed as a menace to any one, ete 3 out the instructions 
‘given them to the letter.

The firing referred to in General Varian’s report was telegraphed 
to head-quarters, with the additional information that large bodies 
of rioters were confronting the head of the column, impeding its 
advance. Upon this, the First Regiment Infantry, Col. Perley 
commanding, was ordered to move promptly down to and occupy 
Madison square, so as to flank the rioters should they continue in 
- force in front of the procession when it reached that point, or render 
such assistance as General Varian might require. For a similar pur- 
pose, two companies of the Eleventh Regiment, afterward re-enforced 
by two other companies, were orderd to occupy Fourteenth street, 
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near Irving Place, and the Thirteenth Regiment was moved up the 
Bowery as far as Fourth street. These movements were made on 
the left flank of the column, under the supposition, which was after- 
ward found correct, that the bulk of the rioters would approach the 
procession from the north and east. The Thirteenth Regiment sub- 
sequently reported to General Varian, and was used in the disposi- 
tions made to insure order and quietude in the dispersion of the 
Orangemen. Those dispositions were simply the occupation by the 
troops of the streets running into and across the Bowery and Fourth 
avenue, and clearing Fourth avenue from Astor place and Eighth 
street down to Fourth street. After the Orangemen had left for their 
homes, the troops were gradually withdrawn and sent to their armo- 
ries. The procession formed and marched from Eighth avenue 
shortly after 2 o'clock, and arrived at its destination a little past 
4 o’clock. While it was moving, the troops not in the column or 
disposed of on the flanks as above recited, were stationed ready for 
immediate service, as follows, viz.: The Fifth, Sixty-ninth, Fifty- 
fitth and Seventy-ninth, in their respective armories; the Eighth at 
the city arsenal with batteries C and G. Capt. Shilling and Lieut. 
Wright commanding, and the Twelfth at the State arsenals. 

Having been requested by the president of the police department 
to furnish a guard for the protection of the United States post-office, 
a detachment of two companies of the Sixty-ninth Regiment was 
ordered, at 5.20 p. M., to occupy the post-office, and remain there 
until 7 o’clock the next morning. At the same time two companies of - 
the Seventy-first Regiment were ordered to occupy Kappf’s Garden, 
at Kighth avenue and One Hundred and Tenth street, until 8 a. m., 
to prevent an anticipated attack upon a pic-nic party. At6PM., 
apparent quietude having been restored in the vicinity of head-quar- 
ters, the Thirteenth Regiment were relieved, with the thanks of the 
division commander, and ordered to return to its armory. At the 
‘ same time the First Regiment, at Madison square, was ordered to 
return to its armory, and the four companies of the Eleventh at 
Fourteenth street to rejoin the regiment at police head-quarters. 
These dispositions brought all the troops, except the Eleventh Regi- 
ment, to the positions occupied early in the day, where they remained 
undisturbed by orders or alarms the whole night. No indication of 
a necessity for the use of large bodies of troops being apparent, Gene- 
_ ral Ward and staff were relieved, at 8 p. m., and-General Varian and 
staff at 1 a. m. of the 13th instant, by the issue of the following 
notice: |

There are two points in connection with the operations of this 
command on the 12th inst., to which the attention of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief is specially invited. First: The promptitude with 
which the troops assembled, and which the Commander-in-Chief, by 
his preSence, had an opportunity of witnessing. Second: The 
increased numbers which each organization turned out. In many 
regiments this increase amounted to fifty per cent more than usually 
parades; and when is considered the peculiar circumstances under 
which the orders were issued, the divided and excited state of the

public mind, the extraordinary and ‘unusual conditions which made 

it necessary to call upon the National Guard and the extremely 

delicate character of the service to be performed, the devotion of 

officers and men to principles of law and order, and of complete 

subordination to the constituted authorities, is strikingly apparent.

The “ National Leifle Association” will, I think, grow into avery 
important body, as we are filling our rolls with names of those who 
appreciate the necessity for, and are determined to urge the adoption 
by the National Guard of rzfle practice. It is not only common, but 
almost wneversally the case, that the members of our First and Second 
Division Regiments serve their full enlistment, without having been, 
for a single hour, instructed in the aimng of their pieces, or given 
au opportunity to discharge them at a target.

The arming of the National Guard with breech-loaders has made 
it indispensable that provision should be made by the State for 
systematic instruction in rifle practice. While the Remington rifle 
is effective up to 1,000 yards, it is only so in the hands of those 
who understand how to use it. Moreover, the rapidity with which 
they can be fired makes the supplying of ammunition in the field 
a grave question, unless it be expended with discretion and _ skill. 
When properly used, this arm renders the troops using it almost 
irresistible, but if not so used, it becomes an element of weak- | 
ness rather than strength, as the men waste more ammunition than 
they can carry. It is not, however, difficult to properly instruct the 
National Guard in this particular. 

A system of “aiming drill” has been developed and thoroughly

tested by experience, by which a respectable degree of efticiency in 
the use of the rifle can be attained by such instruction and drill as 
may be had within the drill rooms of the National Guard, and which, 
when combined with a moderate degree of field practice, will ren- 
der those drilled in it good marksmen, and no delay should be made 
in making it part of the military instruction of the National Guard. 
In furtherance of this purpose, the Quartermaster-General’s Depart- 
ment should be authorized to purchase and issne iron targets, of the 
regulation size, and such mantlets (for the protection of markers), flags 
and other articles as are required to fit up a rifle range, in such 
places as a sufficient body of the National Guard are located as to 
warrant the expense, and where proper ground can be procured. An 
appropriation should also be made to hire or purchase proper grounds, 
it being recollected that modern rifle practice, being essentially a 
long-range system, all ranges must, to be valuable, be of a sufficient 
extent to afford a range of over 300 yards, and, to be most effective, 
should ran up to 1,000. The appropriation is particularly needed 
to fit up a first-class range in the vicinity of the cities of New York 
and Brooklyn. The First and Second Divisions comprise a large 
majority of the best troops in the State, and, from their efficiency and 
central location, are usually called upon by the State in time of need, 
and who should, therefore, be instructed in the use of their weapons. 
It is therefore important that they should be provided with a rifle 
range, the more so as their mode of life prevents them from obtain- 
ing that skill in marksmanship which is so common in the rural 
districts, and the high price of land in accessible locations renders 
State aid necessary. From the neglect that has hitherto attended 
this important question, it has been no uncommon occurrence for a 
man to serve seven years in a first-class regiment and never fire a 
shot. Of course such a man, no matter how perfect his drill may be 
in other respects, is comparatively valueless as a soldier. 

A number of the most prominent officers in these divisions, desir- 
ing to remedy this defect, have recently organized ‘Tum Nartionan 
Ririe Association,” for the purpose of promoting the introduction 
of a system of aiming drill and rifle practice in the National Guard, 
and are now procuring the compilation of a manual upon that sub- 
ject, to serve as a drill book. In this movement, these officers have 
had the hearty co-operation of the State authorities, and when that 
manual is completed, it is desirable that it be adopted as the official 
text book of the National Guard, and these gentlemen deserve and 
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should receive the commendation of the public in thus supplying a 
much needed work. 

As the system is necessarily novel, to carry it thoroughly into effect, 
special provisions should be made. An officer should be added to 
the staff of the Governor, known as “ Insprcror or Muskerry,”’ 
with general authority over the subject throughout the State, and a 
like officer to the staff of each Division Commander, with assistants 
throughout the Division Districts. Not only should suitable pro- 
vision be made for the acquisition of rifle ranges, by lease, purchase 
ovicondemnation, and for the issuing of such articles as are required 
to fit them up, but authority should be given for the enforcement 
of such regulations as the public safety or the preservation of the 
targets, butts, etc. may require. 

An annual allowance of sixty rounds of ball and forty rounds of 
blank cartridge should be made to each regiment, for each effective 
member, and a detailed return should be required of the manner in 
which it has been expended, so as to insure a proper improvement, 
and prevent a waste of public property, and a certain course of annual 
instruction should be prescribed. Ammunition should also be issued 
at cost, for private practice. It is believed that the introduction of a 
system of rifle practice will have a beneficial effect upon the National 
Guard, and particularly upon the organizations in the country. These, 
from the scattered residences of the men and the want of proper 
armories, cannot be expected to compete with the city organizations, 
in excellence of drill. In rifle practice, however, the advantage will 
be with them, and afford them a stimulous for exertion. To excitea 
healthful competition among the different regiments, the State should 
also make provision for a certain number of prizes, to be annually 
competed for. The results to be obtained by this course, are strikingly 
illustrated by the success that has attended its practice in England, 
and particularly in Canada. The matter was introduced into the 
latter country in 1861, and seventy iron targets, with the appurte- 
nances, distributed among its militia, and suitable prizes offered. 
The number of targets being found inadequate, they have been added 
to yearly, and, in 1867, no less than 10,200 men were reported as 
having been regularly drilled in ball practice, using 100,000 rounds, 
while a like number of rounds, in excess of the government allow- 
ance, had been purchased for private practice, and the efficiency of 
the men had wonderfully increased; and this progress has since con- 
tinued. 
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Their conduct during the twenty-four hours of successive service was 
in the highest degree commendable. But one case of misconduct of 
an officer is reported, and that is being attended to. <A very 
small portion of the public press, and a few persons with biased and 
prejudiced minds, have endeavored to create an impression that 
some of the regiments acted hastily in firing on Eighth avenue, but 
by a careful perusal of the official reports of all the principal com- 
manding oflicers, and a minute personal inquiry of the officers 
engaged, and of the citizens residing in the neighborhood, into the 
circumstances attending the medee, I have failed to discover sufficient 
cause for the statements made. An official report of operations of a 
military body is not the place to discuss the merits of any proposition 
touching the conduct of the troops that does not emanate from the 
recognized source of military authority. But as so much has been 
said by certain classes, and so much has been written calculated to 
bring into disrepute at least a portion of that organization, which 
alone can protect and defend law-abiding citizens in their rights of 
person and property in times of riot and anarchy, that [ will be 
pardoned for assuming the guardianship of the honor and reputation 
of that part which I have the honor to command, so far as to declare 
my belief that what is said or written about the misconduct of the 
troops on the 12th inst. has a partisan origin and an unmanly aim. 
Letters of thanks from citizens in the neighborhood of the riot, for 
the services rendered by the troops, confirm the official reports of 
the officers. The testimony is abundant to show that long before 
the troops retaliated, fire-arms were discharged, and missiles of all 
kinds thrown at them from the sidewalks, windows and house-tops ; 
and it was not until an officer of the EKighty-fourth had been struck 
down by a missile thrown from a house-top, one of the men shot in 
the head and another received a flesh wound, two men of the Ninth 
killed outright, a number wounded, and three of the Sixth wounded, 
that fire was opened-on the mob. It is the opinion of the most 
experienced officers of the police force and military present, that the 
troops did not fire any too soon; that, in a very few minutes more, 
it would have been difficult, if not impossible, to overpower the mob, 
and that the lives lost at Eighth avenue and Twenty-fourth street 
saved the sacrifice of a much greater number at some other point. 
None can sympathize more deeply with the families that suffered by 
the unfortunate occurrences of the 12th inst. than do the men whose 
duty required them to use their weapons in sustaining the civil 
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authorities and in defense of themselves; and it is not unreasonable 
to hope that, while all are deploring the circumstances which made 
a resort to the use of arms necessary, the public will not be unmind- 
ful of the bereaved families of the dead and suffering members of 
the National Guard. 

The extremely delicate service of General Varian, in commanding 
the escort to the procession, was performed in a highly creditable 
manner, and to my satisfaction, and it would be unjust to meritorious 
officers not to record herein my conviction, that the regimental com- 
manders of the escort acted with coolness and discretion; that the 
officers, and men under them, discharged their duty, under circum- 
stances calculated to excite and aggravate the most experienced 
troops, and are entitled, therefore, to the commendation of their supe- 
rior officers. The orders issued from time to time were obeyed by 
all the commands on duty with an alacrity rarely witnessed, giving 
abundant evidence that the National Guard stand, at all times, ready 
to sustain the civil authorities in maintaining law and order against 
all aggressors. 

To the members of my stati, who, from early morning of the 12th 
until noon of the 13th were actively engaged, without rest, I am 
indebted for the prompt delivery of orders and dispatches, and other 
valuable assistance. 

I desire, also, to record my acknowledgments for the professional 
services of Surgeon Cheseman, formerly of the 7th regiment, 
which were kindly volunteered and accepted early on the morning of 
the 12th. 

Permit me, in conclusion, while alluding to the meritorious servi- 
ces of those under my command, to confirm what the public press 
have already said of the gallant conduct of the police force engaged on 
that day. It was my duty to keep in constant communication with 
the Commander-in-Chief and the police authorities from early morning 
until the excitement in the public mind had subsided. At head- 
quarters but one sentiment actuated the officers on duty, from the 
President of the Department, Mr. Henry Smith and his colleagues 
of the Board of Commissioners, and Superintendent Kelso and his 
subordinate officers, and that was to do their whole duty, in the most 
prompt and energetic manner. The movements of the detachments 
were made with the greatest celerity, and the officers of the National 
Guard who witnessed their operations, in attacking the mob at 
different points, unite in giving the highest praise for the courage 
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and dash displayed in making attacks, as well as the patient coolness 
manifested while exposed to the abusive epithets and dangerous 
assaults of the mob. Their valor was conspicuous, and entitles them 
not only to the respect of their superiors, but to the confidence of the 
public at large. While New York possesses so brave and self-sacri- 
ficing a body of protectors, she has little to fear from internal dissen- 
sions.

‘Genurat.—I have the honor to report that, in obedience to a 
demand made by the Police Department of the city of New York, 
dated November 4, 1871, I ordered the Seventh, Twelfth, Twenty- 
second and Seventy-first Regiments to assemble at their armories at 
6 o’clock, A. m., on the 7th instant, the same being the day of the 
State election, and hold themselves in readiness for active service. 
One company of the Twelfth Regiment being sent to the State 
Arsenal, corner of Seventh avenue and Thirty-fifth street, for the 
protection of the property, and detachments, in civilians’ clothes, 
being sent to the armories of the 9th and 11th regiments, where new 
breech-loading rifles and ammunition had been deposited the day 
before. Brigadier-Generals W. G. Ward, Ist Brigade, and Augustus 
Funk, 2d Brigade, were on duty from the assembly until the dis- 
missal of the troops. Two companies from each regiment were 
relieved alternately, for two hours at a time, to allow them to vote, 
until all the men had the opportunity, if they so desired. At 104 
o’clock, p. M., no call having been made for the active services of 
the troops, all were dismissed.

To His Excellency Joun T. Horrman, 
Commander-in- Chief : 


Pursuant to section 242 of the Military Code, I have the honor to 
report that on the 4th day of May, instant, at about three o’clock, 
p. M., I received from the sheriff of Monroe county, J. B. Campbell, 
Esq., a call for two companies of the military under my command in 
aid of the civil authorities. A copy of such requisition is hereto 
annexed, and marked schedule A. 

Upon receipt of the same, I immediately issued an order to Col. 
J. G. Baetzel, commanding Fifty-fourth Regiment, requiring him to 
detail the two senior companies of his command for the purposes 
required. A copy of that order is annexed, and marked schedule B. 

The two companies soon after assembled, and at seven o’clock, 
with tents and ammunition, proceeded via New York Central and 
Hudson River railroad to Fairport, some eleven miles from Rochester, 
where they disembarked, and marched some two miles to the place 

indicated, and, shortly before ten o’clock in the evening, reported 
themselves ready for duty. Tents were pitched, guards established, 
rations served, and duties then commenced. : 

The occasion for the call is stated generally in the order of the 
sheriff. The circumstances in particular are, that an extensive break 
in the Erie canal had occurred at the place called Oxbow, and the 
contractor of repairs upon that section had assembled a very large 
number of men to make the repairs. To the laborers he was paying 
two dollars and fifty cents per day, and for teams, six dollars per day. 
These had been at work for a day or two, satisfied with the price 
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paid, but, on the 4th day of May, quite a number demanded three 
dollars per day, and for teams, eight dollars per day. The contractor 
not complying, they stopped work, and by throwing stones and 
pushing teams and wagons down the embankments, compelled the 
whole to stop, and then conducted themselves so riotously that the 
civil and military authorities were called to quell the disturbance 
and preserve the peace. | 

The special train which carried the detachment was furnished 
by the Hon. Lewis Selye, the contractor; the rations are furnished 
by the same person. The tents used are the property of the 
regiment. 

The two companies of the National Guard are Co. B, Captain F. C. 
Schoen, commanding, with two lieutenants and fifty-six non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates; and Co. E, Captain H. B. Henderson, 
with one lieutenant and thirty-six non-commissioned officers and 
privates, in all, ninety-seven commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers and privates. | 

It is anticipated that their presence will be required until the 
repairs are completed and laborers paid up. I beg leave to commend 
the officers and men to your favorable consideration for the alacrity 
with which they responded to the call made upon them.

To His Excellency Joun T. Horrman, 
Governor of the State of New York and Commander-in- Chief : 


The undersigned, commanding the Twenty-fifth Brigade in the 
Seventh Division of the National Guard of the State of New York, 
begs leave respectfully to report: 

That on the 2d day of January, 1872, he received from the Hon. 
Joseph B. Campbell, sheriff of the county of Monroe, a requisition 
for one company of the National Guard under my command, to aid 
him in anticipation of riot, tumult and breach of the peace. This 
was speedily followed by several requisitions for increased force, 
till my whole command was ordered out. 

Upon the receipt of these requisitions,- I caused the necessary. 
orders to be issued to the Fifty-fourth Regiment, and to the battalion 
of artillery attached to this brigade, to assemble and proceed to the 
aid of the sheriff, armed and equipped, and provided with twenty 
rounds of ball cartridge to each member of the infantry ; the artillery 
with twenty rounds of grape. 

The circumstances under which the requisition was rede are these : 
The negro, Howard, who had committed a rape upon a little girl of 
about the age of nine years, under circumstances of peculiar atrocity, 
had been then recently arrested, and was confined in the jail of 
Monroe county. In the early part of the day (January 2), a mob 
had assembled, and endeavored to force the door’ of the jail. With 
the aid of the police and his own deputies, the sheriff succeeded 
in holding his position, but as the day advanced and the night 
approached, the crowd increased in force and turbulence. The police 
were also required for night duty in other parts of the city, and the 
sheriff made his requisition for military aid. 

As the members of the National Guard began to assemble, I sent 
to the arsenal Captain Conolly, my aid, with instructions to have 
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those who first arrived consolidated into one company, and, under 
the charge of the senior officer present, to advance at once to the 
assistance of the sheriff. This was done, and the detachment, under 
the command of Captain Schwartz, and made up of parts of three 
companies, went to the jail, arriving there at about six o’clock in the 
evening. 

The approaches to the jail are, upon the east, by Court-street 
bridge, over the Genesee river; from the west, by a bridge over a 
race-way. These bridges were taken possession of and held. From 
the latter, Court street extends some two hundred feet to Exchange 
street. This street—a portion of a street -—was filled with men, 
who very soon commenced using abusive and irritating language; 
then stones and pieces of broken ice were thrown at the men on 
duty, and occasionally a pistol was fired. Some of those on duty 
were disabled by these missiles, and the remainder became nervous 
and uneasy, and the officer in command selected fifteen privates as 
skirmishers, and ordered to charge bayonets. In advancing upon a 
charge, the musket of one of the privates was discharged, and, there- 
upon, some six or eight other scattering shots were fired. The result 
of that fire was that two persons were killed and four wounded. The 
crowd of people, which numbered at least two thousand, at once fell 
back to the west side of-Exchange street, and to the north and south 
of Court street. 

Within three minutes after the discharge of the muskets, I arrived 
upon the ground, and, from that time till morning, took personal 
supervision of affairs. The mob remained upon the ground, and 
continued during the night the same course of violent conduct and 
abusive language; no collision, however, occurred. 

In the morning, the Fifty-fourth Regiment was assembled, and 
the battalion of artillery attached to this brigade, and, thereupon, I 
assumed the command of all the troops, established new guards, and 
entered into all the details of camp and garrison duty. 

Nothing of any‘%serious importance occurred from and after that 
day, and on Friday, the 5th January, the militia were relieved from 
duty and discharged. 

Some criticism has been made upon the fact that the firing was 
done without orders. While I am not prepared to admit that, in no 
instance, should a private discharge his musket without orders, I 
acquiesce in it as a general rule; and, having been present, and felt 
the temper of the mob, and learned enough of the circumstances 
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attending the act to feel that it might be justified, have, therefore, 
-ordered a court of inquiry to examine into the entire case.

To His Excellency Joun T. Horrman, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief : 

Pursuant to Section 242, Military Code of the State of New York, 
I have the honor to make the following report of services rendered 
by the One Hundred and Sixth Regiment, N. G., 5. N. Y., in sup- 
pressing riot at Hornellsville, December 17th, 18th, 19th and 20th. 
December 17th, 1870, at 11.30 a. u., I received the following dispatch 
from Gen. J. H. Lansing, General commanding 20th Brigade, 7th 
Division : 


Colonel H. Batnwin: 


The Sheriff has cailed on me for men to suppress riot at Hornells- 
ville. You will send him the men. 
J. H. LANSING, 
General. 


At 12.30, I left this place with one hundred and ten men, armed 
and equipped, arriving at Hornellsville, with my command, at 2.80, 
p, M. I was there met by the sheriff of Steuben county, and by him 
was ordered to protect all property of the Erie Railway Company at 
that point, and to disperse all riotous assemblages of persons. I 
stationed guards along the railroad, to protect the property, and 
assisted in sending forward the live stock which had accumulated and 
been detained there for twenty-four hours. Several arrests were made 
by my men, of parties interfering. During the night of the 17th, I 


patrolled the grounds, preventing any outbreak or interference with - 


the property. An oil train of upward of forty cars lay in the yard, 
over which I kept guard, to prevent it from being fired by the rioters. 


% 
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On the morning of the 18th, the rioters increased in numbers and 
demonstrations. I also received additions to my force, numbering 
fifty men, belonging to companies A, B and C, which were then on 
duty. About ten o’clock, a. m., I was ordered by the sheriff to clear 
the depot, platform and grounds of all persons riotously assembled. 
I immediately proceeded to execute the order of the sheriff, and, 
meeting with resistance, I ordered a charge, and drove the crowd 
back at the point. of the bayonet. In this charge two persons were 
injured—one by bayonet, and one by a pair of handenfis (in the 
hands of Sergeant Wilson). The party thus injured was attempting 
to rescue a person whom I had arrested. The rioters having been 
driven from the grounds, guards were placed, so as to hold them 
back. Owing to the great number of strikers, and persons interfer- 
ing with the railroad, it was with much difficulty trains could be 
moved, and it became necessary to place a guard on all trains mov- 
ing either way, the railroad grade being heavy west, and the track 
having been greased and soaped by the rioters, about one mile west 
of the depot. The guards at that point were stoned and several hit; 
among the number was Lieutenant-Colonel Baxter. The rioters 
were protected from the range of our guns by an embankment. It 
being impossible to move the train started in that direction, it was 
backed down to the station, when two additional engines were put 
on, and then, under guard, it was successfully sent on to the next 
station. Soon after Lieutenant-Colonel Baxter and guards had 
returned to Hornellsville, a car was started from the station on the 
Summit, which came down past the Hornellsville depot at a fearful 
rate, but doing no further damage than injury to the car. Sunday 
night, the 18th, the grounds were patrolled and guarded, and no 
damage suffered to be done. During the day I was arrested, as was 
also Sergeant Wilson, by a warrant issued by Police Justice Howard, 
of Hornellsville, to which we answered by giving bail—myself $200 
and the Sergeant $600. On my being arrested the second time, I 
announced my intention to resist any further arrests, should the 
justice issue any more warrants, the sheriff also declaring that my 
command was his posse comitatus, and that I should disregard any 
further warrants. On the morning of December 19th, the sheriff 
ordered me to call out the balance of the regiment. Orders were 
accordingly issued to the several commandants of companies. 
During the day no open opposition was offered; guards were kept 
up, and one arrest made, but the party was soon after discharged by 
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the sheriff. About 8 o’clock im the evening, a compromise was 
effected between. the railway company and the strikers, and the 
riotous proceedings ceased. ‘Tuesday morning, December 20th, I 
received the following order from the sheriff:

Commanding the 106th Regiment V. G., S. N.Y. 


Your services being no longer required by me to protect the 
property of the Erie railway, and assist me in preserving order and 
making arrests, you are hereby relieved.

The amount stated in my last report as having been passed to the 
credit of the State, December 29, 1870, has been increased $17,227.84, 
making in all, $543,094.65 allowed since August 19th, 1870. 

During the year 1871, the fourth installment has been prepared 
and presented to the Treasury Departinent, amounting to $364,107.07 ; 
this has been examined and passed upon by the War Department, 
and is in the hands of the Third Auditor. | 

Another installment, amounting to about $700,000, will be ready 
for presentation at an early day. I trust, by the end of the present 
year, to be able to report the allowance of a large amount in addition 
to the sum required to liquidate the balance due by the State on 
account of direct tax.

The addition to our library, during the year 1871, has been equal 
to that of the previous year. Contributions of from one to ten 
volumes of various works of interest have been acknowledged, con- 
sisting of histories of regiments, military biography, statistical 
reports, military reports, etc., giving us new pages for reference and 
research. 

We have continued to receive general orders from the military 
departments of the United States; also, county papers from the 
different counties of New York. 

New portraits have found a place among our large collection of 
photographs. 

Upon our books for the registering of individual histories, we have 
recorded over* one thousand additional names, giving brief facts 
of the soldier’s civil and military career; while the research for 
information, and the gathering of statistics relating to deceased 
soldiers, cannot be estimated. 

To our museum of relics we have received interesting and valuable 
mementoes of war times, their date reminding the visitor of the early 
days of revolutionary glory, or of the struggles and victories of a 
later day. 

The number of visitors to the Bureau during the past year gives 
evidence of the interest that is still taken in the New York collection 
of war memorials. In the months of September and October, upon 
some days, our visitors numbered from five to six hundred a day ; 
had this continued each day in the year our figures would have been 
large indeed for 1871, yet we can only estimate the whole number 
of visitors about 30,000 — number registered, 9,200. This, in com- 
paring with the previous year, shows an increase in the number 
registered, yet a falling off in the total number, owing largely to the 
tedious excavation and impassable condition of State street during 
the summer months of travel, which, no doubt, denied many strangers 
a visit to the Bureau.

With deep regret the Commander-in-Chief announces the death of Brigadier- 
General Louis Burger, in command of the Second Brigade. 

General Burger was born in the Palatinate, and was educated as an engineer in 
the Polytechnic School of Munich. He came to this country in 1849, adopted the 
profession of architect, achieved success, won reputation, and gained great esteem 
among his fellow-citizens. He was devoted to the interests of his adopted country, 
had Jong taken an active part in the National Guard, was Colonel of the Fifth 
Regiment for several years, doing service in the field for a time in our late civil war.

I. The Commander-in-Chief has had under consideration the appeal of First Lieu- 
tenant Charles C. Nichols from the decision of Brigadier-General D. M. Woodhall, 
confirming the election of Lieutenant-Colonel Daniel $8. Benton as Colonel of the 
Tenth Regiment, Ninth Brigade, and Third Division National Guard of the State of 
New York, and has dismissed the same, for the reasons contained in the following 
opinion of the Judge-Advocate-General :

CoLONEL.—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt, on the 19th instant, of 

your reference, for my examination and report, of the letter to His Excellency the 

sommander-in-Chief, of J. H. Wood, Esq., counsel for Lieutenant C. C. Nichols, “ A” 
Company, Tenth Regiment, National Guard, 8. N. Y., transmitting the appeal of that 
officer from the decision of Brigadier-General D. M. Woodhall, commanding the 
Ninth Brigade, approving of the election to fill a vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Colonel J. G. Farnsworth, held August 5, 1871, and submitting statements of fact 
and argument in writing. I have also received the evidence and finding of Briga- 
dier-General Woodhall in relation to the election appealed from. 

I have examined the voluminous record and finding, as well as the argument of 
Mr. Wood, with care, and have the honor to submit the following report. 

From the record of the proceedings of the election held on the 5th day of August, 
1871, and the testimony thereafter taken by the officer who presided at the election | 
the following facts appear: 

That, on August 1st, 1871, notice of election was issued by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Benton, commanding the Tenth Regiment of the National Guard, 8. N. Y., to the 
commissioned officers of said regiment, for an election for colonel of that regiment, 
to be held on the 5th day of August. The notice also shows that Thomas Stewart 
was designated to serve the notices of this election on all the commissioned officers 
of the regiment at least five days before the day fixed fcr the election. 

On the evening of the 5th of August a meeting of the officers of the regiment was 
held at the place designated in the notice, and was presided over by Brigadier- 
General D. M. Woodhail, commanding the Ninth Brigade, National Guard 8. N. Y. 
At that meeting Lieutenant-Colonel Benton made an oral return on honer to the 
presiding officer, ‘That all the officers entitled to vote at an election to filla 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Colonel Farnsworth, Tenth Infantry, were duly 
notified,” and thereupon the election was proceeded with. 

From the return of the presiding officer it appears that the vote stood as follows: 
D. S. Benton, 15; G. H. Treadwell, 8; F. Townsend, 1; Protest, 1; making a total 
of twenty-five who were present and voted. Did not vote, Captain Schiedler ; 
absent, Captain C. E. Davis and Lieutenant Nichols. 

Total number of officers notified and entitled to vote, twenty-eight. And that, 
thereupon, D. 8. Benton having received a majority of all the votes entitled to be 
cast at such election, was, by the presiding officer, declared to be duly elected 
Colonel of said regiment, and the meeting adjourned. 
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On the 10th of August Lieutenant Nichols appealed to the presiding officer against 
the election of Lieutenant-Colonel Benton as Colonel, on the ground ‘“‘ that the 
proper notice was not served upon me five days before the said election, as provided 

_by the Military Code of the State of New York.” 

On August 17th Brigadier-General Woodhall ordered the appellant and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Benton to appear before him on August 19th, with their witnesses, 
to answer such questions as might be asked in relation to the appeal. 

On August 19th, the hearing on the appeal was commenced, before Brigadier- 
General Woodhall, and a special judge-advocate sworn. Thereupon, Lieutenant 
Nichols demanded the right to appear by counsel, which demand was refused. The 
examination of Lieutenant Nichols was then partially proceeded with, and the further 
hearing adjourned to August 25th. On August 25th, Lieutenant Nichols was recalled; 
his examination proceeded with but not concluded. Captain Hamilton was also 
examined on that evening, as was also Adjutant Fitch, in behalf of the appellant. 
So, also, was Lieutenant-Colonel Benton examined in his own behalf, and the 
further hearing adjourned to August 31st, when the case was closed, and the decis- 
ion of the Brigadier-General reserved. On September 8th, the Brigadier-General 
rendered his decision, confirming the election of Lieutenant-Colonel Benton as 
Colonel of the Tenth regiment, and assigned his reasons therefor. 

On September 15th, the appeal of Lieutenant Nichols was presented to His Excel- 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, by his counsel J. H. Wood, Esq., and was, by the 
Commander-in-Chief, referred to the Adjutant-General with directions to report his 
opinion, together with the opinion of the Judge-Advocate-General. 

The facts disclosed by the record show that none of the requirements of the 
Code in relation to notifying the officers entitled to vote at this election were strictly 
complied with. The notice for the election bears date August 1st, and the time of 
the election is therein fixed for August 5th, only four days thereafter,-while section 
72 of the Code requires ‘‘ That the notice shall specify the time and place of holding 
the election and be served at least five days Jefore such election shall take place.” 

It does not appear, however, that any objection was taken at the election, by any 
one present at the election, on the ground of insufficiency of notice; and the presence 
of twenty-six out of twenty-eight officers elected to vote at such election was a 
waiver of any irregularity of notice on their part. 

The question presented in the appeal is, therefore, was the failure to notify 
Lieutenant Nichols, five days before the election, sufficient ground to justify the 
Commander-in-Chief in refusing to approve of the election of Liecutenant-Colonel 
Benton? 

In order to determine this, it will be useful to consider the facts in relation to the 
service of notice on Lieutenant Nichols. 

I find from the testimony submitted to me, that Lieutenant Nichols was not noti- 
fied until August 2d, and, therefore, not five days before the election. But it 
further appears, from the testimony taken in the case, that Lieutenant Nichols was 
absent from the city of Albany on the ist day of August, returned on the 2d, and 
remained in Albany until the afternoon of the 4th, and that he duly received his 
notice of the election on the 2d day of August for the 5th of that month. Not- 
withstanding this insufficient notice, in conversation with Lieutenant-Colonel Ben- 
ton, Lieutenant Nichols, on the 2d or 8d of August, promised him to attend the 
election, and gave his word of honor that he would vote for him. The testimony 
of Lieutenant Nichols on this point is evasive and unsatisfactory, but on the whole 
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I am satisfied that the above facts are true. He, Lieutenant N., notwithstanding 
this promise, left the city before the election, and was not present thereat. 

Lieutenant Nichols now appeals from the decision of the Brigadier-General who 
presided at the election; and his reasons and conclusions on appeal, and through his 
counsel, urge eight several grounds of error. 

While I cannot assent to all the conclusions arrived at by Brigadier-General Wood- 
hall in his circular of September 8th, I am of opinion that his decision of the 
material point involved in the appeal is correct, and that the election of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bénton, as Colonel of the Tenth Regiment, was legal and should be 
approved. This conclusion renders it unnecessary for me to discuss either all the 
points made in Brigadier-General Woodhall’s decision, or urged by the counsel for 
the appellant. I will, therefore, only notice what I consider the material points at 
issue. . 

The ground taken by the appellant is that the election in question is void because 
“the proper notice was not served upon him five days before said election, as pro- 
vided by the Military Code of the State of New York.” 

The want of due service of notice on the appellant is admitted on both sides, but 
IT am of opinion that this omission was not such a defect as would, wnder the circum- 
stances disclosed in the record, render the election void. I think that the appellant, in 
order to defeat this election, must show that a number of votes sufficient to change 
the result of the election had not been properly notified. But I hold that the 
twenty-six officers present were properly notified to all intents and purposes, since 
by their presence they waived their right ‘‘ to take caception to the want of legal notice.” 
(See section 78, Military Code.) 

All the irregularities as to defect of service and want of proper return were waived 
by those twenty-six officers. It appears by the papers in the case that of the officers 
present fifteen were for Lieutenant-Colone] Benton—a clear majority of all the 
officers, twenty-eight in number, entitled to vote. The appellant is therefore not 
warranted in considering himself aggrieved by the proceedings or by the want of 
five days’ notice, especially as he admits he had notice amply sufficient to have 
enabled him to have attended the election if he so desired; and the whole testimony 
shows that his objection to the sufficiency of his notice was merely an afterthought. 
And besides, his presence and that of the other absentees could not possibly have 
changed the result. 

In arriving at this conclusion, I have been guided by the very rule laid down and 
so strenuously urged by the appellant's counsel, which I believe to be the correct 
one, namely, that this election should be governed “ by the same rule as obtains in 
the civil courts in the construction of statutes affecting the meetings of corporate 
bodies for the purpose of electing officers.” 

It will be seen, by reference to the decisions in such cases, that an election will 
not be set aside for every defect or irregularity or for every non-compliance with the 
directions of the statute. 

In order to set aside the election it must appear that the defect or omission is such 
a one as would be fatal. The case of the People v. Tuttle (81 N. Y., 550) is in point, 
where the Court of Appeals held the election of officers of a religious body should 
not be set aside because illegal votes were received, unless it further appeared that 
the exclusion of such votes would have changed the result. In ev parte Murphy (7 
Cowen, 158), at an annual election of St. Peter’s Church in the city of New York, 
holden for the choice of four trustees, eight persons were voted for, four of whom 
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had 102 votes and four 100. The voting was by ballot. The inspectors having cer- 
tified that the four having 102 were duly elected, a motion was made for leave to 
file an information in the nature of a quo warranto against them as unduly elected. 
One ground of the motion was, that two ballots were put into the box in the names 
of two persons who were formerly voters, but who had died some weeks before the 
day of election. The fact was not discovered until after the inspectors had given 
their certificate, nor did it, at the trial, appear to whom the two latter votes were 
given. The court held that “the motion must be denied; for aught that appears, the 
spurious ballots were for the ticket that was in the minority. To warrant setting 
aside the election it must appear affirmatively that the successful ticket received a 
number of improper votes, which, if rejected, would have brought it down to a 
minority. The mere circumstance that improper votes are received will not vitiate 
an election.” 

So it has been held that the mode of procedure prescribed by the statute is 
directory merely, and that an election will not be set aside for non-compliance there- 
with, unless it appears that a compliance with the requirements of the statute would 
have produced a different result. Thus, where the inspectors were not sworn in the 
form prescribed by the statute, but proceeded to act as inspectors, and where also 
no oath at all was administered to them, the court refused to set aside the election, 
(Mohawk v. H. R. R. Co., 19 Wend., 185; Chenango v. Mut. Ins. Co., 19 id., 635.) 
So, in the case of the People v. Rankin, (9 Jolns., 147), the court held that an election 
of ofiicers was good after the day provided in the statute, the provision being only 
directory. (See, also, People v. Cook, 8 N. Y. Rep., p. 67, and People v. Allen, 6 
Wend., p. 486.) 

This seems to be the well established doctrine both in England and in this coun- 
try. (See Prowese v. Foot, 2 Brown Paul Cases, 289; Pender v. Rex, 2 id., 204. 
Rex v. Jefferson, 2 Nev. & M., 487; Rex v. Winchester, Mayor, Nev. & P., 274.) 

So much for the main point involved. 

In regard to the point raised by the appellant, that he should have been allowed 
the privilege of counsel on the hearing of the appeal before Brigadier-General W ood- 
hall, | am of the opinion that the decision of General Woodhall was entirely correct- 
The point was raised in a case which occurred in Brooklyn, last summer, and which 
has just been decided by the General Term—Justices Barnard, Gilbert and Tappan, 
the opinion in which case I had the honor to send you a few days since—and it was 
there held that, even in court-martial cases, the accused had no right to appear by 
counsel. 

The above considerations lead irresistibly to the following conclusions: 

First. That the notices served on the twenty-six officers present were rendered 
due and valid by their presence at the election. 

Second. That the presence of the appellant and the other absentee could not have 
possibly changed the result of the election, since, even if they had intended to vote 
against Lieutenant-Colonel Benton, he would still have received a majority of all 
the legal votes, viz., fifteen out of twenty-eight. 

Third. That the irregularities complained of have resulted in no injury to any 
person, and the appeal should, therefore, be denied, and the election of Lieutenant- 
Colonel D. 8. Benton, as Colonel, confirmed. 

I have not arrived at these conclusions without some difficulty; and the examina- 
tion I have necessarily made of the proceedings in this case leads me to remark 
that the special attention of officers presiding at elections should be called to the 
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necessity for compliance literally with all the provisions of the Code; otherwise, con- 
fusion, such as has arisen in this case, must necessarily follow. 
T return herewith the papers transmitted with your order of reference.

II. While the Commander-in-Chief dismisses this appeal, for reasons which appear 
to him unanswerable, he cannot allow the occasion to pass without impressing upon 
the officers of the National Guard the duty and the necessity of strict complance 
with the direction of the statute in all elections, so that appeals upon technical and 
formal points may be avoided. Such appeals tend to confusion, excite bad feelings 
among the officers, are prejudicial to discipline, and take up, needlessly, the time and 
attention of the superior military authorities.

From the muster and inspection rolls for the year 1870, it is evident that many of 
the organizations of the National Guard are below the minimum required by law. 
The commandants of the weak organizations are enjoined to fill up their commands, 
if they wish to avoid reduction, consolidation or disbandment. 'To the end that this 
matter may be fully understood, extracts from the Military Code relating thereto 
are appended; and attention is particularly called to the point that the minimum of 
a company is forty-six non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates, and that 
at least eight such companies, none having less than said minimum, are required to 
constitute a regiment.

8 11. Troops, batteries or companies shall be formed in separate districts when 
practicable, but the Commander-in-Chief may, in his discretion, organize more 
troops, batteries or companies than one in the same district, or parts of a troop, bat-

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tery or company in different districts, and to every troop, battery or company of 
cavalry, artillery or infantry there shall be one captain, one first lieutenant, one 
second lieutenant, one first sergeant, one quartermaster’s sergeant, four sergeants, 
eight corporals, two musicians; and to every troop or company of cavalry or infantry 
there shall be from thirty to eighty-four privates; and to every hattery of artillery 
there shall be from sixty-four to one hundred and four privates, and one additional 
second lieutenant; and in the discrection of. the Commander-in-Chief, there may be 
added to the battery organization one first lieutenant, two sergeants and four cor- 
porals, and to every troop of cavalry there shall be one additional second lieutenant, 
and also one veterinary surgeon, with the rank of sergeant-major. 

§ 12. Forty-six non-commissioned officers, muscians and privates shall be the 
minimum, and one hundred the maximum of the troop and company organization 
of cavalry and infantry; and eighty and one hundred and twenty of the same, the 
minimum and maximum of the battery organization of artillery; and all troop, bat- 
tery and company Officers shall use their best efforts to obtain volunteers, and recruit 
their commands so that the minimum shall always be exceeded. Non-commissioned’ 
officers shall be chosen from the members of the troop, battery or company to 
which they belong. 

§ 14. Each regiment of cavalry, artillery and infantry shall consist of not less 
than eight nor more than ten companies, one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, one 
major, one adjutant, with rank of first lieutenant, one quartermaster, with rank of 
first lieutenant, one surgeon, with rank of major, one assistant surgeon, with rank of 
captain, one chaplain, with rank of captain, one sergeant-major, one quartermaster’s 
sergeant, one Commissary sergeant, one hospital steward, and two principal musi- 
cians; and, in addition to the foregoing, each regiment of cavalry and artillery shall 
have one major, and each regiment of cavalry shall have one veterinary surgeon 
with rank of second lieutenant, and one saddler sergeant. 

§ 15. The battalion organization shall consist of not more than six nor less than 
four companies, one lieutenant-colonel, one major, one adjutant, with rank of first 
lieutenant, one quartermaster, with rank of first lieutenant, one surgeon, with rank 
of major, one chaplain, with rank of captain, one sergeant-majuor, one quartermas- 
ter’s sergeant, one commissary sergeant, one hospital steward, and two principal 
musicians ; and each battalion of cavalry shall have an additional major, a veterinary 
surgeon, with the rank of second lieutenant, and one saddler sergeant ; and whenever 
any regiment shall fall below the number of eight companies, it may be reorganized 
as a battalion. 

§ 178. The Comptroller shall annually draw his warrant upon the Treasurer in 
favor of the county treasurer of each county for the sum of five hundred dollars 
for each regiment, and the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars for each battalion, 
and the sum of two hundred dollars for each separate battery, and the sum of one 
hundred dollars for each separate troop, certified by the Adjutant-General to be 
organized according to the provisions of this act, within the county; or in case any 
regiment, battalion or separate troop or battery is organized in two or more coun- 
ties, then the Comptroller shall draw his warrant in favor of such county treasurer 
as the Adjutant-General may in his certificate direct; which sums, and also those 
paid in like manner by the State, in lieu. of furnishing uniforms as provided in 
section one hundred and thirteen of this act, together with the fines collected from 
delinquent officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates, shall consti- 
tute the military fund of such regiment, battalion or separate troop or battery.

To comply with the provisions of Section 113 of the Military Code (chapter 80, 
Laws of 1870), a copy of which is appended, it is required that three abstracts of 
the accounts audited and allowed for payment from the uniform fund of the regi- 
ments, battalions or separate troops or batteries be prepared by the board of audi- 
tors, and transmitted to these head-quarters, together with duly receipted vouchers 
therefor in triplicate. After they have been approved by the Adjutant-General, one 
set of these abstracts and vouchers will be sent to the auditing board, one set to the 
county treasurer, and one set will be retained in this office.

§ 113. In lieu of uniforms being furnished by the State to non-commissioned 
officers and privates, as heretofore provided by law, there shall annually be paid by 
the State to the military fund of each regiment, battalion and separate troop or bat- 
tery, for the purpose of aiding the non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates 
of said organizations in procuring their uniforms, a sum equal to five dollars for 
each of its non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates who paraded during 
the year preceding, fully uniformed, armed and equipped, according to the provi- 
sions of this act, at least seven different times, four of which shall have been on the 
occasion of regimental, battalion, separate troop or battery parades. And in order 
to determine the amount of money to which each regiment, battalion and separate 
troop or battery will be entitled under the provisions of this section, the command- 
ant of each regiment, battalion and separate troop or battery shall transmit to the 
Adjutant-General, during the month of December, and prior to the fifteenth day 
thereof in every year, a roll, giving the name and description of each non-commis- 
sioned officer, musician and private in his command who paraded at least seven 
different times, as hereinabove specified, stating the occasions, during the year next 
preceding the said month of December; which roll the said commandant shall 
certify to on honor. And for the purpose of paying the said sums of money, the 
Comptroller shall draw his warrants upon the Treasurer in favor of the county 
treasurers, in the same manner as is provided in section one hundred and seventy- 
eight of this act, on the certificate of the Adjutant-General and Inspector-General, 
approved by the Comimander-in-Chief, showing the amount that each regiment, 
battalion and separate troop or battery is entitled to. The said money thus appro- 
priated for uniforms shall be held sacred and inviolate for such purpose, and shall 
not, in any event, be expended for any other; provided, however, that the uniforms 
required, prior to the first day of October, eighteen hundred and seventy, may be 
furnished under the provisions of the laws in force at the time of the passage of 
this act.

After careful examination and full explanation by the exhibitors of 
the various arms submitted, the Board selected from among them those 
which, in their opinion, were best adapted to the use of the National 
Guard, and caused circulars to be sent to the owners asking proposals 
to furnish the State with fifteen thousand (15,000) new arms of their 
respective models, and to receive an equal number of the Springfield 
rifle muskets, caliber fifty-eight, now in the hands of the National Guard, 
at such price as might be deemed favorable, in part payment therefor. 

Proposals were received from the owners or representatives of the 
following guns: The Remington, Springfield, Ward-Burton, Conroy, 
Brown, Whitney, Joslyn-Tomes, Peabody.

The proposal of the agent of the Peabody gun was defective, in fail- 
ing to fix a price for the Springfield muskets owned by the State. 

It will be seen that the Remington gun was offered at the lowest 
net price. 

The Board resolved to regard the bids as confidential until the ren- 
dition of this report. 

Circulars soliciting proposals were forwarded on the 16th of June. 
The proposals were received on or before the 23d day of June, and 
were forwarded sealed to Albany, where they were opened by the 
Adjutant-General in the presence of the other members of the Board, 
at a meeting held for that purpose on the 23d of June. The Board 
then adjourned for the purpose of affording the representatives of the 
various arms an opportunity to perfect the improvements which they 
desired to make, and to remedy some defects which had been pointed 
out in certain arms by members of the Board. 

The Board reassembled at the State arsenal in New York city 
on the Ist day of September. General Townsend being absent 
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in Europe, Colonel J. B. Stonehouse, Assistant Adjutant-General 
appeared in his stead. They examined such improved arms as had 
been presented during the recess. It was resolved to institute a series 
of tests, substantially in accordance with the formula of the St. Louis 
Board, at the Springfield National Armory (the consent of the proper 
authorities having been obtained for that purpose), and on the 2d of 
September notice was served on ,the representatives of the arms 
selected to forward the arms they desired to have tested to the Spring- 
field armory, so that the time of trial might be fixed. Advices of the 
shipment of the following arms, viz.: Remington, Peabody and Ward- 
Burton, having been received, the Board fixed upon September 22d 
as the day for the initiation of the tests, and (having given proper 
notice to the representatives of these arms) assembled at Springfield 
for that purpose. | 

The Springfield arm was entered for competition, and fired by an 
employe of the United States National Armory, at the request of the 
Board. The Conroy gun was not received until after the commence- 
ment of the experiments. 

The result of the various tests to which the arms were subjected 
will be found in the record hereto appended. The salt water test 
was made at the State arsenal in New York city. 

The representatives of the arms tested were afforded every oppor- 
tunity to display the merits of their respective systems, to point out 
the alleged defects of competing guns, and to demonstrate, by actual 
test, the superiority claimed for each in any particular. 

The experiments resulted satisfactorily, and demonstrated that all 
the arms possess great merit in point of accuracy, durability and 
facility of manipulation. In fact, were the choice of an arm to be 
determined by the actual result of the experiments upon the arms 
themselves, the Board would have great difticulty in arriving at a 
decision, all the arms having undergone the various tests without 
injury, and, unexceptionally, to the satisfaction of the Board. 

In arriving at the recommendation embodied in this report, the 
Board considered, primarily, the relative merits of the various sys- 
tems presented, as regards strength, durability, accuracy, and simpli- 
city of mechanism, and liability to accident in the hands of troops — 
who might be comparatively inexpert in the use of arms; secondarily, 
economy, rendered necessary by the limitation of the appropriation 
for their purchase, and, in view of the urgent necessity for the imme- 
diate procurement of breech-loaders for the National Guard, the 
ability to furnish the requisite number within a short time. 
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The Board recommend, unanimously, the adoption of the Reming- 
ton Rifle Musket, of the improved model manufactured for, and 
submitted to, this Board (loading at assimilated half-cock, locking the 
breech-piece in the act of loading, withdrawing the firing-pin by a 
positive motion, and ejecting the shell on opening the breech), as the 
best arm, in all respects, for the use of the National Guard of the 
State of New York. i 

In order to make it conform to the caliber used by the United 
States government, the Board recommend the adoption of the 50-100 
caliber, although, but for this consideration, and as an independent 
proposition, they would prefer the 433-1000 caliber. 

The Board consider the Springfield, Peabody and Ward-Burton 
guns especially worthy of attention and consideration. They all pos- 
sess great merit, and are of undoubted excellence. 

The representative of the Conroy gun was not prepared to submit 
that arm to the regular series of tests at Springfield, and the partial 
test incorporated in the record herewith submitted, was made at the 
New York arsenal, when the salt water and sand test was made. 

The Roberts gun was also tested partially at the same time. The 
result is included in the record. 

The Conroy gun has many commendable features, is simple in con- 
struction, and susceptible of easy and rapid manipulation. 

The Board regret that the cost of the arms and the inability of 
their owners to furnish them within the period fixed for ultimate 
delivery, prevented the selection of several meritorious guns for the 
test, to which those preferred were subjected. The Whitney gun, 
‘particularly, which is similar in construction to the Remington, was 
among the best submitted; but these considerations precluded its 
selection for experiment with the others. 

Among those which commended themselves to the Board, as pre- 
senting several excellent points, were the Barnekoy-Green, the Joslyn- 
Tomes and the Brown guns. 

The Duval gun, exhibited at Springfield by Mr. Prentice of Mon- 
treal, possesses many good qualities. It is simple in construction and 
easy of manipulation, but was not fired because of the inability of the 


. . exhibitor to procure suitable ammunition. 


The Winchester repeating rifle was tested and exhibited at Spring- 
field, but was not entered for competition. The tests, however, are 
incorporated in the accompanying record. The Board take occasion 
to say that, under the skillful manipulation of Mr. Addis, this cele- 
brated arm maintained its well established reputation. 
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The Board desire to express their obligation to Lieutenant Henry 
Metcalfe, U. S. A., commanding the Springfield national armory 
during the illness of Colonel Benton, for the extension of complete 
facilities for conducting their experiments, and take great pleasure in 
acknowledging his uniformly considerate courtesy.

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TESTS. 


It was determined by the Board that the arms presented should be 
subject to the following tests, viz. : 

Ist. Rapidity of Fire-—Test: The gun to be fired from the 
shoulder, and the number of shots in a minute noted. 

2d. Len pets of Fire—Test: Twenty shots to be fired from the 
shoulder at a target 100 yards distant, twenty shots from rest at dis- 
tance of 300 yards, and twenty shots from rest at 700 yards. 

3d. Hifect of sand and dust on breech mechanism and working of 
the arm.—Test: Eight shots to be fired; then fine, dry sand to be 
sifted over the breech mechanism when closed, and eight shots fired ; 
then fine, dry sand to be sifted over the same parts when open, and 
nine shots fired; the sand to be removed in each case by shaking the 
piece, or using only the hand; the piece then to be examined and 
cleaned. 

4th. Eifect of defective ammunition.—Test: The arm to be fired 
with six cartridges, rendered defective in the following manner: Ist. 
One cut longitudinally from the end of the case to the rim, and 
placed. in the chamber with the cut upward. 2d. One cut longitu- 
dinally from the end of the case to the rim, and placed in the cham- 
ber with the cut downward. 3d. One to be cut helically from the 
end of the rim. 4th. One to be cut at the base, so that the firing- 
pin in firing will pierce it. 5th. One to be pierced through the base at 
four points. 6th. One to be filed through the rim. 

5th. Hffects of salt water.—Test: The arm to be placed for three 
hours in brine covering the breech mechanism and chamber; then to 
be exposed in the open air until the next day, and fifty shots to be 
fired. 

6th. Simplicity of construction.—Test : The arm to be dismounted 
and assembled, and time occupied in each operation noted, and the 
arms to be examined with regard to the effect of the several tests on 
the mechanism of the gun.

Liffects of sand and dust.

No discharge of gas until the sixth cartridge was fired, when there 
was sutlicient to slightly cloud a piece of white paper placed over 
the breech block during the firing, no perceptible injury to mechanism. 


Liffects of salt water. 


On attempting to fire the first cartridge it was discovered that the 
firing pin was broken. A new pin was put in place and the gun 
again placed in salt water, and exposed in the open air the pre- 
scribed time,* the piece was then fired, working rather stiff, and the 
extractor failed to throw out five or six shells. 


Simplicity of construction. 
The piece was dismounted and found to be uninjured by the 
several tests. It was dismounted in fifteen seconds and assembled in 
fifty-nine seconds.

a portion of the white paper placed over the breech. 
Liffects of salt water. 

The bolt was considerably rusted, causing it to work rather tight

Seimplicity of construction. 
The piece was dismounted in five and a half seconds and assembled 
in sixteen seconds. It was examined when dismounted, and found to 
have sustained no injury from the several tests.

Sumplicity of construction. 

The piece was dismounted and found uninjured by the several tests. 
It was dismounted in twenty-five seconds and assembled in forty-five 
seconds.

This gun was tested only for rapidity of fire, making twenty-three 
shots in a minute, and from magazine, thirty-seven shots and three 
miss-fires in a minute; and for accuracy of fire, at 100 yards, see 
target No. 13.

Not tested. 


Two other Remington guns were presented to tne Board; one 
without locking device or extractor, calibre, 43 (Spanish gun); the 
other with locking device differing from the one first mentioned in 
the report. These arms were not subjected to all the tests, but such 
trial as was made of them proved that they withstood the tests equally 
well with the arm reported upon herein. Targets Nos. 14 and 15 are 
those of the Remington arm, caliber, 748, at 300 and 700 yards 
respectively. | 

In the Peabody gun a piece of wood was inserted in rear of firing 
pin so as to render it immovable; in this condition the gun could 
not be fired.
